INTRODUCTION. 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a list of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832 an index 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages and three pages of index. 
The volume up to, and including, 1840 bears the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of The MunicipAt Reaister. The Municipal 
Register for 1841 contains the Rules and orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a lst of the public 
schools, the City government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and _ bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of- preceding City governments, a necrological 
record of these members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the city; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added,and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and since 1879 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past City 
governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, The 
MUNICIPAL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts is this year substituted; otherwise 
The MunicipAL ReGIsterR of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MUNICIPAL REGISTERS since 1889.

BosTtoN WAS INCORPORATED a Town by the order 
of the Court of Assistants passed September 17 (7, 
O. §.), 1630, “that Trimontame shalbe called Bos- 
ton ;’ and incorporated as The City of Boston, Feb- 
ruary 23, 1822, by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 
1822. This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, com- 
monly called the City Charter, adopted November 
13, 1854. 

BRIGHTON WAS INCORPORATED a Town February 
24, 1807, by St. 1806, c. 65, and annexed to Boston ~ 
January 0, 1874, by St. 187 3. c. 303, accepted October

CHARLESTOWN WAS INCORPORATED a Town July 4, 
1629; a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, e.

ROXBURY WAS INCORPORATED a Town by the order 
of the Court of Assistants passed October 8, 1630; a 
City March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted 
March 25, 1846, and annexed to Boston January 6, 
1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 9, 1867. 

West ROXBURY WAS INCORPORATED a Town

THE CITY SEAL 
As it appeared prior to 1827. 


The city seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed Jan. 2, 1823, which provides “ That 
the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. Pennr 
man, giving a view of the city, be the device of the city seal; 
that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit 
Deus nobis;’ and that the inscription be as follows: — 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’” The motto is taken from 1 King’s, VIII, 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed and has ever since 
continued to be used first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances commonly known as the 
“ First Revision” published in 1827, and is continued on 
the city seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1892, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that ‘The 
seal of the city shall be circular in form; shall bear a view 
of the city ; the motto ‘Sicut Partibus Sit Deus Nobis,’ and 
the inscription, ‘Bostonia Condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis 
Regimine Donata, A.D 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827 and as it has ever since 
appeared is shown opposite the title page.

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RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rue 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chairat the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chair- 
man, the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

RuLE 2, The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

RuueE 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that in naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

RuLE 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
- division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rue 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

RuLeE 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise to state a 
motion or put a question to the board. 

RULE 7. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or veri- 
fied by yeas and nays. 

Rue 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

RuLE 9. When the chairman of the board, or the chairman pro 
tempore, shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment, 


MOTIONS, 


Rute 10, Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct.

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Rute 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amend- 
ment or a motion to strike out and insert. 

RULE 12. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 13. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the City Council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


To a standing committee of the board. 
Toa special committee of the board. 

To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint special committee.

Rue. 14. Aftera motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 
‘Rute 15. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand 
arranged: .

To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rute. 16. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and 
that motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take 
from the table shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Ruxz 17. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shail, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the 
document may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only 
at the same session. .

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CONFIRMATIONS, 


-Ruxe 18. The question confirming a nomination made by the mayor 
shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION, 


RuLE 19. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a re- 
consideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which 
ease the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 20. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question and avoid personalities. 

RuLE 21. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RuLeE 22. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or. 
serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 23. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so ex- 

- cused on any question must be made before the board is divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be ac- 
companied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be decided 
without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rue 24. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 

sist of three members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 
_ Committees on Armories and Military Affairs— County Accounts — 
Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — 
Licenses — Markets — Railroads. Public Improvements to consist of 
all the members of the board, and to be divided by the chairman of the 
committee into the following sub-committees: namely, on Paving Divi- 
sion, Sewer Division, Bridge Division, Sanitary Division, Street-Clean- 
ing Division, Ferry Division, and Stables. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS, 


RuLeE 25. At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness Shall be as follows: 


Communications from his honor the mayor. 

Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
Papers from the common council. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Orders of notice of hearings. 

Reports of city officers. 

Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders, and resolutions.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RULE 26. Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


EXPENSES OF COMMITTERES. 


RULE 27. No money shall be drawn from the city treasury for the 
purpose of paying the expenses of any committee, or any portion of 
the same, while absent from the city of Boston, unless authorized by 
special vote of the board. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 28. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RULE 29. No persons, excepting members of the city -council, heads © 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES, 


Rue 380. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of wrestling. 

RULE 51. No permission to erect a pole or post for the support of 
electric wires or for the construction of underground conduits shall be 
granted until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of 
aldermen on the application for such permission, after notice of such 
hearing duly advertised by the applicant in one or more news- 
papers. 

RULE 52, Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construc- 
tion of an underground conduit, laying of a pipe or wire, or for doing 
any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a

street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. ¢ 


RULE 33. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the board present and voting, except Rule 30, which shall 
be suspended only by a unanimous vote upon a roll-call. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


RuLeE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
seven forty-five o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council the time of 
said roll-call to be at the discretion of the president, but not later than 
nine o’clock. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 8. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair; but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 
In all cases the president may vote. 

Ruwe 4. The president may make any rules that he deems proper to 
preserve order in the council chamber during sessions of the council, 
and he shall forbid smoking in the council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


RuweE 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; 
and shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in 
such manner as the president may direct. 


" 
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He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he 
shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 
tion has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question, if 
another member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place, without leave of 
the president. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discretion, or on 
motion sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If there is no quorum present, he shall declare the council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rutt 9. All matters relating to the elections of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist 
of five members. 

RuLeE 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, consist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
Sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messenger, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to the members serving on joint com- 
mittees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly called meetings 
of any committee, except on account of sickness or absence from the 
city, proved to the satisfaction of the president, shall be deemed a 
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resignation on the part of such member from such committee, and the 
vacancy caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at the 
next meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of the council 
all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 

RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rue 13, No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE, 

RuueE 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

RvuuE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RvuuE 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may at the time they 
are Offered be given a second reading and passed, 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings, 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule, 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed 
for the presentation of papers under the sixth order of business. 
Papers shall be called for by divisions in numerical order, and only one 
member in a division shall be recognized until each division has been 
called, 
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Rue 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president, or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they are pre- 
sented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only. 

RuLeE 19. No ordinance and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of money, shall have more 
than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply to an 
order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


RULE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RuLE 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RULE 22. When a question is under debate, the president shall 
receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To refer to a committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close debate at a specified 
time, may be amended. 

When one of these motions has been made, none of the others, in- 
ferior to it in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RULE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business, 
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RULE 24. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee, 


RuLE 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
Since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RULE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table, 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

RuLE 27. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RULE 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form: 
“ Shall the main question be now put?’’ and all debate upon the main 
question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
' decided. 

RULE 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. 

Rute 380. All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once, without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


RuLeE 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be put as follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council?’’ And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 
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VOTING. 


RuLE 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall agree 
on a count, and report the result aloud to him. 

RuLE 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the mem- 
bers present. Every member present shall answer to his name unless 
excused before the vote is taken. 

Rue 34. After the announcement of.a vote not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may vote for a verification thereof by yeas and nays, 
and on such motion a debate of the original question, not excéeding 
five minutes, shall be permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, 
provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 35. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before 10 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on which a meet- 
ing was held (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks), of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

RuLE 386. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

Rue 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice re- 
considered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


- 
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RESCINDING VOTES. 
RULE 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shall 


not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the mem- 


bers of the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


RULE 39. All officers receiving any compensation from the city of 
Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, be chosen in this branch by ballot. In all elections by ballot 
the number of blanks cast shall be reported. Ballots cast for ineligible 
persons shall be counted and reported, but only for the purpose of 
ascertaining the whole number of ballots cast. If the person chosen is 
ineligible the ballot shall be void, and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 40. No person, except a member of the council, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is insession. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 

SPECTATORS. 

RuueE 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments, and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and while the council is in session, no 


person except members of the city government, heads of departments, 


and reporters shall beallowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the council. 
Rute 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess the president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is not in session. The. clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The anteroom. 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
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smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


RuueE 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
ing’s ‘‘Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies’’ shall govern 
this council in all cases to which they are applicable and in which they 
are not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city 
council, 

REPHRAL. 


Rue 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon. 


JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
as they may determine. Said committees shall respectively examine, 
as often as they deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys 
received and expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and applications for 
appropriations of and orders for expenditures by the respective de- 
partments. Each of said committees to consist of three aldermen and 
five councilmen, namely: 


1. A committee on the Assessing Department. 
2. A committee on the Auditing Department. 
3. A committee on the Building Department. 
4, A committee on the City Clerk Department. 
5. A committee on the City Messenger Department. 
6. A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
7. A committee on the Collecting Department. 
8. A committee on the Election Department. 
9. A committee on the Engineering Department. 
10. A committee on the Fire Department. 
11. A committee on the Health Department. 
12. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
13. A committee on the Inspection of Vessels and Ballast Department. 
14. A committee on the Institutions Department. 
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15. A committee on the Lamp Department. 

16. A committee on the Law Department. 

17. A committee on the Library Department. 

18. A committee on the Market Department. 

19. A committee on the Mount Hope Cemetery Department. 
20. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Department. 
21. A committee on the Park Department. 

22. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 

23, A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 

24, A committee on the Registry Department. 

25. A committee on the Sealing of Weights and Measures Department, 
26. A committee on the Street Department. 

27. A committee on the Street Laying-out Department, 

28. A committee on the Treasury Department. 

29. A committee on the Water Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of the members of the 
board of aldermen, and the president and eleven other members of 
the common council, to whom shall be referred the estimates of the 
departments prepared annually, and any suggestions thereon from his 
honor the mayor, They shall report an order appropriating such sums 
as they deem necessary for the lawful public uses, and setting forth in 
detail, as far as convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city aris- 
ing from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They shall 
report monthly the number and nature of the claims awarded or ap- 
proved by them, and the amount of money awarded or paid in settle- 
ment thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City Council, to 
consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall: be 
referred all matters involving expenditures from any appropriation for 
such purposes. They shall examine all bills and vouchers for expendi- 
tures chargeable to such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly 
certified to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or before the 
twenty-fifth day of each month, to be paid as the bills of the several 
departments are paid. 

4, A committee on Finance, to consist of six members of the board 
of aldermen, and the president and eight other members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for expenditures 
which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an appropriation 
named in the general appropriation order, or from the reserve fund, 
as provided in rule 17, 
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5. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before 
committees of the general court and represent the interests of the city; 
provided said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the 
city council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, re- 
solves, and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of 
Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made 
at the next meeting of either branch after such application is made, or 
earlier, at the discretion of said committee. 

6. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordi- 
nances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of 
any standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass 
upon the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, 
they may append an order that such ordinance ‘‘ ought not to pass,”’ 
and give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new draft. 
Such reports shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at 
which the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a 
committee. ek 

7. A committee on Police, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, to whom shail be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all station- 
ery or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the 
number of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the 
minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right 
to make rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of 
all documents, books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

9, A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three aldermen and 
five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to public 
lands. 3 

10. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters relat- 
ing to the public schools, and requests of the school committee for ad- 
ditional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 
Rue 2, Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in rule 1. ; 
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JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RULE 8. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

Rue 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

RuLE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or de- 
spatched them by special messenger. 

RuLeE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said com- 
mittee for which no provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and ap- 
point a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint 
such a committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than 
five members each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed 
upon by their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their 
respective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; but a reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES, 


Rute 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
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referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

RuueE 10. <All reports and other papers submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be 
made on the reports, memorials, or other papers, excepting those made 
by the officers of either branch, or the name of the member offering the 
same, Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member be- 
longing to the body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution, shall have his name indorsed thereon. Such 
member shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which the 
matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, if he give 
notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 

RuLeE 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
‘‘ leave to withdraw,’’ or ‘‘inexpedient to take further action,’’ or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order, or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

RuLE 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Hither 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 138. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of ex- 
pression shall be ‘‘ Ordered”? for everything by way of command; and 
the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’? for everything expressing opinions, 
principles, facts, or purposes. 
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APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rutz 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made, or for an object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

RuueE 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropri- 
ation to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidential expenses except transfers and the expen- 
ditures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

Rute 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance, and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee has reported thereon. 

Rue 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirma- 
tive, by vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 
RuLE 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a com- 
mittee, unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall ap- 
prove any bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL, 

RuLE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

This Board had in sub- 
stance the same powers as the present Board of Health, and was abol- 
ished by the first city charter. From 1822 to 1878 the functions of the 
Board were exercised through the City Council. The present Board of 
Health was established by the ordinance of Dec. 2, 1872, and has 
published annual reports since 1873.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston are, one each 
year, five in number, appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years, 
incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 4, 1878, and 
are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate which may 
be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corporation, to an 
amount not exceeding $1,000,000.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, were, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, succeeded by 
the corporation called the ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,”’ 
consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed 
annually within sixty days from the first Monday in February, to serve 
for the term of three years from the first day of May. ‘The Board has 
issued annual reports since 1865.

The Arnold Arboretum contained originally 122.6 acres belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with other land, was taken by the 
Park Commissioners for a public park, and 122 acres were leased to 
the University, under perpetual lease, to be used only for the purposes 
of an arboretum; under the trust created by the wills of Benjamin 
Bussey and James Arnold. The Arnold Arboretum was enlarged in 
1895 by the addition of about 68 acres of the Bussey land on Peters’ 
Hill, belonging to Harvard College, and the name Bussey Park was 
added to the title.

The Deputy Superintendent of this division has the care and manage- 
ment of the ferries owned by the city, makes necessary repairs on all 
ferry-boats, slips, drops, tanks and buildings used for ferry purposes, 
and sees that all moneys received from tolls and other sources are paid 
to the City Collector. 

By Chap. 155 of the Acts of 1869 the City Council of Boston was 
authorized to purchase the property and franchise of the East Boston 
Ferry Company, incorporated by Stat. 1852, Chap. 244. On December 
17, 1869, the city voted to purchase the ferry property and franchise for 
the sum of $275,000; and the property was delivered to the city on 
April 1, 1870. [See City Doc. 115 of 1869.] 1 

From April, 1870, to July, 1886, the ferries were in charge of a 
Board of Directors, seven in number; from July, 1886, to April, 1890, 
a Board of Directors, five in number; from April, 1890, to May, 
1891, a Board of Commissioners, five in number; from May, 1891, 
to July, 1895, a Superintendent. By Chap. 449, Acts of 1895, the 
department was placed in charge of the Superintendent of Streets.

The Deputy Superintendent of this division has charge of the main- 
tenance and construction of all common sewers, catch-basins, and 
street culverts, and other sewerage works, together with the necessary 
engineering and supervision, the granting of permits for all connections 
to be made with the common sewers; the keeping of Stony Brook free 
of obstructions, and the maintenance of the Main Drainage Works. 
These works originated in an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved 
Feb. 25, 1875, by which the Mayor was authorized to appoint a scien- 
tific commission of three members to examine the system of sew- 
erage in this city, and to suggest any improvements which could be 
made therein. The following persons were selected by the Mayor for 
such commission: E. 8. Chesbrough of Chicago, Moses Lane of Mil- 
waukee, and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their 
report (City Doc. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of inter- 
cepting sewers, at a cost of about $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the 
sum of $40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose 
of making preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle 
Island. In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported 
(City Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of the 
project; and on Aug. 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to 
meet the expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from 
Charles river across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon 
Island. 

Construction began Aug. 9, 1877, under the direction of Joseph P. 
Davis, City Engineer, and was continued by him until his resignation 
in March, 1880, then by his successor, Henry M. Wightman, City 
Engineer, until his death in April, 1885; since this date until the 
present time by William Jackson, City Engineer. 

On the first of January, 1884, construction was sufficiently advanced 
to permit the works being put in operation, and on January 22, 1885, 
the maintenance of the works, now called the Main Drainage Works, 
was transferred from the Engineer’s Department to the Sewer, now the 
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Street, Department, and the total cost for construction to Feb. 1, 
1897, was $6,520,508.36.

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. The public introduction of water from Lake Cochituate took 
place on Oct. 25, 1848. The history of the Boston Water Works up 
to Jan. 1, 1868, has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 1868 
to 1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the ‘‘Additional Supply from Sud- 
bury River,’’ by A. Fteley. In addition to the annual reports on the 
Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, 
there are numerous special reports. By an act passed in 1875 (Chap. 
80), the City Council of Boston was authorized to unite the Cochituate 
and Mystic Water Boards under one board of three members, to be 
called the Boston Water Board. An ordinance to establish the Boston 
Water Board was passed March 22, 1876. The office of Water Income 
Department was created by the Rev. Ord. of 1890, which placed in the 
hands of an officer, termed the Water Registrar, the duties of assess-

The office of Wire Commissioner was established Aug. 4, 1894. The 
duties of the Wire Commissioner are as follows: — 
To have all electric wires, cables, and conductors in the city north of 
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Dover and Berkeley streets, and between the Charles river, the harbor, 
and Fort Point channel, placed, maintained, and operated underground, 
and to remove all poles and structures in the streets within the above- 
named district. This does not apply to long distance telephone wires, 
nor to railway trolley, guard, or span wires, nor to posts for the support 
of lamps exclusively, nor to poles used exclusively for local distri- 
bution from underground wires, cables, or conductors, or for the sup- 
port of railway trolley, guard, and span wires; to supervise and inspect 
all wires, cables, and conductors, whether underground or overhead; to 
designate the distances between overhead electric wires, cables, and 
conductors; to regulate the direction in which such wires, cables, or 
conductors shall be run; the keeping and maintenance of all structures, 
especially those placed upon any roof, for the support of electric wires 
or cables in a safe and satisfactory condition, and to abate or remove 
any electrical danger. The maintenance of all wires at least eight feet 
above the highest parts of all buildings over which they run; to decide 
on requests for exemption of wires and cables from going underground, 
and of poles, supports, etc., from removal; the inspection of all wires, 
cables, and conductors, as to whether they are suitable, strong, and 
sufficiently insulated; to see that all wires are tagged with name of 
owner; the removal of all dead or abandoned wires; the protection of all 
buildings by fuses, or some other safety device, with the exception of 
the wires of the Fire and Police telegraphs, or those of series are lights 
circuits; the inspection of all wires carrying electric light, heating or 
power currents within buildings; to see that all poles and posts used for 
the transmission of electricity or the support of electric lamps are insu- 
lated in such a manner as to protect employees and other persons from 
injury; and he shall purchase all dynamos and other electrical machinery 
and appliances for said city, except those for the Police Department; 
and shall see that all said wires, posts, machinery and appliances are 
maintained and kept at all times in good order and condition; and shall 
keep in his office maps showing the location of all wires and cables over, 
in or laid under the streets and public grounds. 
The department issues annual Boule, the first being issued on Feb. 

1, 1895.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chap. 323 of the Acts of 1885, and is composed of three citizens of 
Boston, appointed from the two principal political parties by the Gov- 
ernor with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, and the 
full term of office is five years from the first day of May. The Board 
assumed office on July 23, 1885. The Governor designates one of the 
Commissioners to serve as Chairman. ) 

The city is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is 
a station house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. 
The Board appoints a Harbor-Master and Assistant Harbor-Masters 
from the police force, and they receive pay in accordance with their 
rank in the force. The police-boats ‘‘ Guardian ’’ and ‘‘ Patrol’’ are 
employed in this service.

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NEW WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year1875.1 An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council, and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the city of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal. On account 
of this decision of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886, which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows: 


WARD ONE.

The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston.

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested than in 
any former year. There were not less than eight several ballotings by 
the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first of February, 
Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to Feb. 27, 1845, William Parker, 
one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining health, 
resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, was not 
accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second of November 
he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office since the organiza- 
tion of the City Government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected Mayor by 
the City Council for the unexpired term of 1845. Benson Leavitt, one 
of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of the Board in the 
interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. 
Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alderman 
of the city for 1852, was afterward chosen Mayor for said year. At the 
commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he resigned as an 
Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three ballot- 
ings, from Dec. 12, 1853, to Jan. 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties 
of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election in 1872 William Gaston was certified, by 
the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been elected 
Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon charges of 
alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the city a recount

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of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded and made; and it 
appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had seventy-nine plurality, 
he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a member of 
the Forty-third Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on Dec. 
Neola 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of Alder- 
men, who signed all official papers as ‘Acting Mayor.”?

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority of 
ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the eight who had the 
highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was organ- 
ized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided for the 
annual election of twelve Aldermen. . 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the precinct 


officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a plurality © 


of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight difference in the 
number of ballots cast for other candidates who failed of election. A 
recount of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen was thereupon 
demanded in legal form. A committee of the Board of 1880, having 
made the recount, reported December 27 that Mr. Flynn was elected, 
having received a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn 
took the seat at the organization of the board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn and also of Mr. 
Haldeman, who had received the next greatest number of votes. A 
committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to consider the matter, 
and reported March 14, 1881 (City Document No. 38 of 1881), the 
majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the seat held by Mr. Flynn, 
with two minority reports. The majority report was accepted March 
21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One peculiar incident in this case 
was the reception of a numerously signed petition asking the Board to 
examine and recount the ballots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and 
Flynn, sitting members, and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, 
and George S. Dexter, standing next highest on the precinct returns; 
another was the fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen in 
Precinct 3 of Ward 13 on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 18, 1881, the returns of the precinct 
officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a plurality of 
154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in due legal form, a 
committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount of the ballots cast for 
Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. Whitten was elected over 
Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the seat. Mr. Frost contested the 
seat of Mr. Whitten, and called for a re-examination of the ballots cast 


Such examination was made by a new committee, which reported - 


January 17 that William Frost had 19,861 and Charles V. Whitten had 
19,825. On Jan. 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost.

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the precinct 
officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by a plural- 
ity of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due legal form a 
committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots cast for these 
two candidates, and reported December 26 that Joseph Caldwell 
appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14, and that in addition 
there were found 8 ballots for ‘ Caldwell’? 1. for **E. 
teeernton, ’ 18 for ‘‘F. Leighton,’’ and 11 for “ Leighton;”’ 
also that, ‘“‘with the exception of the name ‘EK. F. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘stickers,’ or ‘pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.’’ The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was a 
member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of not 
appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced an 
order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the Board, 
the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. The 
Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the seat at 
the first meeting, January 1.

There have been the following successfully contested elections: 

The first, Feb. 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from Ward 6, 
on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at which the 
voters were notified it would be closed was a violation of the rights of 
the voters.’’ 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of Ward 
3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned meeting, 
Dec. 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceeding, to render the 
whole number of votes certain by taking the highest number of votes 
for candidates on each opposing ticket, adjournment of the meeting 
~ by the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities, at the 
annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three members of 
Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, sufficient to 
affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, Feb. 9, 1848, vacated the seats of three members from 
Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, December 14, 
on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates (after having 
been first thrown out by the ward officers)! were counted at the annual

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election, December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two other 
candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by the decision 
of the Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, Feb. 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members from 
Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, Jan. 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members of 


Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting — 


which was illegally held. 

The seventh, Feb. 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report of the 
Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 
11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue 
warrants for election of members of the Common Council, after the 
annual election and before the organization of the government-elect. 
But inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona fide, and 
no other informality was apparent, and as this custom of supplementary 
elections had been in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected 
were by the vote of the Common Council declared entitled to their 
seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of the 
Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from Ward 3, 
on the ground that at the time of his election he was not an inhabitant 
of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this point the mem- 
ber in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delegation 
from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned than there 
were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal election, — 
occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the ballots, the 
variation being so great as to affect the election of the whole delegation. 
Atthe subsequent trial the same members were again returned to the 
Common Council. 

The tenth, Jan. 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from Ward 3, 
who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account of a tie-vote 
at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground that the polls at 
said adjourned meeting were not kept open the same number of hours 
as were required by the original warrant. Ata subsequent election the 
same member was returned to the Common Council. (See City Docu- 
ment No. 12 for 1857.) 

The eleventh, Jan. 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member returned 
from Ward 10, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in said 
ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, Jan. 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member returned 
from Ward 138, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, Jan. 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member returned 
from Ward 15, for the same reason. 
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The fourteenth, Jan. 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows: 

At the annual municipal election in 1871, Frederick S. Risteen was 
declared elected as a member from Ward 10. The election was con- 
tested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original ballots 
showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one ballot over 
F.S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly declared by the Common 
Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. Subsequently Mr. Risteen 
contested this decision, on the ground that his name was erased from a 
number of ballots by some one of the ward officers after said ballots 
were deposited by the voters. After a protracted inquiry the Common 
Council sustained this view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again re- 
turned to his former seat, and was again duly qualified, on Feb. 1, 1872. 
(See City Doc. No. 18 for 1872.) 

The sixteenth, Jan. 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member returned 
from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in said 
ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, Jan. 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, Jan. 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast insaid ward, 
it appeared that another person was elected. 

The ninéteenth, Jan. 10; 1878, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in that 
ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen of 
said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the following- 
named wards, viz.: 3, 18, 16, and 19, because, from an examination 
of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared that other per- 
sons were chosen. From an examination made at the same time of the 
original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, instead of there being 
a tie vote for a third member from said ward, three members were duly 
chosen. Peculiar features of the case in Ward 13 are, that some of the 
ballots undoubtedly deposited by the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward 
were either mislaid or stolen at the polling place, and that the 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, who examined the 
ballots for Common Council in that ward, erroneously reported 
that the sitting member had been duly elected. (See City Doc. No. 54 
of 1881.) 

In 1887 one seat in the representation of Ward 4 and one in 
that of Ward 15 were vacated and the contestants declared elected, 
the Council exercising its discretion as to the intent of the voter 
in certain cases of technical irregularity. (See City Docs. Nos. 6, 
11, of 1887.) 
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In 1889 one seat in the representation of Ward 3 and one in that of 
Ward 12 were vacated and the contestants declared elected, the intent 
of the voter in cases of technical irregularity being considered.

The longest continuous service in the City Council is that of David F. 
Barry, member of the Common Council from 1880 to 1893 (president in 
1887, °88, ’91, °92, °93); 1894, °95, °96 and ’97, a member of the Board of 
Aldermen. Eliphalet Williams (president of the Common Council, 
1829) served fifteen years, but not consecutively. James J. Flynn 
served twelve years in the Common Council (president, 1888) and three 
years in the Board of Aldermen. Thomas Wetmore served eleven years, 
not consecutively, in the Board of Aldermen.

City oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Crpy HALL,” Kebruaryel, 1397. 
To the City Council : 

I transmit herewith appropriation and tax orders for the 
financial year 1897-8, in substantially the same form as last 
year, together with my recommendations for the appropria- 
tions for the several departments, for the county of Suffolk, 
and for debt requirements, for the current year. 

The appropriations for current expenses of the city and 
county for the financial year 1896-7, including debt re- 
quirements and excluding water department expenses, 
amounted to $14,544,461. The estimated cash balance of 
surplus income in the treasury on January 31, after 
making all transfers required to meet deficiencies, amounted 
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to $311,000. Of this balance, the sum of $40,000 was 
transferred to the appropriation for the printing department, 
to provide for the purchase of a municipal printing-plant, 
and the sum of $25,000 was transferred to the loan appropri- 
ation for the purchase of the building of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, leaving an estimated cash balance of 
surplus income on February 1 of $246,000. 

The surplus water income of the last financial year, in 
excess of the maintenance expenses of the water depart- 
ment, amounted to about $329,000, which sum, under the 
provisions of chapter 486 of the Acts of 1895, becomes a 
part of the general balance in the city treasury. It therefore 
appears that, prior to making the two transfers above referred 
to, for purposes which might properly be provided for by 
loan, the surplus water income for the year was substantially 
mtact, and all deficiencies in department appropriations, 
including a deficiency of $126,000 incurred by the school. 
committee and a deficiency of $82,000 incurred by the 
institutions department, had been otherwise provided for. 
The deficiencies in other departments were incurred in 
accordance with executive authority, in the performance of — 
necessary work, the means of meeting such deficiencies out 
of surplus income having been found available, and the 
authority therefor having been given by the general appro- 
priation order to the mayor and the auditor. -The largest 
deficiency in any department other than the two above 
named was that of $46,000 in the street department; about 
$40,000 of this amount represents a deficiency incurred by 
the sanitary division, which I have already explained in 
my annual address. ‘This financial showing seems to me a 
highly gratifying one, and it has been made possible only 
by constant care and diligence on the part of heads of de- 
partments. Even without the new resource of surplus water 
income, the financial year would have closed with all bills 
paid up. 

Under the financial practice which has prevailed for some 
years, the annual appropriation order disposes of the total 
amount which the city is authorized to raise by taxation dur- 
ing the year, plus the estimated income. The whole of the 
tax levy is not, however, collected during the financial year, 
and the balance is presumed to be made up by collections on 
account of former years. Experience has shown that on the 
average about 89 per cent. of the current tax levy should be 
collected before the end of the financial year. Owing to dis- 
turbed financial conditions and business depression, only 
about 87.9 per cent. of the taxes levied for the financial year 
1895-6 was collected within that year, and during the 
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financial year just closed only 87.4 per cent. of the taxes 
of the year could be collected. One per cent. of the tax 
levy of last year amounted to $128,000, and it will there- 
fore be seen that if the percentage of collections had been 
up to the normal standard, or had even equalled that of last 
year, a comfortable balance would have been carried over to 
the present financial year, outside of the surplus water in- 
come. The fact that collections have fallen off so little 
under the adverse conditions which have prevailed is cred- 
itable alike to the taxpayers and to the administration of the 
collecting department. 

The Pence of $246,000 of surplus income above re- 
ferred to has been included in the estimated income of the 
current financial year, making the total sum available for 
current appropriations for all purposes, outside of the water 
department, $15,329,646, against $14,544,461 last year. 
The difference between these two amounts is accounted for 
by the $246,000 of cash on hand, an increase of $227,000 in 
the proceeds of the $9 tax, and the increased revenue from 
liquor licenses. A comparison of appropriations recom- 
mended, with actual expenditures for the last year, will be 
presented later. 

In accordance with the terms of the order herewith sub- 
‘mitted, I recommend that court expenses of the law de- 
partment, incurred in the prosecution or defence of any case 
to which the city is a party, as well as the amounts of all 
executions of court for damages occasioned by the act or 
neglect of any department, be charged to the reserved fund. 
I see no reason why the former class of expenses should be 
charged, as heretofore, to the appropriation for incidental 
expenses of the city council; and the estimated amount 
necessary to provide for these expenses has, therefore, been 
deducted from that item and added to the item for reserved 
fund. 

The appropriation for alterations and repairs on school 
buildings and temporary accommodations for school pur- 
poses has been transferred from the public buildings 
department, under which head it was placed last year, and 
put under school committee, in order that all school 
expenses may be grouped together. This change does not, 
however, affect the authority of the public buildings 
department in respect to such alterations and repairs. ‘This 
makes the total appropriation recommended for the school 
committee $2,315,000, against a total appropriation of 
$2,173,400 for the last financial year. This increase is a 
substantial one, and, while it is not as large as requested by 
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the school committee, I do not see how it can well be 

increased at the present time without injuriously restricting 

the performance of necessary work by other departments.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1897-8. 
In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, February, 1897. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers of the city of Boston 


and the county of Suffolk, payable during the financial year 


1897-8, beginning with the first day of February, 1897, 
and ending with the last day of January, 1898, and to meet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking- 
fund, the respective sums of money hereinafter specified, be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several de- 
partments and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated ; 
that all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be contributed to promote the objects 
of any appropriation, be credited to such appropriation; and 
that the respective executive departments of said city, under 
the general supervision and control of the Mayor, and the 
other public authorities designated in the several appropria- 
tions, or having by law the expenditure of the same, expend 
the said appropriations according to law for the objects and 
purposes specified, and expend said contributions for the 
objects and purposes directed by the several contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, 
except those for the Water Department, be met out of the 
money remaining as a general balance in the treasury at the 
close of the thirty-first day of January, 1897, not including 
any money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and 
out of the income of the current year, other than that from 
the water works, and taxes to the amount of $12,111,196. 

Ordered, That the income received from the water works 
be applied, so far as required, toward meeting the appro- 
priations hereinafter specified for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the 
sum of $12,111,196 be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the city of Boston; that all such taxes, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1897, or of any other taxes or as- 
sessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable 
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on the first day of October, 1897 ; that all such taxes paid after 
the first day of November, 1897, bear interest from and in- 
cluding said day until paid, at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum up to the first day of January, 1898, and at the rate 
of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first 
day of January; except that taxes assessed upon shares of 
stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day 
of November until paid; and that all interest which shall 
have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part of 
such taxes. 4 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the 
appropriations aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell at 
such times and in such amounts as he may deem _ best 
bonds, notes, or certificates of indebtedness of the city 
of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars in the total, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal 
year; that all such bonds, notes, or certificates of indebted- 
ness be dated the day the money for the same is received, be 
made payable with the interest thereon at the office of the 
City Treasurer within the current municipal year, from the 
taxes of said year, and bear interest, at such rate as said 
Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day 
the same are made payable. | 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners, with 
the approval of the Mayor, sell, in the manner provided by 
the ordinances, any lands or buildings not in use by any de- 
partment, nor held under the requirements of any statute, 
and that the proceeds thereof be turned into the treasury as 
a part of the income of the city, or paid to the Board of 
Commissioners of Sinking Funds, as the City Auditor, with 
the approval of the Mayor, may determine. 

Ordered, That the premiums realized in the negotiation 
or sale of any notes, bonds, or scrip be paid to the Board 
of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, to be by them applied 
to the sinking-funds for the payment of such notes, bonds, 
or scrip. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during 
the year may, with the approval of the Mayor, make 
transfers within any department from the appropriation for 
one object to that for any other object; and may, with the 
further approval of the Committee on Finance, make trans- 
fers from the reserved fund to any appropriation for current 
expenses of a department; and that said Auditor may, with 
the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 1897, 
and February 1, 1898, make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation, and apply any of the 
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income and taxes not disposed of in closing the accounts for 
the financial year. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor is hereby authorized ‘to

Sir: In response to the request contained in your Circu- 
lar letter No. 11, under date of December 11, I am directed 
to transmit to you the accompanying statement and estimates 
of expenditures of the Library Department for the coming 
fiscal year. 

The statement as to the expenditures for this year is based 
on the actual expenditures to date, including the January 1 
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(1897) perder together with the estimated total of the 
pay-rolls to January 23, inclusive. 

The estimates for the coming year are the carefully con- 
sidered estimates of the trustees upon the basis of the in- 
structions contained in your circular, viz., that any increases 
be kept “down to the lowest possible point.” As your 
Honor will perceive, the greater number of the items do not 
advance upon the sums actually expended during the present 
year. Excepting two additional delivery stations no new 
undertakings are provided for; the increases in salaries are 
limited to such increases as are in effect due under contract ; 
and such minor increases as ‘are included under other 
accounts are increases necessitated by the normal increase. 
in work in the several existing departments of the library. 

The estimated total sum required is $251,824.51. 

Your circular also calls for an estimate of the “receipts.” 
The receipts of this department seeming to come within the 
purview of this question will have been for the present fiscal 
year :

MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 21, 1896. 
Hon. Jostan QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir: In submitting the figures for a basis of an appro- 
priation of $40,000 for the department of Mount Hope 
Cemetery, your trustees deem it necessary and proper to 
explain certain matters in detail. 

The work required of this department cannot be from its 
very nature the subject of an exact estimate. 

That portion of the work which includes the care of the — 
grounds, walks, avenues, lots, greenhouses and plants, can 
be estimated with sufficient accuracy. 

This is also true of certain of the expenditures, such as 
salaries, stock for greenhouses, hay and grain for horses, 
fertilizers, shoeing, tools, and general replenishment. Such 
matters, with a general estimate for labor to prepare un- 
developed land for lots and single graves, can be closely 
figured. 

But the portion of the work which includes interments, 
opening and making graves, the execution of lot owners’ 
orders in the way of removing bodies, sodding and orna- 
mentation of lots, the building of brick graves and cement 
foundations for monuments, and the interment of paupers 
and city poor, is so uncertain as to be impossible of an exact 
estimate. 

Such work is ordered irregularly and in amounts of 
various value. 

It is proper to state that all of these extra requirements 
are the subject of a charge which is collected by the city, 
and pays it a fair profit for the work performed and materials 
furnished. 

These matters, wholly uncertain of calculation, form the 
chief part of the income of the department. 
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Of common occurrence, especially on Sundays, funerals 
are set for substantially the same hour, which requires the 
employment of a large force of extra men. ‘The Board has 
no power to regulate this, and, although the city receives 
an amount from this source sufficient to reimburse it for the 
extra force employed, this department is obliged to pay for 
it out of its annual appropriation. 

During 1896, from February 1 to December 19, a 
period of less than eleven months, there have been interred 
in the pauper and city lots, 1,001 bodies. From .these 
interments, the city receives an amount which partially 
compensates it for the labor required of this department. 

Every order for a brick or cemented grave embodies the 
employment of labor and the purchase of bricks and cement, 
which this department is obliged to meet out of the regular 
appropriation ; this is true of the ornamentation of lots and 
graves, and the construction of foundations of cement for 
monuments. 

The extra income received from such sources does not 
enure to the benefit of the department. 

The annual appropriation for 1896 was $28,000, which 
with the interest derived from the Perpetual Care Fund, about 
$1,900, constituted the amount on which we were obliged 
to run the department. 

The earnings of the department for sale of lots and extra 
work performed for lot holders, for the period of less than 
eleven months of the present fiscal year, amounts to 
$91,117.50 

There should be added to this an estimated charge for 
burial of paupers and burial in the city lot. The cheapest 
grave procurable in any cemetery near or within the city 
limits costs $15, with an added charge of $6 for expense 
of interment. A conservative estimate in charging the city 
for such burials would be $15. 

It is fair for the department to make this estimate as a 
charge against the city, for we are obliged to pay other de- 
partments for such service and material as they render us. — 

The earnings of this department can be stated as follows :

This shows that the department has been more than self- 
supporting and earned for the city about $11,000 in excess 
of the regular appropriation. 

It is to be remembered that every increase in the depart- 
ment work, outside of that which is simply routine, compels 
it to attend to that, and not having enough surplus to do 
both, the routine work, and principally that of preparing 
land for lots and graves, is necessarily left unperformed. 
The only way possible to meet these requirements is to esti- 
mate for a force of laborers sufficient to do all necessary 
work. ; 

Though it is very important to have lots in various parts 
of the cemetery prepared and ready to sell, still the 1896 
appropriation of $28,000 was inadequate to meet the work 
of the department, and, as a result, imperative work of this 
sort had to be abandoned, as were certain expenditures, neces- 
sary in the line of equipment. A special appropriation of 
$10,000 was found necessary, which is being judiciously 
used in permanent improvement. 

The extra work, which had to be performed required the 
labor, for a large per cent. of the time, of such a force of 
laborers as the appropriation permitted the department to 
employ. 

For the reasons stated, the year has been one of the most 
stringent economy in this department. 

Some provision should be made to cover the extra work 
of the coming fiscal year, and estimates have been carefully 
prepared to that end. 

It is natural that the business of the department should 
increase each year. People age, and the city grows. Inter- 
ments increase in number both in private lots and in the 
section devoted to the poor. 

The estimates appended are based on the volume of busi- 
ness of the past two years, with a careful consideration of 
necessary expenditure. 

Your Board does not feel that it can manage the depart- 
ment and do the necessary routine and extra work on an - 
appropriation less than $40,000. 

Nothing has been included in the estimate which is not 
considered imperative. 

Our buildings are old and in that condition which requires 
large sums to be expended in repairs. These buildings, as 
well as the iron fence enclosing the cemetery in part (over 
1,000 feet), need painting. 

The city cannot afford to have the property of this depart- 
ment in a shabby condition ; it is open to too great criticism. 

Again, the interest derived from the Perpetual Care Fund 
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is inadequate to cover the cost of labor required of the de- 


partment by the Perpetual Care bonds. 

The department estimates its expenses for the 
fiscal year of 1897, according to the ap- 
pended statement in detail 

Credit by interest Perpetual Care Fund

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The expenditures of the School Committee, exclusive of 
new buildings, and repuirs, alterations, etc., for the present 
financial year, will amount to about $9 075,000. For the 
coming year, to cover the same items, the sum of $2,250,000 
is requested, an increase of $175,000. 

The amount estimated for salaries of instructors (which 
covers more than 80 per cent. of the total expenditure) is 
$1,804,000, an increase of about $141,000 over the cost for 
the present year. Of this amount, about $85,000 will be 
needed to meet the new schedule of salaries which began 
September 1, 1896, and the balance for the natural increase 
in this item occasioned by the yearly increase in the num- 
ber of pupils. 

The estimate for salaries of officers calls for about $3,000 
increase, occasioned by a slight increase in the salaries of 
truant-officers and the appointment of an additional officer. 

On account of the newer and more complicated systems 
of heating and ventilation, many of the lately acquired 
schoool- buildings require a higher grade of janitor service, 
as well as increased labor, which must be met with a com- 
pensation corresponding. ‘This fact, in addition to the nat- 
ural increase in school accommodations, accounts for the 
increase of $7,500 needed for salaries of janitors. 

The School Board made their contract for supplying coal 
the present year at a low price; but from the best sources of 
information attainable, it is believed that the estimate herein 
submitted, viz., $72,540, for furnishing, weighing, and hous- 
ing 15,600 tons of coal will not prove excessive. The three 
items included in this appropriation, viz., fuel, gas, and 
water, will, it is estimated, require about $9,000 more than 
the amount expended the present year. 

Concerning supplies and incidentals, it is estimated that 
about $15,000 will be required in 1897-8 beyond the ex- 
penditures for the present year. The schools are contin- 
ually growing in many directions, and require both new and 
varied. material. As an illustration, it costs as much to sup- 
ply the boys in the manual training classes with lumber 
alone as it does with books. The substitution of paper and 
pencils for slates a year or two ago has added more than 50 
per cent. to the cost for stationery. 

The School Committee employ, at the present time, a 
force of about 2,300 persons, whose salaries call for about 
90 per cent. of the appropriation requested ; of the remain- 
ing 10 per cent., 4 per cent. is charged to fuel and 6 per 
cent. to supplies and incidental expenses necessary to carry 
on the schools. 

The increase over the expenditures for the present year 
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will no doubt be needed mainly in the items_as above speci- 
fied ; and it is believed that the explanations submitted will 
tend to show that the entire estimates have been carefully 
and conservatively prepared, and should be granted. 

Of late years the estimate for repairs and alteration of 
school-houses has been granted under the appropriation 
“Public Buildings — Schools.” The estimate for the com- 
ing year, in detail, is as follows:

While it is true that painting and whitewashing might in 
some instances be delayed, it is believed that the amount 
requested is none too large to keep the buildings in a 
healthful and proper condition for their occupants. 

The committees having charge of the preparation of these 
estimates have endeavored to furnish them in detail as com- 
pletely as possible. In their opinion the total amount re- 
quested, viz., two million five hundred thousand dollars 
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($2,500,000) is needed for the ordinary expenses of our 
schools, as indicated in the estimates herein presented.

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RULES 


OF THE 


BOA-RD OF) AL Day RM ENS 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rois 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the 
senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 3. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time shall 
be put first. 

Ruue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Ruxe 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rue 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise to 
state a motion, or put a question to the board. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Rute 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. : 

Rute 9. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 
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MOortions. 


Rute 10. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. : 

Rute 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Rute 12. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. ; 

Rute 138. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or res- 
olution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2. To a special committee of the board. 
3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4. To a joint special committee. 


Ruie 14. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 
Rute 15. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged: 
1. To adjourn. 
2. ‘To lay on the table. 
3. To postpone to a day certain. 
4. To commit. 
5. To amend. 
6. To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 16. <A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 17. Every ordinance, order, and resolution re- 
ported by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two sev- 
eral readings, both of which may take place at the same 
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session, unless objection is made. Whenever the second 
reading immediately follows the first reading, the document 
may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and 
orders granting locations for poles or posts, shall, however, 
have one reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 18. The question of confirming a nomination 
made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay 
ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rutt 19. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting ; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


ConpuctT oF MEMBERS. 


Rue 20. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and 
in speaking shall confine himself to the question, and avoid 
personalities. | 

Rute 21. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of 
order. 

Ruue 22. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 28. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 24. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of three members each, except where 
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otherwise herein provided, and the members of the joint 
standing committees on the part of this board, named in 
the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all other 
committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially 
directed by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 
Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Public Improvements, to consist of all the members of the 
board, and to be divided by the chairman of the committee 
into the following sub-committees: namely, on Paving divi- 
sion, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division, Ferry division, and Stables. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS.

Rute 25. At every regular meeting 


order of business shall be as follows:

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 26. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 27. No money shall be drawn from the city treas- 
ury for the purpose of paying the expenses of any com- 
mittee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 
city of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 28. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall he permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

Rcure 29. No persons, excepting members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 


' 
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in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


Rute 30. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
pugilism or wrestling. 

RULES Le ND permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires or for the construction of under- 
ground conduits shall be granted until a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission, after notice of such hearing duly adver- 
tised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

RuLE 32. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, laying 
of a pipe or wire, or for doing any other work which may 
involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, shall specify 
the time within which the contemplated work shall be done, 
and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 


expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


Rute 33. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting, 
except rule 30, which shall be suspended only by a unani- 
mous vote upon a roll-call.

REPORT OF’ COMMITTEE 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
! COUNCIL. | 


In Common Councin, January 21, 1897. 


The committee on rules of the common council, appointed 
to report what changes, if any, are necessary in the rules of 
that body, submit herewith the accompanying draft. The 
changes which the committee recommend in the present rules 
ure indicated as follows; namely : 

In Rule 1, the hour of meeting is made 7.45 instead of 7.30. 

Rule 8, relative to a quorum, is made more explicit, and 
provides that-the roll shall be called without further action 
when a doubt is raised as to the presence of a quorum. 

In Rule 10 the committee on contingent expenses is 
abolished, and Rule 44, of last year’s rules, relative to 
refreshments and carriage hire, is stricken out; said com- 
mittee and rule being no longer necessary. 

In Rule 22 the precedence of the various motions is 
changed, so that the motions for the previous question, and 
to close debate at a specified time, come third and fourth in 
order, respectively. 

Jn Rule 39 it is provided that officers of the citv council 
shall be elected by ballot in the common council, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

In several other rules minor changes of a grammatical nature 
have been made, without affecting the sense of the rule.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL. 


Ruue 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at 7.45 o’clock P.M., and, on the 
appearance of a quorum, the council shall be called to 
order. In the absence of the president the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, the 
time of said roll-call to be at the discretion of the president, 
but not later than nine o’clock. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

Rute 3. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. | 

Rute 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council; and he shall forbid smoking in the 
council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
und proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 
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He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conbuct OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further 
equal time if the council so vote. No member shall speak : 
second time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall, without his consent, 
be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QUORUM. 


RuLB 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a 
quorum is present or not, and for that purpose shall order 
the roll to be called. If there is no quorum present, he 
shall declare the council adjourned. 


CoMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred’ to. the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rutz 10. There shall be a standing committee on 
judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all 
matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The 
eo first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 


ordered by the committee, in which case the council shall 
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be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply to 
the members serving on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, dain 
called meetings of any committee except on account of 
sickness or absence from the city, proved to the satisfaction 
of the president, shall be deemed a resignation on the part 
of such member from such committee, and the vacancy 
caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at 
the next meeting of the council. | 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of 
the council all resignations effected by the preceding 
clause. 

Rue 12. Special committees of the council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the un- 
finished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Ruie 14. When the council shall determine to go into 
a committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Ruue 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but the previous question shall not be moved, and 
a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit again 
shall be first in order, and shall be decided without debate. 


OrpDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows: 


Furst. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once and, upon motion, referred 
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to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made, or the rules are suspended, 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

 Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall 
take the same course as provided in the sixth section of 
this rule. 

Provided, how-ver, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rute 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member ; and, unless the 
council shail otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up m the order in which they are presented. 

Ruxie 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only. 

Rute 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MorIoOns. 


Route 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time ‘be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 22. When a question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : 


To adjourn 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To refer to a committee.

9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rutr 23. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Route 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order:

A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 


A joint special committee. 


Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rue 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 27. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
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may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
roies. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rue 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put asfollows: “Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council ?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the af- 
firmative unless » majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. | 


VOTING. 


Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 

member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 
Rue 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. Hvery mem- 
her present shall answer to his name unless excused before 
the vote is taken. 

Rue 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 
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» RECONSIDERATION. 


Ruxie 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsid- 
eration at the next meeting at which said motion is reached 
in the order of proceedings. 

Rutt 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment hea effect. 

Rute 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon either of the following motions : 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ReEscinpine VOTES. 


Rute 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the city of Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall, 
unless otherwise ordered, be. chosen in this branch by ballot. 
In all elections by ballot the number of blanks cast shall be 
reported. Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted 
and reported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the 
whole number of .ballots cast. If the person chosen is 
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ineligible, the ballot shall be void and a new ballot be 
taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn-against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments, and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments, and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 

shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rute 42. ‘The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall he subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. ‘The anteroom between the council 
chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access tc the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may direct ; 

provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the common council.

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rute 43. The-rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies ” shall govern this council in all cases to which they 
are applicable and in which they are not inconsistent with 
these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rue 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

In Common Counciu, January 14, 1897. 


The joint special committee on the joint rules of the city 
council, having considered the matter, beg leave to report, 
in part, at this time, and submit herewith the accompanying 
draft for adoption by the city council as the rules for the 
ensuing year. 

The changes which the committee recommend in the present 
rules are indicated as follows : 


In rule 1 the membership of the committee on appro- 
priations is increased from eight members of the board 
of aldermen and eight members of the common council, to 
twelve members from each branch, and the committee on 
finance is increased from five members of the board of 
aldermen and seven members of the common council, to six 
and nine respectively 

In rule 6 the words “except for refreshments or car- 
riage hire” are stricken out. 

Tn rule 17 the clause which provides for the reference of 
any transfer or loan to the department for which the appro- 
priation is made is stricken out. a 
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The present rules 20, 21, and 22 are stricken out, being 
no longer necessary, owing to the passage of the act for the 
payment of salaries to members of the common council.

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Ruie 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint standing com- 
mittees, the members of which shall be appointed by the 
respective branches in such manner as they may determine. 
Said committees shall respectively examine as often as they 
deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of, and orders for expenditures 
by, the respective departments. Each of said committees 
to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen ; namely :

13. A committee on the /nspection of Vessels and Ballast 
Depariment. ; 
14. A committee on the /nstetutions Department. 
15. A committee on the Lamp Department. 
16. A committee on the Law Department. 
17. A committee on the Library Department. 
18. A committee on the Market Department. 
19. A committee on the Mount Hope Cemetery Depart- 
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20. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Depart- 
ment. 

21. A committee on the Park Department. 

22. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 

23. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 

24. A committee on the Registry Department. 

25. A committee onthe Sealing of Werghts and Measures 
Department. 

26. A committee on the Street Department. 

27. A committee on the Street Laying Out Department. 

28. A committee on the Treasury Department. 

29. A committee on the Water Department. 


There, shall also be appointed annually, in lke manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the duties 
assigned them : 

1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of the mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen, and the president and eleven 
other members of the common council, to whom shall be 
referred the estimates of the departments prepared annually, 
and any suggestions thereon from his honor the mayor. 
They shall report an order appropriating such sums as they 
deem necessary for the lawful public uses, and setting forth 
in detail, as far as convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Hapenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriations for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twenty-fifth day of each month, to be paid as the 
bills of the several departments are paid. 

4. A committee on Finance, to consist of six members 
of the board of aldermen, and the president and eight other 
members of the common council, to whom shall be referred 
all applications for expenditures which involve a loan, or a 
transfer of any part of an appropriation named in the gen- 
eral appropriation order, or from the reserved fund, as pro- 
vided in rule 17. 
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5. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the general court and 
represent the interests of the city ; provided said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the aa 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after such 
application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said com- 
mittee. 

6. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of 
the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they 
may append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance 
in a new draft. Such report shall be made in not over 
two weeks from the meeting at which the reference was 
ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

7. <A committee on Polzce, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all 
printing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the 
city council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or in- 
cidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the care, 
custody, and distribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, 
and maps by the city messenger. 

y, A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, to sions shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

10. A committee on Schools and School-Houses, to con- 
sist of three aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall 
be referred matters relating to the public schools, and 
requests of the school committee for additional school 
accommodations. 
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JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


Rute 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, 
be appointed in the manner provided in rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint committee shall be its chairman ; and, 
in case of his resignation or inability, the other mem- 
bers of the same board, in the order designated by the chair- 
man of the board, and after them the members of the 
common council in ote order named, shall act as chairman. 
The chairman shall call meetings of the committee at. his 
discretion, or at the written request of a majority of the 
members. 

Ruue 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose ; and at every meeting of a committee the records of the. 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

Rute 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without 
the consent of all the members thereof be called upon less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall 
have mailed the notices or despatched them by special mes- 
senger. 

Rute 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes 
connected with the duties of said committee for which no 
provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Ruue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such 
committees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons x the action of 
their respective branches in relation to the matter in contro- 
versy, shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their 
respective branches. 
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REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee ; but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee 
to which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
city council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, orother 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every re- 
port of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging 
to the body to which it shall he presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an 
order, ordinance, or resolution shall have his name indorsed 
thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of 
the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to 
be heard thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any reobhmniow anna 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration: the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing.

Rute 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
_ branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, 
notice thereof shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, 
to the branch in which the same or iginated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” fo1 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. : , 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Ruue 15. Whenever the city council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in ad- 
dition to the estimates on which the appropriation was made, 
or for an object not included in such estimates, it shall pro- 
vide for the payment of the same. 

‘Rute 16. No expenditure shall be made from the re- 
served fund except by a transfer to some other appropriation, 
or to a new appropriation to be established, and no expend- 
iture shall be charged to the appropriation for incidental 
expenses except transfers and the expenditures therefrom 
provided for in the ordinances. 

Ruutb 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred 
to the committee on finance, and no such additional appro- 
priation shall be made until the said committee has reported 
thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 
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BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rute 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the 
city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


Rute 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 


the city council present and voting thereon.

To the City Council: 


In response to the order, referred to me by the Common 
Council, asking me to request the School Committee “to 
furnish to the City Council a list of the locations taken in 
1895 and 1896 for school-house sites, together with the 
assessed value and the price paid for each purchase,” I trans- 
mit herewith a statement giving this information. This 
statement has been prepared by “the Street Commissioners, 
as the making of these purchases or takings comes within 
their province and not within that of the School Committee. 
Under the present law, the School Committee merely has 
the selection of sites for new school-houses, and has no power 
to fix the purchase price or to perform the legal act of 
taking by eminent domain. All such purchases and takings 
are made by the Board of Street Commissioners, at the re- 
quest of the School Committee. 

In the case of the eight estates marked with a star, the 
School Committee, prior to passing the order requesting the 
Street Commissioners to take or purchase the sites desired, 
had secured written or verbal options from the owners at 
certain prices, although having no legal power to fix the 
price to be paid. Doubtless the reason of the School Com- 
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mittee for taking these options was to establish an outside 
price for the land betore a school-house site was definitely 
fixed upon; but the Street Commissioners feel that the effect 
of this practice has been to make it impossible for them to 
settle for the land taken at any lower price than that fixed 
in the option, and tacitly, at least, accepted by the body 
which is to appropriate the money for the purchase price. 
Of course, the question of probable price should be consid- 
ered by the School Committee in connection with its se- 
lection of sites for new school buildings, but the practice of 
taking options only tends to make an apparent division of 
responsibility and to embarrass the Street Commissioners in 
the performance of the delicate duties which the law vests 
exclusively in them. The School Committee should not, 
therefore, in my opinion, have undertaken to establish any 
prices; and if it desired to know about what a given site 
was likely to cost before definitely deciding upon it, it should 
have sought to obtain that information from the Board of 
Street Commissioners, instead of practically establishing a 
price which the Street Commissioners may deem higher than 
it might have been necessary for them to pay if the matter 
had been placed in their hands without such previous nego- 
tiation. 

It will be noticed that this statement shows that many 
settlements have been made at or about twice the assessed 
value of the land taken. There has been such a very wide 
difference, for a number of years, between the assessed valu- 
ation of estates taken by the city for various public purposes 
and the awards of the Street Commissioners in making 
settlements for such estates, that the question whether such 
assessed valuations are far too low, or whether such awards 
are too high, has become one of much public interest and im- 
portance. While it is true, for a variety of reasons, that any 
public body taking property by eminent domain must expect 
to pay somewhat more than assessed valuations, even where 
these represent the fair market-value of the property, there 
is no legitimate excuse for finding, in a large number of 
cases. such a great difference as 100 per cent. between as- 
sessed valuations and prices awarded in settlement. It is 
perfectly evident either that such assessments are too low or 
that the awards are too high. Without intending to visit 
any unwarranted criticism upon public officers, who have 
no doubt, endeavored to perform difficult and delicate duties 
conscientiously, I feel warranted in expressing the opinion 
that in very many instances, particularly in certain sections 
of the city, assessments have been altogether below the real 
value of property, whether measured by its selling price or 
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the income which it produces. It is unjust to those whose 
property is assessed at or near its full valuation that so many 
others should escape with an assessment altogether too low. 

As the assessors are public officers whose duties are fully 
defined by law, it is not easy to see how the executive can 
exercise any effective control to remedy this condition of 
things, but Iam disposed to exert any proper influence which 
I may possess to secure a more just and equitable assessment 
of real property. In order to assess such property intelli- 
gently, the assessor should learn, wherever possible, what its 
rental value is; and I think that. more attention may well be 
paid to this matter. Instances are not infrequently met with 
at the present time where property is rented for from fifteen 
to thirty per cent. of its assessed value. If the assessors do 
the best they can within the limited time now allowed them 
for making the assessments, I believe that a longer time 
should be taken, and, if necessary, a higher compensation 
paid. 

I am by no means satisfied, however, that it is good policy 
for the city, even where assessments are low, to settle for 
land taken at such a very large advance eho than to leave 
the owners to their remedy in court. The payment of double 
the assessed valuation of improved property in so many in- 
stunces tends to raise the expectations of all persons whose 
Jand is taken, and to establish a high basis of settlement. 
While I do not question the conscientious belief of the Street 
Comunissioners that every settlement made by them has been 
more advantageous to the city than allowing the case to be 
taken into court, I am inclined to believe that the citv should 
allow more cases to he settled by juries, and should make A 
strong effort in court, with the aid of the best experts 
obtainable, to keep verdicts for land taken within reasonable 
limits. If it then proved that verdicts were as a rule as high 
as, or higher than, recent awards of the Street Commission- 
ers, and that certain property was worth double its assessed 
value, public opinion would be so aroused that it would 
compel the raising of such assessed valuations as are now 
notoriously too low. At the present time, awards made by 
the Street Commissioners attract but little public attention 
unless some special circumstances give rise to comment.

MESSAGE’ OF THE MAYOR 


IN RELATION TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 


A MUNICIPAL PRINTING PLANT. 


City oF Boston, Orrick oF THE Mayor, 
7 Ciry Haun,’ January 25, 1897. 
To the City Council: 

In view of the fact that the Committee on Printing of 
the City Council of last year, acting in conjunction with the 
Superintendent of Printing and myself, gave notice to the 
firm of Rockwell & Churchill, on December 29, of the ter- 
mination of the contract between the city and said firm for 
doing the city printing, the city will be free at the expira- 
tion of thirty days from the date of such notice to have its 
printing done in whatever manner may he deemed _ best. 
This action was taken by the Committee on Printing solely 
with a view to the establishment of a municipal printing 
plant in accordance with the recommendation made by the 
Superintendent of Printing, with my approval. In view of 
this action, of the strong support which has been given to 
the idea of establishing a municipal plant, and of the gen- 
eral acquiescence in the project, I assume that it is not nec- 
essary at the present time that I should lay before the City 
Council at any length the considerations in favor of adopt- 
ing this new policy. I advocate it upon the broad ground 
that the city should perform directly for itself all work which 
it is practicable to so perform with reasonable economy, and 
because in the case of this particular branch of work money 
can actually be saved to the city treasury by the establish- 
ment of a municipal plant. 
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The Superintendent of Printing has been carefully investi- 
gating the subject and obtaining ‘estimates, but his plans are 
not yet in sufficiently definite form to enable me to ask for 
a specific appropriation. The establishment of a plant sub- 
stantially complete, adequate for doing all of the printing of 
the city, would not, it is believed, ercesd $50,000, while a 
partial plant, to do only a portion of the work and to be 
added to from time to time, might be established for about 
$20,000. Several propositions are under consideration, and 
it has not yet been decided which of these two alternative 
policies it would be best to adopt at the present time. In 
view of the fact that the city expends some $70,000 a year 
for composition and press-work alone, even the larger figure 
would by no means involve an unwarrantable expenditure. 

3efore any further steps can be taken it is necessary that 
the City Council should give its formal sanction to the estab- 
lishment of a municipal printing plant, by which all city’ 
printing shall be executed, and I therefore recommend the 
passage of an order for that purpose. In view of the fact 
that the present contract terminates within a few days, and 
of the desirability of getting the new arrangement under way 
as soon after the beginning of the next financial year as possi- 
ble, I trust that the City Council will promptly coéperate with 


the executive in this matter.

Dear Sir: In compliance with order of the Common 
Council, under date of January 21, that the Building Com- 
missioner report to the Common Council, at its next meet- 
ing, whether or not there is any system of inspection of 
gas-piping and fixtures in force in his department, and if 
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not, what steps in his judgment should be taken to secure 
suitable inspection of said pipes and fixtures for the pro- 
tection of the public, referred to the department by you for 
report, [ would respectfully reply, the Building Department 
has no organized system and no authority, either by statute 
or ordinance, to inspect the piping or its fixtures In any 
new or previously constructed buildings, and none exist to 
my knowledge other than the direct supervision of the gas 
companies Ww ho furnish gas to consumers. 

This is a subject- matter that demanded the careful and 
thoughtful consideration of the framers of our building law, 
but from some cause unknown was overlooked in compiling | 
the law, and no provision was made looking to its regulation ; 
therefore gas-fitters under contract with owners or leddeee 
enter all classes of buildings where illuminating gas is de- 
sired, either for lighting or heating, taking up the wearing 
floors with sections of under-floor, cutting timbers to suit 
their convenience and thereby reducing the strength of the 
floors, and without the knowledge of the Building Depart- 
ment. 

The attention of this department has been called to these 
defects both in the piping and the fixtures attached to the 
same, but without any authority to rectify them other than to 
call attention of owners or lessees to same. 

It is unnecessary for me to enter into any discussion of the 
deleterious effects upon the human system of illuminating 
gas, especially that known as water gas, for it is far more 
reaching in its effects as to fatality than sewer gas. 

I am therefore of the opinion that its introduction into 
any building of the city or in any building where it is now 
in use, its equipment should come under careful and expert 
inspection, and that all buildings now used for hotels and 
public lodging-houses be so reconstructed that it shall be 
impossible for the guest occupying any room to manipulate 
the gas-fixture either by turning it on or off; but this should 
be done by a night watchman under the direction of the 
landlord or proprietor. 

I further recommend that no gas-fitter be allowed to pipe 
any house without first having obtained a permit for the 
same from the Building Commissioner, and said permit to’ be 
granted in compliance ‘with the application on file, together 
with the diagram showing the method and lines of pipe on 
the several floors. All fixtures now in use or to be intro- 
duced for use shall be inspected and used only after’ ap- 
proval by the Building Commissioner. 

I would further recommend that the Law Department be 
requested to draft a bill requiring gas-fitters to pass an exam-

ination as to their qualifications to perform such work on the 
same conditions and penalties as govern the plumbers of our 
city, and providing for a corps of inspectors to be attached 
to the Building Department for the prosecution of this work.

FROM THE. SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


RELATIVE TO 


PROGRESS IN THE ERECTION OF THE PROPOSED 
NEW HIGH SCHOOL-HOUSE IN SOUTH BOSTON. 


City or Boston. 
In ScHoot Commitrer, January 26, 1897. 


The Committee on School Houses, to whom was referred 
— January 11—a communication from the Board of Alder- 
men requesting the School Committee to report what prog- 
ress, if any, has been made towards the erection of a high 
school for South Boston, and what action, if any, is neces- 
sary on the part of the City Council to expedite the construc- 
tion and completion of said building, report that on January 
2, 1896, an order was passed by the City Council to the effect 
that so much of the Reservoir lot in Thomas Park, South 
Boston, as the Committee on School Houses of the School 
Committee, with the approval of His Honor the Mayor, shall 
select for a high school for the South Boston district be sur- 
rendered to the School Committee to be used for said purpose, 
whenever the Water Commissioner shall notify the Mayor 
that the same is no longer needed for the Water Department. 
Subsequently, the School Committee were notified by His 
Honor the Mayor that he must withhold his approval of the 
taking of any portion of said lot for a high-school site unless 
this Board authorize the payment out of its funds of a price 
which the Board of Street Commissioners shall pronounce, 
with his approval, to be a fair one. 

On October 27, 1896, your committee presented the follow- 
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ing report, which was accepted and ordered to be sent to His 
Honor the Mayor by a unanimous vote : 

‘¢ Your committee would gladly codperate with tHe Mayor 
or any department of the city government in any way that 
will effect a financial saving to the city and not interfere 
with the work of the respective departments, and this Board 
has frequently granted the use of the school buildings to 
city departments to save the expense of hiring private prop- 
erty. The principle advocated in the letter of the Mayor, 
that in the surrender of any property by any department to 
the city the party surrendering the same should be paid or 
credited with the proceeds of the sale of such property, is 
one which has always been urged by this Board, and your 
committee has tried in vain to have this principle established 
with reference to the surrender of school property to the 
city. Your committee protests, however, against this attempt 
to make the School Committee pay for property now owned 
by the city, when the city has universally taken the proceeds 
of property surrendered by the School Committee for other 
than school purposes, in spite of the request of this Board 
that the proceeds be applied for building and furnishing of 
new school-houses. If this principle is to be carried to its 
logical extent, payment should also be made by the city for 
school lands taken for street widenings ; and in at least three 
cases during the present year parts of school yards have been 
taken for this purpose. If ‘ the maintenance of a separation 
between the finances of the water system and those of the 
city generally is one of the most important principles of 
municipal finance,’ as the. Mayor asserts, much more im- 
portant is the principle as to the School Committee and the 
city generally, where the separation is so marked that, in 
the opinion of the present Corporation Counsel, the School 
Committee is not a ‘department’ of the city government. 
Furthermore, .when school-house sites have been surren- 
dered, the property has been sold to individuals and the pro- 
ceeds of such sales have gone into the city treasury, but in 
the proposed action with reference to the Reservoir site it 
is a use of the same property by the city for another public 
purpose. 

“As to the merits of the Reservoir lot for high-school 
purposes, your committee would say that Mayor Curtis, in 
October, 1895, recommended to this Board the use of the 
Reservoir lot as one that would be satisfactory to everybody 
concerned, and would save the city at least $55,000.  Ac- 
companying the communication of Mayor Curtis were letters 
from the Corporation Counsel and the City Conveyancer 
stating that the title to the lot was then in the city by deed 
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and therefore could be used for any public purpose, and 
letters from the Water Commissioner and the City Engineer 
stating that the lot would not be required for the Water 
Department and could be graded for use for a school-house 
site. In pursuance of the “arrangement then consummated 
between Mayor Curtis and this Board, and for the purpose 
of saving the expense of acquiring another lot when the city 
had title to land available and fit for school purposes, this 
Board, on December 10, 1895, passed the orders suggested 
by Mayor Curtis; and on January 2 of the present year the 
City Council passed the order for the surrender of the 
Reservoir site to the School Committee, to be used for a 
high school ‘whenever the Water Commissioner shall notify 
the Mayor that the same is no longer needed for the Water 
Department.’ No suggestion was then made as to payment 
by this Board for the land so surrendered, and the first 
notice to this Board of the abandonment by the Water 
Department is in the letter of His Honor the Mayor, sent 
to the Board at its last meeting, refusing to carry out the 
arrangement consummated under the last city administra- 
tion unless school funds to the amount of the present value 
of said lot be diverted to the Water Department. Your 
committee insists that with all the demands now being 
made upon this Board for new school buildings in all parts 
of the city it cannot afford to pay the city for public land, 
and protests against the application to the School Committee 
in the first instance of a principle which has never been 
recognized when the committee has surrendered property. 

“Your committee is informed by the Sixth Division Com- 
mittee that it is their desire, as well as that of the advocates 
of a South Boston high school, that the school-house be built 
on the Reservoir lot. Under these circumstances your com- 
mittee recommends that this Board decline to authorize any 
payment out of its funds for any part of the Reservoir site ; 
that His Honor the Mayor be respectfully requested to 
approve the selection of so much of the Reservoir lot in 
Thomas Park, South Boston, as the Committee on School 
- Houses shall select for a high-school site ; and that a copy of 
this report be sent to His Honor the Mayor. 

Your committee have since heard nothing with regard to 
the matter, and therefore recommend that the Board of 
Aldermen be respectfully informed that no progress has 
been made.

Mr. coe and Fellow-Citizens : 


Faneuil Hall is the cradle of liberty, and the child was 
born not far away. It was in the council chamber of the 
Old State House yonder that ‘“‘ American independence was 
born.” 

These are the words of John Adams, whose features you 
are looking on. He assisted at the birth, and he has told for 
us the story. 

_ He says, speaking of that day: “ Otis was a flame of fire. 
Otis hurried everything before him. American independence 
was then and there born. In fifteen years the child grew up 
to manhood, and declared himself free.” 

When that moment came, the Congress of the United 
States was sitting in Philadelphia. It had been summoned 
two years before, on the seventeenth of June, 1774 —St. 
Botolph’s day, be it remembered, the saint’s day of Boston. 
On that day Samuel Adams of Boston moved in the Provin- 
cial assembly, sitting at Salem, that a Continental Congress 
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should be called at Philadelphia. At Philadelphia, observe, 
because there was no English garrison there. Samuel Adams 
took the precaution to lock the door of the Salem assembly 
chamber on the inside. While the motion was under discus- 
sion the English Governor Gage’s secretary appeared at the 
outside of the door to dissolve the assembly. But Sam 
Adams was stronger than he. The delegates were chosen, 
he was one; James Bowdoin, John Adams, Thomas Cushing 
and Robert Treat Paine! were the others. 

All of these were from Boston; so little was known of the 
jealousy which dabsters in politics now speak of between the 
city and the country. There was no such jealousy then, and 
there is really no such jealousy now; none except in the 
minds of people who, for their own ends, play with the 
machinery of government. 

That day, the seventeenth of June, John Adams entered 
public life, as he says. He presided at the crowded town 
meeting held on the saint’s day im this hall. 

Observe that, excepting him, who by misfortune was not 
born on this peninsula, all these delegates to that Congress 
which changed the government of the world were Boston 
boys. And, almost, of course, as we Latin School boys say, 
they had learned democracy and liberty as they read their 
Latin and Greek at our Latin School. Sam Adams himself 
is now, I believe, unanimously regarded as the author, or 
father, of American independence. James Bowdoin was 
afterward governor of the new-born State. Thomas Cushing 
gave place to Gerry, before the declaration. Paine, in his 
own life, in the life of his son, as in the life of his grandson 
to-day, never wearied in the service of the nation. 

Two years were to pass before the declaration was drawn 
and signed. When that time came, our delegation had been 
changed by the substitution of Hancock for Bowdoin, and 
Gerry for Cushing. Franklin, another Latin School boy, 
served with John Adams and Thomas Jefferson, Roger Sher- 
man and Robert Livingston, on the committee who made 
the draft of the declaration. And when the time comes for 
its signature, John Hancock’s name “stands at the top of 
freedom’s roll.’ We have a fancy, in that Latin School, 
that, as you look at the forty-five signatures, you can find a 
resemblance in the beautiful handwriting of John Hancock, 
of Samuel Adams, of Robert Treat Paine, of Benjamin 
Franklin and of William Hooper, the five boys who were 
taught to write when they were at our school. 

1 Paine was born in Boston, but for a part of his life he practised law in Taunton. 


He sat in the Assembly for Taunton, and was regarded as representing the ‘ Old 
Colony ”’ in the Continental Congress. 
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We need not be over-modest in Boston when we speak of 
such men and such times. American independence was 
born in our old State House. Sam Adams was the father of 
American independence. Liberty was cradled in this hall. 
Franklin and Adams, of those who drew the declaration, 
were born here. John Hancock was sent to preside over 
that assembly, and accepted bravely the honors and the 
perils of his great position. I could not anywhere give any 
history, however succinct, of the Declaration; I could not 
account for the America of to-day, without saying all this — 
no, not if I were addressing the Shah of Persia in his palace 
in Ispahan. fT ortunately for me, I am not addressing him. 
I am speaking to my fellow-townsmen. And in the privacy 
of this assembly I propose to speak in some detail to-day of 


the contribution which Boston made in securing the inde- 


pendence of America. I may wander a little from my sub- 
ject, as I have to say what the people of other parts of this 


Commonwealth had to do in that business. They are not 


jealous of us, as we are not jealous of them. 


I HAVE sometimes feared that in his own city John Han- 


cock is not honored as he should be. Woe to the city which 


neglects the memory of its great men! I heard with dismay 
a few days ago that the Sons of the Revolution have not 
money enough to pay for the bronze statue of Hancock which 
they have ordered. Why, thanks to Hancock and to the 
men: behind him, there is money enough in Boston to pay for 


fifty statues in gold to his memory, if the people of to-day 


understand what independence means to them! 

Here was John Hancock, a young merchant of fashion, of 
family and of wealth — things which in those days were 
highly considered in Boston. He was surrounded by all 
the temptations which surround young men of fashion, 
of family, and of wealth in a provincial city, and Bos- 
ton was then a provincial city. As things go in such 


cities, the nephew of a rich merchant, surrounded with every. 


indulgence, is not apt to throw himself into what is called 
rebellion against his king. But such a young gentleman as 
that, after the lines of rebellion are fairly drawn, when all 
the world knows what he means, accepts what are the critical 


‘positions of selectman and of a Boston member of the House 


of Assembly. That means that, at the age of twenty-nine, 
he accepts the lead of Sam Adams, who is already laying his 
large plans for the independence of this empire. The royal 
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governors are surprised and distressed. In ways known to 
such men from that time to this time, they try to separate 
Hancock from his alliance with the people. He is offered 
this, and he is offered that, and he refuses the offers. And 
so, after the battle of Lexington, when George III. offers 
a pardon to almost everybody else in Massachusetts, the 
two great exceptions are Samuel Adams and John Han- 
cock. | 

The day when the young Hancock was chosen into the 
General Assembly, John and Sam Adams happened to meet 
on the mall at the head of Winter street. They walked up 
-and down the mall, and as they came in sight of Hancock’s 


elegant mansion, the older man said to the younger: “This © 


town has done a wise thing to-day; they have made that 
young man’s fortune their own.” And John Adams says 
more than once that John Hancock was one of the younger 
men whom Samuel Adams, so to speak, took in training as 
soon as he saw their ability to serve the Commonwealth. 
When one remembers that others in the same company were 
the second Josiah Quincy and Joseph Warren, one sees how 


ereat is the compliment implied. ‘There is not a youngster — 


of us all who might not be proud to have been selected as a 
special friend of freedom, and a possible martyr in her cause, 
by such a leader as Samuel Adams. 

In later life, when there was time to quarrel, the master 
and his pupil parted. For thirteen years Hancock and 
Adams were not friends, although George III. had written 
their names in the same line, and so writing, had helped their 
immortality. But, really, that quarrel is very little to you 
and me. Because Hancock was a rich man and lived in a 
palace, and Adams was a poor man, who lived by the scanty 
profits of his retail shop, we can well see that there might 
have been petty issues which should part them in daily life. 
No matter for that. For nothing can part them in the great 
record of history. That record is that the older man con- 
ceived of the Declaration of Independence, and that the 
younger man, though he had a rope around his neck, was the 
first to sign that declaration. Showy and pompous in his 
daily life, if you please, but he knew the responsibilities of 
wealth so well that in time of famine, brought on by King 
George, his agents had the charge of the relief of three hun- 
dred families. Shortsighted as to etiquette in his dealings 
with Washington, you say? But this is because he has the 
honor of Massachusetts at heart. He will not, by any eti- 
quette, let Massachusetts take a lower place than belongs 
to her. : | 
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John Adams named George Washington, the Virginia 
colonel, to the command of the American army just before 


_ Warren died at Bunker Hill. John Adams writes privately, 


what he did not say in public, that up to that time, the ser- 
vices and the sacrifices of John Hancock in the cause of the 
nation had been immeasurably beyond those of George Wash- 


ington. Time has gone by, and there is fame enough for 


both of them. But you and I are not going to forget that, 
when the moment for battle came, and the blow was to be 
struck which should declare independence, our own John 
Hancock, bone of our bone and blood of our blood, was 
found worthy to be named by:the side of George Wash- 
ington. 

And by way of showing that wealth is not always vulgar, 
and that the man of the largest wealth may still be the truest 
servant of the people, it is worth while to say, in passing, of 
these two leaders whose names have thus come down together 
in the history of this day, that George Washington was the 
richest man in Virginia and John Hancock the richest man 
in Massachusetts. Such men were not ashamed nor afraid of 
the probable honor of being the first martyrs when they com- 
mitted themselves as the fast friends of America. 

Massachusetts may refuse her statues if she doubts as to 
the achievements of her sons, but she does not doubt nor 
refuse such an honor when it is proposed for John Hancock. 

In those days men were praised when they made sacrifices 
for the nation. Nay, States and towns expected to make 
sacrifices! I see, now, to my disgust, that every State is 
expected to stand for itself, and to forget that it is one mem- 
ber of a nation. Hancock knew better. On that great occa- 
sion when Washington prepared to bombard and burn Boston, 
Hancock wrote in words which we will inscribe on the base 
of his statue: “All my property is there, but may (rod 
crown your attempt with success. I most heartily wish it, 
though individually I may be the greatest sufferer.” Such 
is the motto of statesmen, of States, and of their senators. 


Mr. CHOATE said of Virginia that she was “the mother of 
ereat men and was not unmindful of her children.” The 
remark is eminently true. But I am apt to think that Massa- 
chusetts, the leader in the revolution, mother of great men, 
is sometimes unmindful of her children. The truth is that 
in the birthright of every son of Massachusetts he inherits 
the duty which is a privilege, or the privilege which is a duty, 
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that first of all he must live to the glory of God. A Massa- 
chusetts boy or a Massachusetts man, a Massachusetts girl or 
a Massachusetts woman, must not live for himself alone — 
no, nor for herself alone. First of all we live for the com- 
mon good and for the public service. I say this is ingrain 
inour make-up; it is a part of our birthright privilege. And 
so it is that you shall have a man like Robert Treat Paine, a 
Massachusetts lawyer, who is taken from his daily duty to go 
to Philadelphia and engage in the direct work of treason. 
He is sent there, and he goes there; openly and before the 
world he “devises war against the king.” ‘This is the defini- 
tion of treason. 

It is a pity if we forget such men; if we do not, on these 
ereat occasions of history or of ceremony, repeat their names 
and commemorate their service. Here is your type, then, of 
the Massachusetts lawyer. In that remarkable case in which 
these people, hot with rebellion, decided the right and wrong 
of the Boston massacre by the calm methods of a civic trial, 
Paine appears on the one side and his friend Quincy on the 
other. He signs the Declaration of Independence; he is 
the first attorney-general of Massachusetts; he is a judge in 
the Superior Court. 

I do not wonder, and I do not complain, if, after a cent- 
ury, this honored name brings up, first, the memory of 
another honored Robert Treat Paine, of our own fellow-citi-- 
zens, Who is drawn by the determination to serve mankind 
into the homes of the poorest, in his relief of those most un- 
fortunate. And farther back, such is the magic of song that 
a thousand men will sing: , 


“ Ne’er shall the sons of Columbia be slaves,.’’ 


and shall remember the Paine who wrote those words, for one 
who remembers his father, the stern jurist whose name I 
spoke just now. But there are justly honors enough for all. 


For a generation after the Declaration no one could have 
said or sung a word with regard to the great struggle with- 
out speaking of Joseph Warren, another of these younger 
men whom Samuel Adams loved. It does not seem to me 
that in our time he receives the tribute which is his due. 
Whoever else was second, the people of Massachusetts in 
1775 counted Warren first. It was because they had given 
him the rank of a major-general in their militia that he 
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thought it his duty to appear at the redoubt at Charlestown, 
where he waived the command, which was in the hands of a 
more experienced soldier, and where he fell. He died too 
soon for his own fame. In the work of those critical years, 
which needed courage and decision as perhaps no other years 
in history ever needed them, Warren had shown already that 
he was a leader of men. But in our time he has shown this 
only to those who study old archives, who disinter old letters 
from their graves, and then sadly ask themselves what might 
have been. 

To the country, his loss fant at the time almost irrep- 
arable. The language used by those who knew him, and 
by those who only knew about him, is the language of the 
most profound regret, as if the national cause in his death 
had sustained a great disaster. We know to-day, what they 
did not know, that the battle fought on St. Botolph’s day, 
on our own hill yonder, was not only the first pitched battle 
of the American revolution, but that in a certain sense it 
was the last. Tor that battle really decided the contest, as 
I think all military men would say. [From that time till the 
surrender at Yorktown, no English general had the temerity 
to order troops to attack any military work fitly manned by 
Americans.t From that time till the end, the war on the 
part of England was generally, with a few distinguished ex- 
ceptions, a series of Fabian campaigns — campaigns of en- 
durance and waiting, of hoping for a collapse which never 
came. 

It is of such campaigns that, at the end of six years, 
poor Cowper sang that the English troops 


‘*With opium drugged, 
Snore to the murmurs of the Atlantic wave.’’ 


Such is the lesson which was taught by the ‘embattled 
farmers ” who surrounded Warren when he died. But the 
men of their time did not understand that lesson.. In that 
time men spoke of Bunker Hill with tears of rage. They 
spoke of it as I remember six and thirty years ago we spoke 
here of the first Bull Run. In the midst of that rage there 
was this pathetic sorrow, that Warren, the first man in 
Massachusetts, most beloved and most trusted, had lost his 
life. His children were adopted by the State, a monument 


1T do not forget the desperate attack on Red Bank in 1777 and its terrible failure. 
This was the Bunker Hill of Pennsylvania; but this attack was ordered, not by an 
English officer, but by Donop, a Hessian, who died of his wounds. And Howe, who 
had seen Bunker Hill, would never have made so costly an error. Poor Donop died 
saying, “‘I die the victim of my ambition, and gf the avarice of my sovereign.”’ 
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to his memory was ordered, which the piety of other genera- 
tions built. And to-day, after four generations have passed, 
you and I must not forget the service which had won such 
sorrow. His monument, thank God and our fathers, is 
secure | 

Listen to what Daniel Webster said of him— who knew 
hundreds of men who had known Warren well. Daniel 
Webster was not used to exaggerate. And he knew what 
he was saying : — 


But, ah! Him! the first great martyr in this great cause! 
Him! the premature victim of his own self-devoting heart. 
Our Him! the head of our civil councils, and the destined leader of 
military bands, whom nothing brought hither but the unquench- 
able fire of his own spirit. Him! cut off by Providence in 
the hour of overwhelming anxiety and thick gloom, falling, ere 
he saw the star of his country rise; pouring out his generous 
blood, like water, before he knew whether it would fertilize a land 
of freedom or of bondage! How shall I struggle with the 
emotions that stifle the utterance of thy name! Our poor work 
may perish, but thine shall endure. This monument may moul- 
der away; the solid ground it rests upon may sink down to the 
level of the sea, but thy memory shall not fail. Wheresoever 
among men a heart shall be found that beats to the transports of 
patriotism and liberty, its aspirations shall be to claim kindred 
with thy spirit. 


- WHEN Washington arrived in Cambridge, at the begin- 
ning of July, 1775, he found the English army blockaded in 
Boston. The battle of Bunker Hill had been fought. 
Strong works on Prospect Hill and the other hills in Somer- — 
ville made any advance of the English troops over Charles- 
town Neck impossible. Efficient works on Charles river 
blocked the passage against any boats sent from the squad- 
ron up that river. The strong fortification had been begun 
which, under the auspices of my friend here, has just now 
been restored, on the heights of Roxbury, and blocked the 
way for any such “ military promenade” as Percy had made 
in April of that year. These works had been designed by 
Henry Knox, another of our Latin School boys. 

He kept the leading bookstore in Boston, at the head of 
King street, a place where English officers looked in for ,the 
latest books. He kept himself well supphed with the books 
on tactics and all military art; he studied these books him- 
self while he sold them to the enemies of his country. 
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When Paddock, famous for the elms, left Boston for Eng- 
land, he recommended Knox as his successor in command of 
the artillery company. With such training, Knox joined 
Ward at Cambridge, as soon as Ward took command of the 
army. He recommended himself at once to Washington. 
By Washington’s appointment, probably at Knox’s own sug- 


~ gestion, he was sent to Ticonderoga to bring across the 


mountains the artillery which Ethan Allen captured there. 
With the arrival of that artillery, the works which he had 
built could be properly armed. It would have been hot shot 
from his cannon which would have destroyed the wooden 
town of Boston had it been determined, in John Adam’s 
phrase, to “smoke the rats out of their hole.” , 

From the first, Washington saw the ability and merits of 
this great man. Then, at Washington’s suggestion, he was 
made a brigadier in the Continental army. At Washing- 
ton’s request, after Knox’s distinguished service at York- 


town, he was made a major-general. Washington made him 


secretary of war and of the navy when the nation became a 
nation. It is hard to say what would have become of the 
infant cause of independence had it not been for Henry 
Knox. The finest line in Dwight’s “ Conquest of Canaan ”’ 
gives Knox his epitaph: 


‘* And Knox created all the stores of war.’’ 


One is glad to say that the vigor of such a man is pre- 
served generation after generation among his descendants. 
More than one of them has done essential service to the 
state. It was a grandson of Knox who led the way in the 
naval attacks of the nation in the capture of Fort Fisher and 
of Mobile. 


I must leave to some other orator, better equipped. for his 
task than I am, to give the whole of this sacred hour on 
some future F ourth of J uly to the memory of Samuel Adams, 
the father of American independence. He, too, like Han- 
cock, was so eager in later life that Massachusetts should not 
lose one leaf from her laurel crown that he was coy and 
doubtful when the constitution of the nation was brought to 
hin for his approval. Yet here, too, it is to be said that, 
when the moment came for the great decision, Adams was 
willing to sacrifice his own pride for the welfare of the whole. 
His decision saved the constitution. He was too great a 


man to sacrifice Massachusetts on the altar of ‘separate 


sovereignty.” 
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Later generations have remembered fondly, what in com- 
mencement week is worth repeating, the subject of his 
master’s address at Cambridge thirty years before the revo- 
lution: “ Whether it be lawful to resist the supreme 
magistrate, if the Commonwealth cannot otherwise be pre- 
served.” 

I am fond of thinking that from that moment. forward 
Adams must have called together around him the younger 
men of Boston, perhaps in some social club of which we 
have forgotten the name, in which they were indoctrinated 
with the eternal principles of home rule, in which they 
learned the catechism of independence. Samuel Adams saw, 
I should say, before any other public man saw, that the 
colonies were in fact independent. It is a pity that in our 
anniversary orations we do not always recollect this. The 
declaration which we celebrate to-day was a declara- 
tion of past history and. present truth. “These united 
colonies are, and of right ought to be, free and independent 
States.” 

It is not the declaration of a future which one hopes for, 
as the people of Crete to-day might declare that they will be 
independent to-morrow and in the future. It is the declara- 
tion of what has been for generations, of what is on this 
Fourth of July, 1776, of what shall be till time shall end. 
The State of Massachusetts was independent under its old 
charter. It coined its own money, it made its own wars, it 
signed its own treaties of peace. When King Philip, who 
could call more men into the field than the colony of Massa- 


chusetts could, attacked her, Massachusetts fought with him 


and conquered him. And when some friends in England 
asked why Massachusetts had not sent to England for assist- 
ance, Massachusetts proudly replied that England had no 
business in the affair. In fact, England did not send an 
ounce of powder or lead for that death struggle. Even after 
William II1., who knew what power was, and who meant to 
hold it in his hands — after he sent us the second charter, 


the colony taught every successive governor that he was_ 


dependent upon Massachusetts. Every judge and every 
governor must receive his salary from the Massachusetts 
treasury. 

And when she chose, Massachusetts erected monuments to 
her friends in Westminster Abbey. ‘There were the vestiges 
of a certain royal dignity; the lion and the unicorn were on 
the town house; the crown and the mitre were in King’s 
Chapel. But the crown could not search a house unless the 
colony granted the writ of assistance. 
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That is what the Declaration of Independence expresses 
in those central words: ‘These united colonies are, and of 
right ought to be, free and independent States.” 


“ Daughter am I in my mother’s house, 
But mistress in my own.’’ 


JOHN ADAMS himself has left to us the history of his time, 
in which he filled a place so large. Impetuous even to 
audacity, a magnificent hater, he made enemies with the 
ereatest ease. It was once said of the Adams family, that 
“they never turn their backs on any but their friends.” It 
has followed with John Adams that he, also, has not had the 
honor that he deserved. He was notin the ranks of battle, 
but in debate and in diplomacy he showed that fight was in 
him, to the very sole of his foot, if he were sure that he was 


in the right. 


When the English commissioner, Oswald, sent the treaty 
of peace home from Paris, he said: “If we had not given 
way in the article of the fishery, we should have had no treaty 
atall. Mr. Adams . . . declared that he would never 
put his hand to any treaty if the restraints proposed were 
not dispensed with.” 

They asked Adams what he would do if they insisted on 
these restraints. “Fight twenty years more,” he said. 
Seventy-eight years after, his illustrious grandson had _ to 
write in much the same strain to the minister of the same 
nation. And yet there have been men called statesmen in 
America who have offered to cede these rights of free fishing 
in the ocean as they might give away a cigar stub! 

John Adams was no such man as that. Unfortunately for 
him, and for his country, therefore, he was jealous of other 
men; he suspected other men. He suspected Franklin; he 
suspected Jay, both as pure patriots as ever lived. But no 
man ever suspected him of swerving from his country’s cause, 
in his own interest or in that of any otherman. The country 
first — the country second—the country always! Such 
men as that do not need statues for their memorial! But all 
the more they deserve them. 


Now I come to Benjamin Franklin. An accomplished 
scholar, born in Germany, once asked me why in Boston we 
were so chary of our honors to Benjamin Iranklin, seeing 
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Boston is best known by half the world as Franklin’s birth- 
place. I could only say, as I said just now, that we had so 
many great men to commemorate that we could not say 
half we would about any of them. But it was a poor 
apology. 

Franklin is the oldest of our signers of the Declaration. 
At the time of Sam Adams’s birth, Franklin is leaving Bos- 
ton for his Philadelphia home. Jifty-three years after, as a 
representative of Pennsylvania, he signs the Declaration in 
what my friend, the old writing-master, Mr. Jonathan Snell- 
ing, used to call in one of his writing book copies the ‘“ Bos- 
ton style of writing.” 

In the same year he crossed the ocean to France, and 
arrived in Paris just before Christmas. Lord Stormont, the 
English ambassador, at once reported his arrival in England, 
to be told in reply by his chief, Lord North, that he need not 
distress himself “about the movements of an old man of 
seventy.” But before the old man of seventy had done with 
France he had dictated the Treaty of Independence. He had 
compelled George III. — the Brummagem Louis XIV.—to 
surrender half his empire, and by far the better half, as it 
has proved. 


So majestic was Franklin’s diplomacy that when the Eng- | 


lish ministry compelled the House of Commons to ratify the 
treaty, it was openly said that America had seven negotiators 
to make’ it, while the King of England had none. 

So was it that the town of Boston — will the Mayor let 
me say the Latin School? — sent the diplomatist to Europe 
who crowned the work of independence, as in Samuel Adams 
she had kept.at home the far-seeing statesman who began it. 
These are our jewels! 

Far in advance of all other men in the work of independ- 
ence are the two greatest men yet born in America — Wash- 
ington and Franklin. ‘Two men who honored each other, 
absolutely and without jealousy. One, in America, established 
independence; one, in Europe, made independence possible. 
The croakers tell us that in government by democracy the 
people cannot find their true leaders, and do not trust them 
when found. Tell me in what oligarchy, in what empire, 
was ever a people so loyal to a leader, in good report and in 
evil fortune, as the people of America to Washington? And 
in what empire or in what olgarchy has any nation ever 
found a diplomatist who is to be named on the same day with 
Benjamin Franklin ? 

Of leaders in lower rank I must not speak even to name 
them. First, second and last, here is the old Puritan sense 
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-of duty — the present service of the present God. It is in 
the hunger of Valley Forge; it is in the wilderness tramp 
under Arnold; it is in the injustice of Newburgh, when the 
war was done. Duty first! ‘Toserve where God has placed 
me ! 

And when the field of such service is their own field the 
triumph is simply magnificent. 
I must not even attempt to describe the work of Massa- 
chusetts at sea in the War of Independence. Enough to 
say that the treaty of peace was forced on England by seven 
years of losses at sea. Her enemy was Massachusetts. In 
the year 1777 King George employed 45,000 men in the 
English navy, in all oceans of the world. In the same year 
New: England employed against him 80,000 men upon the 
Atlantic alone. Of these, nine-tenths were from Massachusetts. 

Remember that, through the war, America had more men 
on the sea fighting the king than Washington ever com- 
manded on the land. Of these sea kings, nine-tenths, at the 
least, were from Massachusetts. From first to last more 
than 3,000 prizes were taken from the English merchant 
marine by the American cruisers.and privateers, most of them 
by the men of Massachusetts. And here is the reason why, 
when the war ended — the merchants of London insisted that 
it should end—the same men who, when it began, were 
hounding Lord North and George III. to their ruin. 


But this relentless clock [on the front gallery] will not 
let me name the gallant seamen who 


‘¢ Bore the stars and stripes 
O’er the oceans of the world."’ 


The Boston children gave the clock to this hall, in fear 
that Boston orators might speak too long. 

I have named only the signers of the Declaration, and the 
very first of the soldiers. Let us ask Mr. Tarbell and Mr. 
Benson to paint for us such a memorial as Rembrandt would 
have given to Holland —if ever Holland had such a group 
of men. It shall be a painting of several of them together. 
They shall sit around the hospitable board of Hancock. He 
shall make his peace with Sam Adams, so that he may give 
a fit welcome to Franklin on some visit. The portrait of 
Warren shall look down upon the gathering. John Adams 
shall be leading in the talk, Robert Paine listening serene, 
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while the younger Paine wants to be humming “ Hail Colum- 
bia”? to Knox, his friend. And we will hang the picture in 
the Old South, or in the town house on King street, or in 
Faneuil Hall. 


AND here we turn from yesterday to to-morrow. And here 
are our lessons for our boys and girls, for our young men and 
maidens. ‘They need not study them in catechisms. They 
need not repeat them in words. ‘They are object lessons, to 
be learned as they play ball in sight of Sam Adams’s State 
House, or beneath the shadow of the monument on Bunker’s 
Hall. 

I was talking once of education with a Japanese prince. 
He said to me, in that supernaturally good English in which 
they speak: *“* We do not give so much time to arithmetic, in 
our schools, as you do. We think arithmetic makes men 
sordid.” 

SodoI. And I asked, a little nervously, “To what do 
you give the time?”’ 3 

‘© We teach them morals and history.” 

Morals and history! Might I not say that our boys and 
girls can drink in their morals as they see their history ? 
This is why we urge on the teachers and on the boys and 
girls, in the studies of the Old South and in the work of the 
schools, to begin with home history, and to make household 
words of its lessons. ‘To learn first and last that they are 
not alone; that they hold even part and privilege with so 
many others in the duty and the fame of a city not second to 
any city in the world. First and last, duty; duty to each 
and all, right and left, who in this city live. For this they 
shall be bred and trained in the traditions of their fathers. 

They shall learn, first, second and last, to trust the 
people of whom they are and for whom they live. We shall 
not discourage any meeting of the people, whether round a 
tree in the Common or here in Faneuil Hall. We shall 
exult in every effort to lift up the people, that there may be 
less and less of the labor or drudgery which wears men out, 
and more and more work in which spirit rules matter. We 
shall exult in every form of education, the Public Library, 
the evening schools, Mr. Hill’s and Mr. Stewart’s institutes 
of industry, which lift up the people and give the people its 
chance against any smaller competition. For this, and for 
this only, are we to study the past, that ‘we, the people” of 
Massachusetts, may rule Massachusetts more happily in the 
future ! 
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The boy who takes a stranger to the telegraph office on 
State street, shall say to him: ‘“ Here Crispus Attucks died. 
He is our first martyr; he is from a despised race, but Mas- 
sachusetts made him a freeman, and so he died for her.” 
The boy who takes his cousin to see the azaleas in the 
garden, shall say: “It was here that Washington hoped to 
enter Boston on the ice, and so we have put his statue here.” 
The Charlestown boy who takes his friends to the Navy 
Yard shall say: “It was here that the boats from the other 
side brought over the Redcoats, and here they rallied after 
running down the hill.” The boy who carries a parcel 
through Washington street shall say: “ Here was ‘Orange 
street;’ here was ‘Newbury street;’ but we moved those 
names when we named it for Washington, after he rode in, 
in triumph, while the English fleet, retiring, whitened the 
bay yonder.” 

I believe if I were in your Honor’s chair next J anuary, on 
one of those holidays which nobody knows what to do with, 
I would commemorate the first great victory of 1775. To 
do this well, I would issue an order that any school-boy in 
Boston who would bring his sled to School street might 
coast down hill all day there, in memory of that famous 
coasting in January, 1775, when the Latin School boys told 
the English general that to coast on School street was their 
right ‘“‘from time immemorial,”’ and when they won that right 
from him. 

We have made a pleasure park of the old Fort Independ- 
ence, thanks, I believe, to our friend Mr. O’Neil. Let no 
young man take his sweetheart there, where sheep may be 
erazing between the useless cannon, without pointing out to 
her the berth of the “Somerset” on St..Botolph’s day, the 
day democracy began her march round the world. Let him 
show her the bastions on Dorchester Heights. Let him say 
to her: “It was here that Lord Percy gathered the flower of 
King George’s army to storm the heights yonder. And it 
was from this beach that they left Boston forever.” 

When he takes her to his old school-house he shall ask 
first to see the handwriting of some of our old boys — of 
Franklin, of Sam Adams, of John Hancock, of Paine, of 
Bowdoin, and of Hooper. They shall not stop the car at 
Hancock street without a memory of the man who first 
signed the Declaration. They shall cross the pavement on 
Lynde street, and he shall say: “These stones have been 
red with blood from Bunker Hill.” And when this day of 
days comes round, the first festival in our calendar, the best 
boy of our High School, or of our Latin School, shall always 
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read to us the Declaration in which the fathers announced 
the truth to the world. ) 

And shall this be no poor homage to the past — worship - 
deaf anddumb. As the boy goes on his errand he shall say: 
“To such duty I, too, am born. IT am God’s messenger.” 
As the young man tells the story to his sweetheart he shall 
say, “* We are God’s children also, you and I, and we have 
our duties.” They look backward, only to look forward. 
“God needs me that this city may still stand in the fore 
front of his people’s land. Here am I. God may draft me 
for some special duty, as he drafted Warren and Frankln. 
Present! Ready for service! Thank God, I come from men 
who were not afraid in battle. ‘Thank God, I am born from 
women whose walk was close to him. Thank God, I am his 
son.” And she shall say: “I am his daughter.” 

He has nations to call to his service. ‘Here am I.” 

He has causeways to build, for the march forward of his 
people. ‘Here am I.” 

There are torrents to bridge, highways in deserts. ‘* Here 
am I.” 

He has oceans to cross. He has the hungry world to 
feed. He has the wilderness to clothe in beauty. “Here 
am sly? : 

God of heaven, be with us as thou wert with the fathers! 

God of heaven, we will be with thee, as the fathers were ! 

Boys and girls, young men and maidens, listen to the 
voices which speak here; even from the silent canvas. 


‘* You spring from men whose hearts and lives are pure — 
Their aim was steadfast, as their purpose sure. 
So live that Children’s Children in their day 
May bless such Fathers’ Fathers as they pray.”’ .

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners, with 
the approval of the Mayor, sell, in the manner provided by 
the ordinances, any lands or buildings not in use by any de- 
partment, nor held under the requirements of any statute, 
and that the proceeds thereof be turned into the treasury as 
a part of the income of the city, or paid to the Board of 
Commissioners of Sinking Funds, as the City Auditor, with 
the approval of the Mayor, may determine. 

Ordered, That the premiums realized in the negotiation 
or sale of any notes, bonds, or scrip be paid to the Board 
of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, to be by them applied 
to the sinking-funds for the payment of such notes, bonds, 
or scrip. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during 
the year may, with the approval of the Mayor, make 
transfers within any department from the appropriation for 
one object to that for any other object ; and may, with the 
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further approval of the Committee on Finance, make trans- 
fers from the reserved fund to any appropriation for current 
expenses of a department; and that said Auditor may, with 
the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 1897, and 
February 1, 1898, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and 
taxes not disposed of in closing the accounts for the finan- 
cial year. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor is hereby authorized to 
charge to the Reserved Fund the amounts of all executions 
of courts for damages by the act or neglect of any depart- 
ment, damages settled by any department after the approval 
of the Committee on Claims and the Mayor, and all court 
expenses of the Law Department incurred in the prosecution 
or defence of any case to which the city is a party.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
RELATIVE TO 


PURCHASE OF MUNICIPAL PRINTING 
PLANT. 


City oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Ciry Hau, February. 20, 1897. 
To the City Council: 

I desire to notify the City Council that the Superintend- 
ent of Printing has this day purchased, with my approval, 
the complete printing plant of Mr. Jobn Cashman, at 611 
Washington street, for the sum of thirty thousand dollars, 
for use as a municipal printing plant. This payment has 
been made out of the sum of forty thousand dollars which 
was transferred for the purpose out of surplus income by the 
Auditor and myself, under authority of the annual appropri- 
ation order of 1896. Accordingly, from this date, under the 
order already passed by the City Council, all of the printing 
of the city not already in process of execution by the former 
contractor will be performed by this plant. In order that 
an exact comparison may be made between the new system 
and the contract system, the Printing Department will con- 
tinue to charge to the other departments, for which the great 
bulk of the printing is done, the same prices which they 
have been paying heretofore under the contract. All addi- 
tional running expenses of the department will be properly 
chargeable to the operation of the printing plant, and it is 
my purpose to have the accounts kept in such form that the 
citizens of Boston can be fully informed whether the execu-

tion of the city printing costs less or more than under the 
old system. 

In view of the importance of having the purchase of a 
plant for the use of the city made upon a strict business 
basis and with full consideration of the various propositions 
offered, I invited Hon. Jonathan A. Lane, chairman of the 
Merchants Municipal Committee, Mr. William H. Tarbett 
‘of the firm of Dennan & Tarbett, dealers in printing presses 
and machinery, and Mr. H. Thomas Elder, president of 
Typographical Union No. 138, and assistant foreman in the 
Boston Herald office, to act as an advisory committee to 
assist the superintendent and myself in examining into the 
matter and arriving at the best possible decision in the inter- 
est of the city, the two latter gentlemen serving respectively 
as experts upon presses and type. ‘The only two propositions 
presented for the purchase of second-hand plants which 
seemed worthy of serious consideration were from Mr. John 
Cashman and from Rockwell & Churchill, the late contractors. 
The committee held a number of meetings, and carefully 
weighed all the facts bearing upon these two propositions, and 
the conclusion to purchase the plant of Mr. Cashman for the 
sum of thirty thousand dollars was arrived at with its 
approval, after a careful appraisal had been made of every- 
thing included in the plant. It may be necessary to pur- 
chase a little additional type, but otherwise the plant seems 
complete for doing the city printing. 

The cost of rent and power was a very important consid- 
eration in favor of the purchase of Mr. Cashman’s plant. 
It was found that two sub-leases of portions of the build- 
ing rented by him reduced his net rental to about sixteen 
hundred dollars a year, while his receipts from steam fur- 
nished to other parties for heating and power were about 
equal to the total cost of maintaining his power plant. The 
rental of one of the buildings now occupied by Rockwell & 
Churchill, which it was proposed to turn over to the city, 
amounted to three thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum, while the estimated cost of hiring heat and power 
was about twelve hundred and fifty dollars additional, mak- 
ing a total cost for rent, heat, and power of tive thee and 
dollars a year, against a cost of about sixteen hundred dol- 
Jars a year under “Mr. Cashman’s proposition. It was thought 
also to be much better for the city to own its own steam 
plant, ratber than to be obliged to pay for steam furnished, 
par ticul: rly in view of the necessity of running extra hours 
at times. Another strong consideration in favor of Mr. 
Cashman’s plant was the fact that his type was all compara- 
tively new, and on the so-called “ point ” system, which is now 
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generally used, while nearly all of the type offered by Rock- 
well & Churchill was of the old style and had done long ser- 
vice. ‘The lowest price named by Rockwell & Churchill for 
the portion of their plant which they proposed to sell to the 
city was thirty thousand dollars, the same as the price paid 
for the Cashman plant, and this was on the basis of a joint 
occupancy of two buildings between the city and this firm. 
The lowest figure named for a separation of this plant, so 
that the city could have the exclusive use of one building, 
was thirty-three thousand five hundred dollars. In view 
of the long and satisfactory service of Rockwell & Churchill 
in executing the printing of the city, I was disposed to give 
any proposition from them the preference, if it seemed even 
substantially as good a one for the city as any other, but 
owing to the reasons above indicated and others, it did not 
seem possible to purchase a portion of their plant without a 
wide departure from business considerations. 

The plan of purchasing new machinery and establishing an 
entirely new plant was also considered, as an alternative by 
the committee, and estimates were prepared upon this basis. 
According to these estimates, the cost of a plant adequate 
for executing the printing of the city, not including, how- 
ever, as large a number of presses as those contained in 
Mr. Cashman’s plant. amounted to about fifty-five thousand 
dollars. In view of this large difference, of the considerable 
length of time that would be required to establish a new 
plant, and of the difficulty of obtaining quarters where arrange- 
ments for rent and power would be as advantageous as those 
offered by Mr. Cashman, it was thought to be better business 
policy for the city to purchase a going plant. According to 
the figures of Mr. Cashman, his plant cost twice the sum at 
which it is now sold, and this claim is substantially borne 
out by expert estimates. It would not, however, have been 
deemed good policy for the city to purchase a second-hand 
plant at any price unless it were believed that the presses, 
type, and so forth, were of a first-class character, and in 
condition for economical operation and for the performance 
of work of first-class character.

Passed. The foregoing ordcr was presented to the Mayor January 12, 
1897, and was not returned by him within ten days thereafter.

The petition is as follows: 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston : 


The undersigned respectfully represent 

Ist. That they are citizens of Boston residing or owning property near the 
Quincy-street Free Home for Consumptives, so-called, a hospital located on 
Quincy street, near Bellevue, in that part of Boston formerly Dorchester. 


2 APPENDIX. : 


2d. The Home has accommodations for less than thirty people. Its 
buildings consist of what were formerly a dwelling-house and stable, and are 
not of great value. 

3d. Said Home intends to erect a large new buiiding on its grounds, to be 
used as a hospital for consumptives, with accommodations for a great number 
of persons. 

4th. The maintenance of said Home at said place has caused all of the real 
estate in the vicinity to greatly depreciate in value and has damaged your 
petitioners and other property owners to the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and any addition to said Hospital will further greatly and per- 
manently depreciate such real estate, and also deprive the city of the natural 
increase of values in this attractive suburb. 

5th. Consumption is an infectious disease, and a hospital where numbers 
of people suffering therefrom are kept and treated is in fact a nuisance, and a 
positive source of danger to the health of the surreunding community, and 
ought not to be maintained in a city or thickly populated district. 

6th. On the 14th day of September, 1896, His Honor Mayor Quincy, 
by communication submitted to the Honorable Board of Aldermen, called 
attention to the existence of several similar hospitals within the city of Bos- 
ton, and recommended that the Board should take up the question of whether 
such institutions should be permitted within the city, and that full hearings 
thereon should be given. . 

7th. No action was taken by the Board of Aldermen in accordance with 
the recommendations contained in said communication of His Honor the 
Mayor. 

WHEREFORE your petitioners ask : 

First. That this Honorable Board will take up and consider the questions 
contained in said communication and give public hearings thereon, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of His Honor the Mayor therein contained. 

Second. That this Honorable Board will prohibit the use and occupancy 
of any building in whole or in part for a hospital or home for the care and 
treatment of persons suffering from consumption within the territory con- 
tained in that part of Boston formerly Dorchester, and that your petitioners 
and all others in support of this petition may be fully heard thereon.

‘The Cuarrman.— The meeting of this special committee, before 
whom this public hearing is held, is the result of an order which 
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passed the Board of Aldermen, and which the Clerk first read. As 
Chairman of the committee I feel that I no doubt reflect the feel- 
ings of my associates on the committee when I say. that we realize 
the importance of the subject, the delicate questions that are likely 
to be presented in the hearing, and the fact that upon the one hand 
are these people who are inmates of such institutions no doubt wait- 
ing upon the result of the deliberations of this committee, perhaps 
affected one way or the other by the result of these deliberations, 
and upon the other side the petitioners. Weappreciate the matter 
of sentiment upon the one hand and, the question of public duty 
upon the other, and, as I have said, I no doubt reflect the senti- 
ment of my associates upon the committee when I say that we 
will approach this subject without prejudice, with a desire to not 
only serve the institutions upon the one hand, but, having in mind 
also the general result as affecting the entire community, endeavor- 
ing to meet the subject fairly, justly, without fear, without favor, 
and without prejudice. With these introductory remarks I will 
delay the large attendance here no longer, but will proceed with 
the hearing. In the first place I must, of course, appeal to the 
various parties in interest, saying that J am rather unfamiliar with 
the duty that has devolved upon me. I have not sought it. It 
has come to me as a publicduty, and [shall not shirk it. I must, 
of course, trust to the generosity of the people in interest, and I 
hope that they will deal as kindly with the committee as the com- 
mittee will no doubt deal with them. JI should like to hear in the 
first place from the petitioners, and to ask them if they propose to 
appear here by attorneys or by any representatives. The idea 
is this: We want to get down to this subject in a business-like 
way, to hear all that is to be said upon the one hand and then 
to take up the other side of the question. I am now ready to 
listen to anything that representatives of the petitioners may have 
to say. 

Mr. Rozpert W. Nason. — Mr.. Chairman, representing the 
respondents here I should like to inquire under what act these 
proceedings are had? 

The CuHarrman. — Well, I can only answer the question by say- 
ing that this public hearing is held as a result of an order that has 
passed the Board of Aldermen. We are not here to determine 
any legal question, but simply to carry out what we feel are the 
instructions of the Board of Aldermen. I am not a lawyer myself, 
so that I will have to rule that we are here in accordance with the 
order of the Board of Aldermen. 

Mr. Nason. — Well, the difficulty is that the order, as I have 
heard it read, declares the purpose of this hearing to be an inves- 
tigation upon the results of which will be perhaps based a prohi- 
bition of the occupancy or use of the institution called ‘* The Free 
Home for Consumptives ” for its present purposes. I should like 
to ask upon what that proceeding having in view prohibition is 
based? 

Mr. Wiitram G. Reep. — Mr. Chairman, the order authorizing 
these hearings, and under which we are acting to-day, was passed, 
1 believe, in response to the petition which has been read by the 
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Clerk of the committee, and is signed by H. E. Bolles, Neil 
McNeil, Walter'M. Lowney, Henry J. Nazro, Wie H. Cogein, 
Andrew Doyle, John H. McGrady, J. Homer Pierce; Bs Wa 
Lincoln, A. H. O'Neill, Patrick Norton, and about forty-five 
others. I ask your permission to appear here as counsel for these 
petitioners, who are representative citizens of Dorchester. — 

The CHatrMAN. —Just a moment, Mr. Reed. Mr. Nason has 
asked me a question, and I suppose that the matter had better be 
determined. He asks under what authority we appear here, and I 
have ruled, with the assent of the committee, that we are here in 
accordance with the order passed by the Board of Aldermen. 

Alderman W. J. Donovan. — Mr. Chairman, I understand that 
there is another hearing at four o’clock before the Board of 
Appeals, and [ would like to ask the Chairman if it would not be 
proper for him, as Chairman of this committee, to get the opinion 
of the Corporation Counsel before we go ahead with this hearing 
this afternoon. I cannot see any sense in going ahead with this 
hearing when we have got another hearing at four o’clock before 
the Board of Appeals to decide whether this is legal or not. I 
would like to have your opinion on that as long as the gentlemen 
on the left (Mr. Nason) has asked the question. 

The Cuarmman. — Well, I don’t know that anything we might 
do to-day, as far as this proceeding goes, would affect the hearing 
to be held elsewhere. We are not here to take action that will 
affect anything that may transpire elsewhere. We are simply here, 
as I stated at the outstart, desiring to inquire into this question, 
and to determine, after an investigation, whether consumption is a 
contagious disease, and at the same time to establish a policy for 
the city of Boston, in accordance with the communications that the 
Board has had from time to time from His Honor the Mayor. I 
don’t know but what we had better proceed and listen to the 
petitioners. 

Alderman W. J. Donovan. — Mr. Chairman, I object to pro- 
ceeding until I know what I am doing. I don’t know whether 
this is a legal hearing this afternoon or not, and I move that we 
adjourn this hearing this afternoon until such time as we get the 
opinion of the Board of Appeals on this same subject. 

Alderman Copman. — Mr. Chairman, I see no reason why we 
should adjourn this hearing. I think the committee should he 
authorized to go ahead, as dictated by the order passed in the 
Board. It is simply proposed that we shall look into the matter. 
I don’t think we are instructed to take any official action, and cer- 
tainly the mere fact of our giving these hearings cannot affect the 
matter one way or the other. 

Alderman W. J. Donovan. — Mr. Chairman, I certainly shall 
press my motion. I have not vet received any definite answer in 
regard to the legality of our going ahead with this hearing this 
afternoon. What we do here is merely on supposition. We “don’t 
know whether we are right or wrong. I think “the proper course 
for us to take is to find out whether we are right or wrong before 
we go ahead and go to the expense we will have to incur in con- 
nection with these hearings; because otherwise, if we go ahead, 
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after we get all through with this matter our action may be 
declared illegal under the opinion of the Corporation Counsel. I 
want to put myself on record. Of course, you have the votes in 
the committee, but I want to put myself on record as opposed 
personally to going on this afternoon, for the reason I have stated. 
I press my motion — that we do not go on until the Corporation 
Counsel gives his opinion whether it is legal or not. 

Mr. Reep. —I should like to say a word, if it is considered 
proper that I should. 

The Cuarrman. — Well, I shall rule that, acting as we are un- 
der the order of the Board of Aldermen, the result of our conclu- 
sions will simply be recommendations to the Board, and the matter 
can there be determined and passed upon. I shall rule that, under 
this order of the Board, we simply have authority to proceed with 
the hearing at this time. I shall, however, put Alderman Dono- 
yan’s motion. Will you state your motion again? 

Alderman W. J. Donovan. — The motion is that we adiourn 
until such time as we get the opinion of the Corporation Counsel 
upon the legality of this hearing. 

Alderman Donovan’s motion was declared lost. 

Mr. Nason. — Now, Mr. Chairman, as I understand the state- 
ment of the Chair the position of this committee is that it is 
simply here to receive the sentimental expression of the Dorches- 
ter district in regard to their fears.about the existence and con- 
tinuation of this Home. I don’t understand that the Chair puts 
the committee in the position of deciding anything or taking any 
legal stand in regard to the existence or non-existence of this 
Home. I don’t understand that there are any lines laid,out by 
which this hearing is to be guided. We are entirely at a loss to 
know what position we are to take. I wish, if it could be done, 
that counsel for the petitioners, or else the Chair, would state a 
little more definitely the lines of this inquiry. 

Mr. Reep. — Mr. Chairman, I have attempted once to state the 
position of the petitioners bere, and have been cut off. Now, it 
would seem to me that this committee are here to hear the petition- 
ers. IJ appear as counsel for the petitioners who have been named. 
Mr. Bolles, who is one of the petitioners, the first signer of the 
petition which has been read, appears here as himself a peti- 
tioner, and as counsel for others. Mr. Dana appears as counsel 
for other petitioners. It would seem to me, if a suggestion from 
counsel is in order, that the proper way to proceed would be to 
require the petitioners to state what they wish to present to this 
committee under their petition. Then the respondents will have 
an opportunity to reply, if they see fit. It seems to me that that 
is the situation. 

Mr. Nason. — And yet we don’t know what course the commit- 
tee has marked out for itself. The petitioners may take a direc- 
tion which may be entirely foreign to the purpose of the 
committee. 

Mr. Reepv. — Well, the petitioners are subject to the orders of 
the committee, Brother Nason. 

Mr. Nason. — That is what I am trying to get at. 
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Mr. Rerp. —If you wait until the petitioners have a chance to 
make their opening you will know what they want to do, and if 
their position is not a. proper one they will be called to order by 
the committee. 

Mr. Nason. —I understand that perfectly well, Brother Reed, 
but I don’t understand that your desires shape the course of the 
committee at all. It seems to me we are entitled to hear at the 
outstart the purposes and intentions of the committee in regard to 
the conduct of this hearing. 

Mr. Reep.— I don’t think you are entitled to anything of the 
kind, sir. You have heard the order read and you must under- 
stand from that that the purpose of this hearing is to mark out, if 
possible, a policy for the city of Boston in regard to hospitals 
for consumptive and tuberculous patients. It is a broad order, 
and covers the whole question. These petitioners have something 
to say on the question and have a right to be heard — have been 
granted by the committee that right. It seems to me they should 
be heard now. 

Mr. Nason. —I understand from what the Chairman of the 
committee has said that so far as he undertakes to define the 
position of the committee it is an inquiry limited to whether or 
not consumption is a contagious disease. I have not heard him 
state anything further than that. 

The Cuairman. — Well, I probably did not go into detail, Mr. 
Nason, but I undertook at least to impress upon the people in in- 
terest the fact that this hearing is held as the result of an order 
that passed the Board of Aldermen, and as I read it it perhaps 
bears on the general matter of determining a public policy for the 
city of Boston. In starting this hearing, I should rather be in- 
clined to rule that the petitioners should proceed and then, ata 
later meeting, at some other meeting of the committee, we will de- 
termine just what line of action we will pursue. My whole idea is 
to be fair to both sides and to so conduct the hearing that when 
we get into it we will know just where we are. 


Mr. Nason. — I understand. 
The Cuairman. — Now proceed, Mr. Reed. 


Alderman W. J. Donovan.— I would like to inquire whether this 
hearing is confined to the Free Home for Consumptives, to the 
Cullis Home, or whether it takes in all the institutions in Boston, 

besides the Cullis Home and the Free Home for Consumptives ? 
~The CHarrman. — In answer to that, Alderman Donovan, I will 
say that, as I take it, both sides represented here, the petitioners 
and remonstrants, seem satisfied that the hearing should now pro- 
ceed. We will then determine at a future meeting just how far 
we will go into this subject, and I don’t. know but what Mr. Reed 
had better proceed with his argument, so that we can see just 
where we stand. 


Opening statement by Wittiam G. ReEEp, Esq.’ 


Mr. Reep. — Mr. Chairman, I will simply say for the petition- 
ers, before I proceed with my statement, that Mr. H. E. Bolles 
and Mr. William F. Dana also appear as counsel. 
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Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I believe the order under which 
you are now acting was passed in response to the petition which 
has been read, and it is as counsel for these petitioners that I appear 
here. I would call your attention to the statute which gives you 
the authority to act in this matter, and I would outline briefly the 
reasons which we shall urge upon you why you should take the 
action which we recommend. Our petition has been referred to. 
this committee. At the same meeting of the Board, on January 11, 
at which the petition was referred, the order which has been read 
was also referred — namely : 


That the occupancy or use as a hospital of any building in whole or in part, 
not so used at the present time, or any addition to any building now so used, 
is hereby prohibited in the district in this city bounded as follows: Talbot 
avenue, Centre street, Centre avenue, Dorchester avenue, Freeport street, 
Hancock street, Columbia street, Quincy street, and Blue Hill avenue. 


This question of the location of consumptives’ homes has 
been before the Board of Aldermen many times heretofore. The 
Board of Aldermen of 1896 referred to its Committee on Health 
a request of Augustus Parker and fifty-six others to pass an order 
prohibiting the use as a hospital of any building, in whole orin part, 
or any portion of the estate commonly known as the Consump- 
tives’ Home, on Blue Hill avenue, Washington and Seaver streets, 
Ward 20. With this was also referred the petition of M. A. 
Kent and forty-seven others, and the petition of A. C. Clapp and 
one hundred and fifty others; also a communication of the Board 
of Health, in which consumption is referred to as an infectious and 
communicable disease, and resolutions of the Boston Homceopathic 
Medical Society. 

The committee gave several hearings, and on the 18th of May, 
1896, reported to the Board of Aldermen. In those hearings the 
_ only question considered was the maintenance of the Consumptives’ 
Home on Blue Hill Avenue, Washington and Seaver streets, in its 
present location. The committee reported ‘* No further action 
necessary on the part of the Board of Aldermen.” ‘That report 
was made to the Board of Aldermen, and in the Board for that 
report the following resolve and order were substituted : 


Resolved, That in the opinion of the members of the Board of Aldermen 
the occupancy or use as a hospital of any building, in whole or in part, or any 
portion of the estate known as the Consumptives’ Home, situated on Blue 
Hill Avenue, Washington and Seaver streets, is a source of danger to the 
health of those living in the vicinity and tends to depreciate the value of real 
estate in the neighborhood. Therefore be it 

Ordered, That the occupancy or use as a hospital of any building, in whole 
or in part, or any portion of the estate commonly known as the Consump- 
tives’ Home, situated on Blue Hill Avenue, Washington and Seaver streets, 
be and the same is hereby prohibited from and after October 1, 1900. 


That order was vetoed by the Mayor on the 3d of July, 1896. 
In his veto message the Mayor said: 


I feel also that the action taken in this case will establish, and probably 
ought to establish, a general policy to be hereafter adhered to by the city in 
dealing with consumptives’ homes or hospitals conducted under similar 
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conditions. This question of general policy is affected by so many delicate 
considerations that I think it should receive the fullest examination before 
anything is definitely decided upon. I also feel some doubt whether the 
proposed action is in conformity with the spirit, at least, of section 73 of 
chapter 80 of the Public Statutes, under which provision, as I understand it, 
this order is passed. This section contemplates the prohibition of hospitals 
‘Cin a part of a city or town.” I think that there is at least a serious question 
whether this provision does not intend that a certain section or district of a 
city shall be designated for such prohibition, and whether it is proper under 
this provision for the Board to designate a single parcel of land. 


On July 6, 1896, the following order was passed by the Board 
of Aldermen: 


Ordered, That the Building Commissioner be authorized to issue a per- 
mit to James Mulcahy to build,outside the building limits, a wooden building 
on Quincy street, Ward 20, in excess of range allowed and without the inter- 
vention and construction of a brick wall as required by the ordinances and in 
accordance with the application on file in the Building Department; said 
building to be occupied for dwelling purposes. 


The Mayor withheld his approval also from this order, and in 
his message tothe City Council he said: 


The grounds upon which I withhold my approval are, (1) that the granting 
of this permit would, in my opinion, definitely commit the city to the policy 
of allowing not only the permanent continuance of comsumptives’ homes in 
residental districts, but also the enlargement of such homes as may be re- 
quired by the growth of the demands upon them, and (2) that the Board of 
Aldermen, which has the power to order the discontinuance of these homes, 
not only does not seem to have arrived as yet at any definite policy of this 
nature, but has taken contradictory action in the two cases of this character 
with which it has recently dealt. 


On the 14th of September, 1896, the Mayor addressed another 
communication to the Board of Aldermen calling attention to the 
fact that twice during that year the Board had passed orders deal- 
ing with the question of the continued maintenance or extension 
of two consumptives’ homes. In this message he said: 


I would therefore recommend that your Board now take up in its broadest 
aspect the general question whether the public interest requires that your 
Board should exercise the power given to it by section 73 of chapter 80 of 
the Public Statutes, and prohibit the use of buildings for consumptives’ hos- 
pitals, either in the whole city or in any district of the city; and in view of 
the importance of the question and- the public interest in it I think that full 
hearings should be given before any final conclusion is arrived at. 


No further action was taken by the Board of 1896 until Jan- 
uary 1, 1897. On that date the following order was passed: 


Ordered, That the Building Commissioner be authorized to issue a permit 
to James Mulcahy to build outside the building limits a wooden building on 
Quincy street, Ward 16, in excess of range allowed, and without the inter- 
vention or construction of a brick wall as required by the ordinances, and in 
accordance with an application on file in the Building Department; said build- 
ing to be occupied as a home for the sick. 


This order is almost identical with the order passed on the 6th 
of July. The only difference that I note is that in the former 
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order it is specified that the building is to be occupied for dwell- 
ing purposes. In the latter order the ending is, ‘‘ Said building 
to be occupied as a home for tbe sick.” 

In both instances James Mulcahy was acting for the Quincy 
Street Free Home for. Consumptives. The latter order was duly 
approved by the Mayor. Before the permit under this order was 
issued, however, the Board of Aldermen of 1897, at a meeting 
held on the 4th of January, passed this order: 


Ordered, That the Building Commissioner be and hereby is requested not 
to issue a permit to James Mulcahy to build a wooden building on Quincy 
street, Ward 20, until a public hearing has been granted or refused on said 
subject by a committee of this Board. 


For some reason or other, or possibly by mistake, this order 
was sent to the Common Council and by that body indefinitely 
postponed. 

The matter of the permit to Mr. Mulcahy, however, was 
objected to before the Building Commissioner. The matter was 
taken before the Board of Appeals. ‘Two hearings have been had 
already on this question before the Board of Appeals, and a third 
hearing is to take place this afternoon at four o’clock, I under- 
stand. 

I am informed that at the meeting of your Honorable Board on 
the day before yesterday, the last meeting, an order was passed 
requesting the Building Commissioner not to issue a permit to 
James Mulcahy, and if already issued not to deliver the same 
until the conclusion of these hearings. 

In accordance with the suggestion of the Mayor in his message 
to the Board of Aldermen, these petitioners come now to the 
committee and ask the committee to give full and complete hear- 
ings on this subject, and to mark out a policy for consumptives’ 
homes in the city of Boston. The authority of the Board of Alder- 
men to act in this matter is derived, as the Mayor has said in his 
message, from section 73 of chapter 80 of the Public Statutes of 
the Commonwealth, which is as follows: 


Whoever occupies or uses a building for a hospital in a part of acity or 
town prohibited by the mayor and aldermen or selectmen shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding fifty dollars for every month he so occupies or uses such build- 
ing, and in like proportion fora portion of amonth; andthe Supreme Judicial 
Court in term time or vacation may issue an injunction to prevent such occu- 
pancy or use. 


While the matter in relation to the Cullis Consumptives’ Home 
was before the Board of Aldermen of 1896, the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel of this city was sought by the Board upon 
the question of their power to act in the matter, and the following 
Opinion was given: 

City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF Law DeparrMENT, 14 Bracon STREET, June 8, 1896. 


To the Board of Aldermen: 

GENTLEMEN, In reply to your communication asking my opinion as to 
‘*whether or not the Board of Aldermen have any right to order the discon- 
tinuance of the Cullis Consuniptives’ Home, so-called, located on Blue Hill 
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avenue, Washington and Seaver streets, also whether or not the Board of 
Aldermen have any jurisdiction over any hospital used for the reception and 
treatment of persons afflicted with contagious, infectious, or communicable 
diseases, and, if not, who has,” I have the honor to say that section 73 of 
chapter 80 of the Public Statutes provides a penalty for any person who 
‘occupies or uses a building for a hospital in a part of a city or town pro- 
hibited by the mayor and aldermen.” I am therefore of the opinion that 
if the Mayor and Aldermen pass an order prohibiting the use of any street or 
any specified part of the city for the purposes of a hospital, no person can 
occupy or use a building on such street or in such part of the city without vio- 
lating the law, and a court of equity would enjoin them from such occupation 
or use. I may add that the Mayor and Aldermen have several times passed 
orders in accordance with this statute, and, as I am informed, they have 
always been complied with.

And subsequently, while the same matter was under consider- 
ation, the opinion of the Corporation Counsel was again sought as 
to the power of the Board to prohibit from a date after the current 
municipal year, and the following was received : 


; City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE LAW DEPARTMENT, 14 BEacon STREET, June 22, 1896. 
Joun H. Lez, Esq., Chairman of the Board of Aldermen: 


Dear Stir, In answer to the inquiry made by you for the Board as to 
‘¢whether the Board of Aldermen can pass an order prohibiting the use and 
occupation of certain territory of the city for hospitals after a certain date, 
which date would be after the current municipal year,’’ I have the honor to 
say that, in my opinion, an order so passed would be valid. 


Respectfully,

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Reed, let me interrupt you just to say a 
word. ‘The committee will no doubt determine for themselves as 
to their legal authority. I would much prefer to have you go 
ahead on the line of the matter at issue, you know, on the 
strength of that. 

Mr. Rrepv. —I thought that had been the only question raised 
so far, Mr. Chairman. . 

The CuairmMan. — That is a matter for the committee to de- 
termine for themselves, Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Reep.—I supposed every matter was a matter for the 
committee to determine — but I have got through that portion of 
the case. 

It is under the power given your Board by this statute that 
these petitioners now ask you to act and to establish a policy for 
the city of Boston as recommended by the Mayor. ‘They do not 
ask you to take any action directed against any particular institu- 
tion or Home. It is true that the proceedings heretofore had by 
the Board of Aldermen in regard to this matter have had reference 
only to one or two Homes; and it is also true that these two 
Homes existing in Dorchester have served to call the attention 
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‘of these petitioners most forcibly to the necessity of some general 
policy for the city —some definite policy which shall be a blessing 
to all the people. ; 

In the evidence submitted to the committee which had this 
matter under consideration in 1896, the Cullis Home was referred 
to as the Protestant Home, and the Quincy-street Home was 
referred to as the Roman Catholic Home, and the committee in its 
report felt called upon to say: 


That the religious policy of the Home having been offered by some of the 
witnesses for the petition among other reasons why the Home should be 
removed, the committee was very positive that the religious tendency of the 
institution must be totally disregarded in determining whether or not the 
Cullis Home for Consumptives should be further maintained at its present 
location. 


These petitioners ask you not to consider the religious policy of 
any Home, but to examine this matter in the fullest, broadest, and 
most liberal way, and then decide what is the wisest policy for the 
city of Boston to adopt in reference to those hospitals. 

This is not a question of religion, gentlemen; it is not oa 
question of politics; it is not a question between different schools 
of medicine. It is a question of public health. All are interested 
alike in that — Catholic and Protestant, Jew and Christian, Demo- 
erat and Republican, Homeopath and Allopath. What does it matter 
that some may call the Cullis Home a Protestant Home, and the 
Quincy-street Home a Catholic Home? Discussion of such matters 
has no place here. The question before you, gentlemen, is, -—- What 
is the best policy for the city of Boston to adopt in regard to con- 
sumptive hospitals? Everybody wants to see that question decided, 
and to see it decided right. 

Now, we all know and are satisfied that consumption is one of 
the most dreadful diseases with which humanity is afflicted. One- 
seventh of all the deaths that occur are caused by consumption, 
and it causes more deaths among us than all other contagious and 
infectious diseases combined. For years medical men have be- 
lieved that consumption is an infectious and communicable disease, 
and, in a great measure, preventable, and now these facts are 
almost universally admitted. 

Some three years ago the Board of Health of New York de- 
clared that — 


Consumption is a disease which can be taken from others, and is not simply 
caused by colds. A cold may make it easier to take the disease. It is usu- 
ally caused by germs which enter the body with the air breathed. The matter 
which consumptives cough or spit up contains these germs in great numbers 
— frequently millions'are discharged in a single day. ‘This matter, spit upon 
the floor, walls, or elsewhere, is apt to dry, become pulverized, and float in 
the air as dust. ‘The dust contains the germs, and thus they enter the body 
with the air breathed. 


In a communication to your predecessors the Boston Board of 
Health used these words : 


It is an established fact that ‘* consumption” is an infectious disease which 
may be communicated directly by the breath of the diseased person, or more 
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commonly and indirectly from the dried sputum in the form of dust. This 
infective dust may be blown to considerable distances, and will retain its 
power to infect for a long time. 


This was more than a year ago. Recently a scientific examina- 
tion of this question by the bacteriologists of the New York Board 
of Health resulted in the passage of a resolution by the Board 
declaring pulmonary tuberculosis to be ‘‘ an infectious and com- 
municable disease dangerous to the public health,” and making an 
addition to their sanitary code for the security of life and health, 
to the end that a closer sanitary supervision be maintained over 
persons suffering with the disease, and that the spread of the dis- 
ease be prevented. In the report upon which the action of the 
New York Board was based it was recommended that a city sana- 
torium be provided for the isolation of cases of consumption, as 
a communicable and infectious disease. 

Dr. Durgin, of our own Board of Health, in commenting upon 
‘that report said: ‘* Out-door air and exercise are the prime factors 
in the treatment of consumption, and none of our hospitals have 
air-space enough to properly accommodate such cases.” 

Your Honorable Board has authority under the statute to pro- 
hibit the use of any building for a hospital in any part of the city. 

These petitioners call your attention to that part of old Dor- 
chester which is now one of the best and most favored residential 
districts of Boston, and ask you in the interest of the public health 
to pass an order prohibiting the collecting of consumptives in the 
midst of their homes. They ask you to take this action in the 
interest of the public health. That is the main reason. Inciden- 
tal to this main reason perhaps may come in the question of values 
and of property rights. Values in Dorchester, in this residential 
section, should not be going downwards; taxable property should 
not be on the decrease there. ‘That is where the city of Boston 
must look for its increase in taxes. To such localities as that 
must the city treasury of Boston look to be filled. If consump- 
tives’ homes are permitted in the midst of that residential section, 
the course of values is going to be downward, and the new build- 
ings will not be put up there which otherwise would go there. 
That loss will be a loss to the city of Boston. ‘That question of 
values, that question of depreciation of property, is bound to come 
in here as incidental to the question of public health. Bear in 
mind all the time, however, that the question of public health is 
the main reason why you should act in this matter. There should 
not be an assembling in that district of large numbers of persons 
afflicted with this infectious disease. ‘There. should not be the 
danger of infection from a large number of people sick with con- 
sumption taking their out-door air and exercise. 

The danger of the spread of the disease, and the welfare of the 
people now living in the location we name, demands that this dan- 
ger be guarded against to the extent of your powers. Hospitals 
should be prohibited i in this residential district. Those unfortunate 
individuals who are sick with consumption are entitled to our sym- 
pathy, and to all the benefits that can be derived from the scien- 
tific treatment of the disease. They have our sympathy. ‘They 
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are entitled to the best treatment that medical attendance can give 
them ; but it is not a rational expression of our sympathy nor the 
best thing fer the sick to collect them in one of the best residen- 
tial localities, in the midst of the homes of the people of Dorches- 
ter, and it is certainly a hardship on the people of Dorchester to 
allow such institutions in the midst of their homes. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has already moved in the 
right direction in this matter. In 1895 the Board of Trustees of 
the Massachusetts Hospital for Consumptive and Tubercular 
Patients was established. Appropriations were made for the pur- 
pose, and the institution is to be erected at Rutland, in this State. 
What we ask of you is that your Board move in the same direction 
for the city of Boston that the Commonwealth has already moved, 
and that you prohibit the erection and use of hospitals in the 

suburbs — the residential suburbs like this part of old. Dorchester. 
Let such hospitals be erected farther out in the country, away 
from thickly populated districts and away from the east winds of 
the sea, where the poor consumptives can enjoy the out-dvoor air and 
exercise so necessary to their improvement and ultimate recovery. 

The question before you, gentlemen, is the question of occu- 
pancy ; the question before the Board of Appeals is the question 
of the right to erect a building. The question there is a legal 
question — Is the permit which has been issued by the Building 
Commissioner, and not delivered, a legal permit? Had the Board 
of Aldermen any right to authorize any such permit? That is not 
the question which is before you here to-day. You are not to con- 
sider that question in connection with the petition which is pre- 
sented to you here and which you are hearing now. The question 
before you is, Will you prohibit hospitals for consumptives in the 
interest of public health? 

My attention is called to the act establishing the Massachusetts 
Hospital for Consumptives and Tubercular Patients. Perhaps I 
will call your attention a little more in detail to that act. 

Mr. Nason. — What is the chapter, please? 

Mr. Rerep. — Chapter 303 of the Acts of 1895. Under the act, 
the Governor is to appoint, with the advice and consent of the 
Council, five persons who shail constitute the Board of Trustees 
of the Massachusetts Hospital for Consumptives and Tubercular 
Patients, and who shall hold office for terms of one, two, three, four, 
and five years respectively, and until their respective successors 
are appointed and qualified. They are authorized to hold lands in 
trust for the Commonwealth; they are made a corporation, having 
the authority to purchase, in behalf of the Commonwealth, suitable 
real estate as a site for said hospital, and to cause to be erected 
thereon suitable buildings for said hospital, which shall furnish 
suitable accommodations for not less than two hundred patients 
and for the officers, employees, and attendants, and to provide for 
the equipment and furnishing of said buildings ; provided, however, 
that the expenditure for carrying out the purposes of this act shall 
not exceed one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

That is in the same line that we recommend. the city to move. 
This disease, consumption, should be brought under sanitary reg- 
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ulations. Itis not only good treatment and care and plenty of 
fresh air that these poor people need, but they must be brought 
under the sanitary regulation of some authority, so that the spread 
of the disease may be prevented. 


Opening Statement by Witt1am F. Dana, Esq. 


Mr. Dana. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, I 
appear here to-day not in behalf of any of the petitioners, but on 
behalf of citizens who are interested in one of the orders before 
the committee. 

Under one of the orders the committee is to make a general 
investigation into the subject of consumption and recommend 
what action the Board of Aldermen should take in reference to 
that disease. Then there is another order before the committee 
which relates to special legislation upon the subject. That order 
is as follows: 


Ordered, That the occupancy or use as a hospital of any building, in 
whole or in part, not so used at the present time, or any addition to any 
building now so used, is hereby prohibited in the district in this city bounded 
as follows: Talbot avenue, Centre street, Centre avenue, Dorchester avenue, 
Freeport street, Hancock street, Columbia street, Quincy street, and Blue 
Hill avenue. . 


J have traced out on a map here the division of the city covered 
by the streets named in that order. and that division includes the 
Cullis Consumptives’ Home as well as the Quincy-street Home. 
The parties whom I represent are chiefly residents in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Cullis Consumptives’ Home. There is Mr, 
Edward B. Wilder, for whom I appear directly, and then these 
other gentlemen, whose names I will now read: Augustus Parker, 
Paul H. Kendricken, Edward B. Wilder, — I have given his name, 
— George Z. Adams, George P. Sewall, Albert C. Morse, William 
H. Wilder, executor and trustee of the estate of Marshall P. 
Wilder, John T. Bradlee and Charles F. Swan, executors and 
trustees under the will of Samuel Atherton, M. Grant Daniell, H. 
EK. Lewis. Willard Burr, E. A. Howe, Susan E. French, Maria 
Parloa, William C. Collar, James A. Houston, Franklin $. Will- 
iams, George EK. Hall, George O. Fillebrown,: William H. Thayer, 
Edward Reynolds, Ann E. Richardson, Julia A. Ward, Edwin S. 
Davis, Malachi Lennon, James W. Kenney, A. J. Patterson, 
Byron Groce, Cyrus V. Bacon, Amasa J. Whiting, Edward H.

‘The estate of Mr. Wilder is a large estate adjoining the estate 
of the Cullis Consumptives’ Home, and the estates of the other 
gentlemen, as I have stated, are situated in the immediate vicinity 
of the hospital. All those gentlemen who are not petitioners, but 
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who have asked me to represent them here, are in favor of the 
special order which is pending before the committee. 

Owing to the hint from the Chair I am in some doubt whether I 
ought to speak in reference to the legal question before the com- 
mittee or not; but I should, with the permission of the committee, 
like to call the attention of the committee to one or two matters in 
reference to the statute under which this order must be enacted, if 
it can be enacted at all. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Dana, I would like to say just a word. 
We appreciate the information that you seek to give to the com- 
mittee, but our idea is to really get at the business part of this 
matter. As I said before, we will be able to determine through 
advice later on as to whether we have any legal authority or not. 

Mr. Dana. — Very well, Your Honor. 

The Cuarrman. — That will help us along. ) 

Mr. Dana. — Very well, Mr. Chairman. Then I can dismiss 
that part of my argument. But still I must call attention to the 
scope of the act and to its bearing upon the petition. The Board 
of Aldermen, with the sanction of the Mayor, as the petitioners 
understand the law, have the right, the absolute right, to set off 
any section of the city and prohibit the occupancy and use of a 
hospital within the borders of that section. Now, they may pass 
such an order either on esthetic grounds or on grounds relating 
to the public health, and whatever be their motive they still have 
the full power to pass the legislation. 

Now, I appear here to- -day and shall argue in favor of this order 
chiefly on grounds relating to the public health, but I think that 
there are other grounds equally involved in the question, equally 
pertinent and equally strong, why this act should pass the Board. 
There has existed in the community, and exists to-day, perhaps, a 
rough idea that when a man buys a piece of property he has 
certain absolute rights in it, that he has a right to do with that 
piece of property as he thinks fit; but everybody, when he comes 
to think of the matter, must realize that when men congregate to 
live in cities and come to live in close proximity with one another 
they must give up certain rights that they might have in more 
unsettled communities. 

Now, there are very few people that would favor turning ‘Trinity 
square in a cemetery, and yet I suppose everybody is in favor 
of cemeteries. Very few people would be in favor of putting a 
gasometer on Commonwealth avenue, and yet undoubtedly gas- 
ometers are necessary to cities; and so you can suggest a thousand 
and one things of that kind. ‘Phere are certain places that are 
fit for certain classes of buildings, and the law recognizes the 
necessity of restricting the full freedom of action of the individuals 
composing any given community. For example, no one can build 
a stable where he sees fit. He has got to go and get a license. 
No one Gan run a theatre where he sees fit. He must first procure 
a license. No one can build a wooden building in a city within 
the building limits with or without a license. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Dana, let me interrupt you to say just a 
word. Without any reflection on you at all, I feel that the com- 
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mittee can almost anticipate the line of your argument at present. 
What we are aiming at at the present time, as I stated at the out- 
start, is to get down to the real facts of the matter, and then in 
the summing up later on you can tell us what you think about it. 

Mr. Dana. — Of course, the Board can take action on esthetie 
grounds as well as on the ground of public health. 

The Cuarrman. — I know; but of course you apps my 
position. 

Mr. Dana. — But I don’t know what questions are before the 
Board. I thought the argument I was outlining was a very strong 
reason why the order should pass — that is, that the order ought 
to pass if there were or were not any reasons affecting the publie 
health why it should pass. But I am in favor of its passage on 
either or both grounds. However, owing to the suggestion of 
the Chair, I will leave that part of the case, which I believe is one 
of the strongest arguments in favor of the order. 

The CHaTRMAN. — You will have an opportunity, Mr. Dame 
later on. 

Mr. Dana. —I will pass to the matter of consumption. Now, 
I don’t suppose that there is anv medical authority to-day of any 
consequence who does not: believe that consumption is contagious. 
It is agreed on all hands, I think, that the disease can be commu- 
nicated from one party to another, and is communicated by the 
dried sputum of patients. So long as that sputum remains in a 
liquid state it is not capable of transferring a disease from one 
party to another, but as soon as it gets into a dried form then it is 
capable of transmitting the disease, and is one of the most danger- 
ous infectious substances which exist to-day. 

The people who die from consumption every year are more 
numerous than the people who die from any other disease or from 
all other contagious diseases put together. On that point I should 
like to submit to the committee a few statistics. I quote from the 
report of the Massachusetts State Board of Health in regard to 
births, marriages, and deaths, prepared by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth for the year 1895. The State at the first of the 
year had a population Gs 2,500,183 people. The number of deaths 
from consumption was ! 5,346 ; the deaths from pneumonia, 4,662 ; 
the deaths from aslkint infanthieds 2,337; from accident, 1 905; 
from apoplexy, 1,313; from diphtheria and croup, contagious 
diseases. 1,784; from bronchitis, 1,558 ; from typhoid fever, a con- 
tagious disease, 680; from diarrhoea, 486; from scarlatina, 483 — 
that is a contagious disease; from whooping-cough, 269; from 
childbirth, 268; from suicide, 255; from dysentery, 209; from 
alcoholism, 178; from erysipelas, 165; from cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis, 118; from measles, a contagious disease, 117; from cholera 
morbus, 77; from metria, 33 ; from homicide, 86; from infanticide, 
3; from small-pox, a contagious disease, 0; from yellow fever, a 
contagious disease. 0; from cholera, a contagious disease, 0. 

Mr. Nason. — Was that for last year, Mr. Dana? 

Mr. Dana. — This is for the year 1895, and is-the last report 
made by the Secretary of the Commonwealth relative to births, 
marriages, and deaths. Now, I will take the statistics for the 
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same year concerning Boston. ‘The population of. the city for that 
year is given as 496,920. ‘The number of deaths from consump- 
tion was 1,536; from pneumonia, 1,282 ; from diphtheria and croup, 
651; from cholera infantum, 507; from accident, 490; from bron- 
chitis, 489; from apoplexy, 375; from typhoid fever, 160; from 
diarrhcea, 127; from scarlatina, 119; from alcoholism, 91; from - 
suicide, 80; from childbirth, 76; from whooping-cough, 54; 
from dysentery, 51; from erysipelas, 40; from measles, 34; from 
homicide, 20; from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 16; from cholera 
morbus, 11; from metria, 5; from infanticide, 1; from small-pox, 
0; from yellow fever, 0:; from cholera, 0. 

‘And the same thing holds true of that total as of the total re- 
lating to the State. The number of deaths from consumption is 
greater than the number of deaths from any other disease, and is 
greater than the number of deaths from all other contagious 
diseases. So that on the statistics themselves consumption 
appears the worst scourge in the shape of disease that exists to- 
day, and we ought all of us, it seems to me, to do everything that 
lies within our power to limit the spread of the disease and two con- 
fine it within the smallest spaces possible. Not only that, but the 
disease has been especially recognized by the Commonwealth as a 
contagious disease. I call the attention of the committee to 
chapter 491 of the Acts of 1894, an act to codify and consolidate 
the laws relating to contagious diseases among domestic animals. 
Section 37 of that act is as follows: 

‘¢ Contagious diseases under the provisions of this act shall include 
glanders, farcy,.contagious pleuro-pneumonia, tuberculosis, Texae 
fever, foot-and-mouth ‘disease, rinderpest, hog cholera and rabies.’ 

Of course, that act relates to animals, but the disease is the same 
in regard to man as in regard to animals. 

The CHatrman. —I will interrupt you just once again. I don’t 
want to deprive you of the privilege of having your full say on this 
matter. I was not a member of the Government last year, but 
there was a public hearing and a good deal of this testimony was 
gone into then and was placed before the Government, so that I 
think the committee will have the benefit.of that. Without any 
reflection upon you whatever, I think if you will observe the sug- 
gestion it will save a little time. 

Mr. Dana. — Well, the committee will consider that? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee will consider that. 

Mr. Dana. — Well, that will save my time and will save the time 
of the committee. 

The Cuatrman. — Yes; I meant it in that spirit entirely. 

Mr. Reep. — I would like to ask, Mr. Chairman, if the statis- 
tics in the report of the committee of last year are not statistics 
covering another year than the year to which Mr. Dana refers 
now? 

Mr. Dana. — The statistics that I have just read, for 1895, are 
made up this year, and they are of the same tenor as the statistics 
of last year, bearing on the same point. ; 

The CuarrmMan. — The idea, I take it, is to show the percentage of 
deaths from consumption and the proportion of deaths from that 
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disease as compared with other diseases, with the idea of showing 
.the relation of tubercular disease to the health of the community ? 

Mr. Dana. — Yes. 

The Cuairman. — We will consider and examine into that sub- 
ject thoroughly. 

Mr. Dana. — Well, if I can place the statistics on record before 
the committee that is all I want on that point. 

The Cuarrman. — We will agree, then, to consider that all these 
matters are before the committee. ‘These are matters of public 
record, anyway? It is a public document? 

Mr. Dana. — Yes. It took me some time to find out where they 
were, and I thought it might save the time of the committee to get 
the statistics before them. 

The CuarrMan. — Well, we probably will have occasion to see 
you and have you furnish us with them later on. 

Mr. Dana.—- Very well. Now,I should like to read about one case 
related by Dr. Addison S. Thayer, of Portland. It is very short, 
and I did not have an opportunity to present it at the hearings 
last year. 

Mr. Nason. — Pardon me just a moment. This is a letter or 
statement? 

Mr. Dana. — This is a statement made by Dr. Thayer. 

Mr. Nason. — I suppose we ought to have the statement made 
in person, not simply taking a written statement. 

Mr. Dana. —I will explain what this statement is. This 
statement was made by Dr. Thayer at a consultation of doctors 
in Portland. They have a society there and were discussing the 
question of consumption, and in the course of that discussion Dr. 
Thayer made this statement, which is published in the ** Medical 
Journal.” | 

The CuainMan. — Well, who is Dr. Thayer? 

Mr. Dana. — He is a doctor of Portland. 

The CoarrMan. — And does he know anything about consump- 
tion? . 

Mr. Dana. —I think he thought he did. 

Mr. Nason. — That hardly qualifies him, Mr. Dana. 

Mr. Dana. —I cannot say that he is a great expert upon the 
matter. 

The Coatrman. — Well, I don’t know but what you had better 
go on and read that letter or statement of the Portland physician. 

Mr. Dana. — Dr, Thayer said: | 


I wish that Dr. Dunn, of Portland, or Dr. Harper, of Windham, had come in 
to-night; they were here, both of them, a month ago, and if either one were 
present to-night he could tell a story that would be a pretty good answer to 
Dr. Wedgwood’s position in this matter. There were three young men be- 
longing to three different families in the villages of North Gorham and North 
Windham who were members of the local band there — brass band. These 
three fellows used in common a second-hand brass instrument, hired from a 
music-dealer in Portland, and were the only members of the band who did 
use it. Now, we all know that blowers on brass instruments deposit in the 

- interior of the convolutions of the horn a good deal of their spittle, for which 
they have an outlet in the bottom of the horn and which they got rid of also 
by tipping the horn upside down. So that it seems to me we could not have, 
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if we tried to invent one, a better trap for catching tubercle bacilli and for 
distributing them to the next user of the horn than this instrument furn- 
ishes. Now practically the result of the use of that second-hand horn by 
the three men is this: By the advice of Dr. Harper two of them have gone 
to Colorado and one to Southern Pines to be cured, if possible, of tuber- 
culosis. This circumstance in itself would not furnish an argument against 
Dr. Wedgwood’s position except for an additional series of facts. Dr. 
Dunn, who practised for seventeen years in Windham, was thoroughly ac- 
quainted with two of these families, and Dr. Harper has investigated the 
third. He says it was sound stock clear through... Dr. Dunn says that there 
has been no consumption in either of the two families that he knew; they 
were healthy, rugged New England farners. 


And in a note to the editor Dr. Dunn endorsed all the state- 
ments of Dr. Thayer. 

If I might hand to the stenographer, with the assent of the 
counsel, an extract from the report of the State Board of Health 
of New York for this year it would save the time of the committee 
and save my time. 

The Cuairman. — Well, if you will simply refer to it by title, 
you know, it will save a good deal of printed matter, and at the 
same time we can refer to it if necessary, Mr. Dana. Will you 
kindly state the subject matter briefly, so that we can refer to it? 

Mr. Dana. — The extract to which I wish to call the attention 
of the committee now is an extract in relation to the effect of 
density of population upon the number of deaths from consump- 
tion, showing that the denser the population the greater the nam- 
ber of deaths from consumption. 

Mr. Nason. — Oh, I should be in full accord with that! 

(The extract referred to will be found annexed to the report as 
.* Exhibit A.’’) 

Mr. Dana. — Now, in reference to the particular Home against 
which I appear, I wish to submit the following propositions: 
First, that it will be better for the Home itself if it is required to 
remove from its present location, and for these reasons, — it is an 
‘estate — 

Mr. Nason. — You are speaking now of the Cullis Home? 

Mr. Dana.— Yes, of the Cullis Home, not the Quincy-street 
Home. . ; 

Mr. Nason. —I understood that your remarks were chiefly 
rected against that Home. 

Mr. Dana. — Yes, I appear particularly against that, also in 
favor of the general resolution. 

Mr. Nason. — Yes, I so understood. 

Mr. Dana. — The estate belonging to the Cullis Consumptives’ 
Home is worth or has been assessed in the neighborhood of 
$200,000, and we hope later.to introduce by the testimony of experts 
the fact that if the Home were removed from its present premises 
the value of those premises would increase one hundred per cent. ; 
that is to say, that where it is now worth $200,000, after the 
’ removal of the Home it would be worth $400,000. We shall not 
stop there. We shall go farther and prove that all the estates in 
the vicinity of the Home, represented by the petitioners for whom 
I appear, will be doubled in value, the value being increased from 
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about $800,000 to a million dollars to two million dollars. Now, 
the expense — 

The CuatrmMan. — Pardon me if I interrupt you to say just 
this. If you have any testimony or any references which you 
desire to submit to the committee at present of any matters of 
record, I think it would be well to have you do it. As I stated at 
the very outstart, we want to get at the very bottom of this, you 
understand. We wantto get deeply into the subject, and your 
presentation so far is more in the nature of argument than of 
presentation of facts that will help the committee. 

Mr. Dana. — Well, I was only outlining what I intended to 
prove. Butif it is considered more appropriate for me to submit 
these considerations when the evidence is in — 

The Cuairman. —As I stated at the outstart, the committee 
undoubtedly will show a disposition to give you every opportunity ; 
but what we want to get at now is some expert testimony which 
will give us a ground for forming some judgment, you know. 

Mr. Dana. — All this was only outlining what I intended to 
present. 

The CuatrmMan. — You see that will undoubtedly come out in 
the testimony, and we would rather have it in that form, if you 
don’t mind. 

Mr. Dana. — That is all I have to say. Ihave merely outlined 
what I shall present in the way of evidence by witnesses. 

The Cuarrman. — This is no reflection on you, Mr. Dana. 

Mr. Dana. —I understand. You only want to save the time of 
the committee. 

The CuarrMan. — That is the idea. 

The hearing was adjourned at this point to Friday, February 19, 
at four o’clock, P.M.

(Extract from this year’s report of New York State Board of Health.) 


Pulmonary diseases caused 13,257 deaths during the year, a number which 
differs very little from that of past years. It is a greater number of deaths 
than occurred from any other single cause, and is only exceeded by the group 
of acute diseases of the respiratory organs and by the entire mortality from 
infectious diseases. The largest relative mortality was in the maritime dis- 
trict, as shown by the .following table, which gives the proportion of city 
population in the eight sanitary districts into which the State is divided, and 
the proportion of deaths to population for 1896 and the three Meads preceding.

Statement by Harotp C. Ernst, M.D. 


(By Mr. Reep.) Your name is Harold C. Ernst? 
Yes, sir. 

You are a physician ? 

Yes, sir. 

Reside in Boston? 

Yes, sir. 
Are you a graduate of Harvard College, doctor? 
Yes. 

In what year? 

The academic department in ’76. 

And of the medical department?

Have you pursued the study of medicine elsewhere since 
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your graduation ? 
A. Yes. Ihave been abroad on several occasions. 
@. Studied in Paris and Berlin? 
A. Paris, and Berlin, London. 
(J. Are you a member of the Massachusetts Medical Society ? 
mAs ree sir. 
@. And of any other medical societies ? 
A. Quite a number of them, yes. 
@. Will you name some of the most important? 
A. Of the local societies, the Boston Society of Medical Im- 


provement, the Boston Society of Medical Sciences; and of the 
national societies, the Association of American Physicians. 

@. What is the membership of the latter society? 

A. Limited to 100. ; 

@. Limited to 100, total membership? 


A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you any connection with the Massachusetts General 
Hospital? 

A. Iam a physician to out-patients there. 

@. Do you still have any connection with Harvard University ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is that, please? 

A. J am professor of bacteriology. 

@. Now, doctor, have you made any special study of the nature 
and cause of pulmonary tuberculosis or consumption ? 
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A. Yes, I have studied it a good deal. 
@. You have made investigation as a bacteriologist, have you 
not? 

Pe Pes. 

Will you state to the committee, please, the extent to which 
this disease prevails throughout the civilized world? 

A. One of the most wide- -spread diseases that is known, and it 
particularly wide-spread among, as you say, civilized communities, 
and especially in collections of people. 

@. How does the total number of deaths from consumption 
‘ compare with the total number of deaths from all other infectious 
or contagious diseases ? 

A. I cannot give you the exact figures. The total deaths from 
tuberculosis, as compared with the deaths from all causes, are said 
to be something like a seventh. 

@. One seventh? 

A. Yes, but I am not responsible for those figures. 

Q. (By Mr. Nason.) One seventh, is that it, or seventeen per 
cent ? 

A. One seventh, so stated in some places. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Do you know, doctor, how the number of 
deaths from consumption in Boston compares with Bie number 
from all other causes? 

A. Not accurately. 

@. Have you seen the report of the Health Department for the 
year 1895? 

A. Yes, sir; a part of it I wrote myself. 

Q. You are familiar, then, with the table which appears upon 
the page of the report which is before you? 

A. I have seen it, yes. 

@. Will you state to the committee, please, the cause assigned 
there for the greatest number of deaths by any one disease? 

A. It is written here as consumption. 

Q. That heads the list? 

A. That heads the list. 

@. Can you tell from that approximately the number of deaths 
from that cause during that year? 

A. Approximately 1,340. 

Q@. (By Mr. Nason.) Well, is that the State or the hae 

A. The city. 

Q. (By Mr. Reev.) The-city of Boston approximately 1,340. 
What is the next infectious or contagious disease named in that 
table? 

A. The next from a scientific point of view is pneumonia. 
That is not generally considered infectious— the next commonly 
accepted infectious disease is diphtheria. 

@. And the number of deaths shown from that cause ? 

A. About 570. 

Q., What is the next commonly accepted contagious disease? 
eee yphoid fever. 

@. And will you state how many deaths appear to have resulted 
from that disease ? 
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160. 

Will you name the next? 
Searlatina, 100. 

And what is the next one? 
Croup. 

Mr. Nason. — Isn’t it a waste of the doctor’s valuable time to 
read that book? 

Mr. Reep. — You may consider it so, sir. . 

Mr. Nason. — You might read that book and then ask the doc- 
tor questions. 

Mr. Reep. — I might not be able to interpret it, Brother Nason: © 

Dr. Ernst. — Croup is next, 50, whooping cough still lower. 

@. You may state, if you please, doctor, what is now regarded 
as the cause of tuberculosis? 

A. Itis accepted, practically, — universally, — that the form of 
bacterium known as the bacillus of tuberculosis is the cause of 
that disease. 

@. And that bacillus is a germ that lives and grows, is it not? 

A.* Yes. It belongs to the vegetable kingdom, as do all 
bacteria, and it develops in the living tissues of the living body — 
‘not outside, excepting under very favorable conditions. ; 

@. Does it live outside the tissues of the body? 

A. Yes, it retains its vitality for a very long time. 

@. For how long a time will the bacillus of tuberculosis live 
outside the tissues ‘of the human body ? 

A. That I don’t know. I have known it to live for five years: 

Q. What is the cause of diphtheria ¢ 

A. That also is a bacterium — the’ bacillus of diphtheria is a 
microorganism, has been identified with that process. 

Is that bacillus capable of living outside of the tissue? 
Not for so long atime. 

Not for so long a time as the bacillus of tuberculosis ? 

No. 

Now. how may the bacillus of consumption be destroyed ? 
Kither by burning up, sterilizing, the applicationof heat in 
its various forms, or by the use of chemicals. The surest, most 
certain way is by the application of heat in the form of burning. 

@. Will drying destroy it? 

A. Not excepting under the most favorable conditions. 

@. Does tuberculosis occur in other parts of the body than the 
lungs? 

A. Very commonly — not so commonly, however, as in the 
lungs. 

Q. Then tuberculosis of the lungs, or consumption, is the most 
common form of the disease? 

A. Very much the most common, sir. 

@. Does it occur in other animals besides men and women? 

A. Practically all the domestic animals. 

Q. And what do you say, doctor, as to the infectiousness of the 
disease known as consumption ? 

A. Well, do you mcan do I consider it infectious or not? 

Q. Yes, sir. 
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A. Most emphatically an infectious disease. 

@. Is there any doubt in your mind upon that point? 

A. None at all. 

@. How long, doctor, since the discovery was made that this 
disease was caused by the bacillus? 

A. About sixteen years since the first announcement — just 
about sixteen years next month. 

@. And by whom was the discovery made? 

A. By Koch, of Berlin. 

@. And how long has the theory that the Megat is infectious 
been accepted by the medical profession ? 

A. It is rather difficult to say. The first few years after the 
announcement was made it was not widely accepted. 

Q. At what time was that first announcement made? 

A. I think the telegram, or at least the first, the preliminary, 
announcement, was made ip the spring of 1881. The publication 
of the full article describing the steps, the experiments, by which 
the evidence was obtained occurred in 1884, and it was a number 
of years after that before, I think, the medical profession as a 
whole accepted the infectious nature of tuberculosis. 

@. Should you say that the disease is contagious? 

A. Well, | shouldn’t personally, but then a differ from most 
people in the use of the term ‘‘ contagious.” 

@. (By Mr. Nason.) Pardon me, doctor, —I didn’t hear a 
part of your answer. 

A. I say I shouldn’t personally, because I differ with a good 
many of my friends in the use of the word ‘‘ contagious.” So 
that I shouldn’t use the word ‘‘ contagious” in regard to tubercu- 
losis. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Well, you hold, doctor, without a doubt, 
that the disease is infectious ? 

A. I haven’t any doubt of it at all. 

Q. Now, will you explain to the committee just what you hold 
that term to mean? 

A. Infectious? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. An infectious disease, it seems to me, is a disease that may 
be communicated from one person to another by what I speak 
of as immediate transmission — that is, by the transference of 
-the infectious material from the affected person to the one who is 
to be infected by means of some medium of ‘transmission, not by 
actual and direct contact, as, in the instance of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, the medium for infection is the expectoration, most 
commonly, and that is transferred by drawing, in the form of 

dust, into the lungs of other persons. 
. Q. Now, if you please, doctor, will you tell the committee what 
especial meaning you attach to the term ‘‘ contagious ” ? 

A. To my mind there are very few contagious diseases. It 
means a disease that may be transmitted by actual contact, as 
ave known to occur —in cases of diphtheria, a well 
child kissing a sick child and in that way there being direct trans- 
mission of the infectious material from the mouth of one to the 
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lips of the other. But even in that case comes in the medium of 
transmission, which is the mucus or saliva transferred from one 
to another. Scarlet fever is another disease that is very com- 
monly spoken of as contagious. 3 

@. Have you brought with you any illustrations of the bacilli 
of this disease? 

A. I think it might interest, possibly, the committee to see a 
culture, a growth, of the bacillus. I have that in my pocket. 

Q. In what form is that? 

A. (Producing a tube.) Well, this is a growth of the micro- 
organism that produces the disease. It is in a test tube, and the 
test tube is enclosed in a rubber case, so if it is dropped it won’t 
do any harm. ‘The wrinkled scum that is to be seen in the lower 
part of the tube is a mass of the bacteria that produce tubercu- 
losis, growing upon a specially prepared nutrient medium that is 
made in the laboratory under unusual conditions and that is es- 
pecially favorable for its growth, and under the microscope in the 
corner of the room isa preparation of this microorganism that will 
demonstrate how extremely small it is. The power that is used 
in the microscope is about 900 diameters, and the individual rods 
as they appear there are not as large as the point of a pin. 

@. How are these bacilli scattered aboutfrom a patient affected 
with them? 

41. Most commonly by éxpectoration. 

@. Now, can you give us some idea, doctor, of how many of 
these little germs would be contained in a given amount of the 
sputum ? 

A. Oh, no! I don’t have any exact statement to make in regard 
to that. There is no average. Sometimes their number is very 
small; sometimes there are a great many. Very often in making 
microscopic examination one has to hunt through a dozen fields 
of the microscope before finding one. Sometimes in a single field 
of the microscope you will find thousands. 

@. How large a field would you have under your microscope 
which would contain the thousands ? 

A. Well, there is such a field under the microscope now, and 
the circle looks about of the size, about the size or, rather, smaller 
than the size of a half dollar. Its actual size isn’t as large as 
the head of a small pin. There are many thousands in that field. 

@. Well, that field, of the size that you have named, may con- 
tain bow many of these bacilli? 

A. Well, I don’t know. You mean that special field there? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Many thousands. I haven’t any means of counting them 
at all. 

@. Many thousands in a field the size of a point of a pin—is 
that as you state it? 

A. I stated it as less than the size of the head of a small pin. 

@. Less than the size of the head of a pin? 

A. Yes. But there are more in that field than there would be 
in the field of an ordinary preparation of sputum, because that is 
a pure culture. ‘There is nothing else there. 
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@). Take a patient who is suffering with the disease in its full 
force, how many of these bacilli might be contained in a drop of 
the sputum? 

A. Well, I shouldn’t want to answer. The number would 
vary. ‘There might be thousands, and there might he none in any 
given drop. Of course, a patient in the full progress of the dis- 
ease does give off a great many in the course of a day. 

Q. Well, can you give us any idea as to the probable number 
in the case of a patient in the full progress of the disease? 

A. No, I just said I couldn't. 

@. You couldn’t give any idea of the number that might be 
given off in a day? 

wis: No. 

Would you say whether it would be large or small? 
Probably large. 

Is this your microscope on the other table, doctor? 

My personal property ? 

No; is it the one you referred to? 

Yes, sir; I brought it here. 

It is the one you referred to? 

Yes, sir. 

. L understand that you have a slide there for exhibition. Is 
it in shape so that the committee can look through the microscope 
now? 7 

A. I think so, yes. It was a moment ago. I should prefer to 
look through it again. 

Mr. Reep. —I will say, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, if you 
_ would like to look at that illustration the doctor would like to 
show it under the light which is near to it on the other table. 

(The committee examined the collection of the bacilli of pul- 
monary tuberculosis under the microscope.) 

@. (By Mr. Rreep.) To get at this thing approximately, doc- 
tor, take a patient in the full development of the disease: to 
what extent during a day might these bacilli be expelled in his 
_ expectoration —— one or millions? 

A. Well, it has been calculated that the number may run up as 
high as three or four billions. 

@. Three or four billions in a day? . 
A. Yes. But of course [ think that is only an approximate 
calculation. Certainly hundreds of thousands would be well 

within the mark. 

_ @Q. Now, how are these germs ordinarily transmitted after leav- 
ing the body? Upon what do they alight? How are they borne 
about ? 

A. As far as regards the expectoration, they are carried in the 
expectoration after it has become dried, pulverized, in the form of 
dust. 

@. Blown about upon particles of dust by the wind ? 

A. Upon particles of dust, or upon particles made up of the 
broken-up dried sputum. 

@. Whether or not they are small enough to permeate the air 
in the form of particles of dust? 
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A. Oh, yes. That is very evidently shown in that microscope. 

@. Now, in what ways is this disease infectious — in any other 
way than by inhalation of the dried sputum ? 

A. Speaking broadly, the methods of infection that are gen- 
erally accepted are by the inhalation of the dried sputum or its 
results, as the most common cause, and by transmission through 
articles of food as the secondary cause, the secondary source, — 
that is, articles of food, including milk and meat as doubtful. 

Q. (By Mr. Nason.) You say — I didn’t nde you — 
meat as doubtful? 

A. Meat as doubtful, I said. 

@. You mean it is doubtful whether they are nisi by 
meat? 

TAS MYES: 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Now, in what way would the subject be- 
come infected by tbese particles? 

A. The most common way by inhalation, inhalation at the time 
of destruction of some portion of the membrane lining the respi- 
ratory tract. 

(). Now, is there any difference in the people who are exposed 
to these bacilli as to their susceptibility ? 

A. Oh, a very great difference. 

@. And what is the condition most favorable to the infection 
of the subject by these germs? 

A. Specifically speaking, the destruction of some portion of 
the mucous membrane, the lining membrane of the respiratory 
tract that I just spoke of, and generally a condition of depression 
of the system. 

@. (By Mr. Nason.) I understood you to say ‘* destruction ” 
or ** construction ?” 

A. ** Destruction.” 

Q: (By Mr. Rerp.) Then itis entirely possible for these 
germs to be inhaled without producing infection in the subject? 

Ay On pertectly, sir. 

Q. In the cases of diphtheria or scarlet fever the Moki: are 
isolated, are they not? 

AY Yes: 7 

(). And is it a help in the treatment of tuberculosis, also, to 
isolate the patient in preventing infection ? 

A. Not necessarily. 

Q@. What is the proper treatment to prevent infection ? 

A. In pulmonary tuberculosis ? 

OAs, sits 

A. The most extreme care in regard to the expectoration. 

@. That is the medium through which the infection is commonly 
made, is it not? 

At? Ves reir: | 

@. And, as I understand you, the most extreme care in the 
destruction of the sputum is necessary for the successful preven- 
tion of the spread of the disease? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you have any data from which you can tell us what per- 
centage of mankind are susceptible to this disease? 
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A. Are susceptible to it? 

(ees, ‘sir. 

A. I don’t think so. It is generally considered that the human 
race is susceptible to tuberculosis. 

How iu comparison with susceptibility to other diseases ? 
More so. 

More so than any other disease ? 

I think so; yes, sir. 

Is consumption a disease that is inherited ? 

No, sir. 

Has that ever been a belief of the profession? 

I think it is very widely believed to-day. When IJ say, ‘‘ No, 
sir.’ 5 mean that is my opinion. 

Q. When was the change? Wasn’t there atime that it was the 
generally accepted belief of the profession that it was inherited ? 

A. I think so; yes, sir. 

@. Now, when did the change in that belief take place? 

A. Came within the last few years, since the discovery of this 
bacillus. 

_.@. And what is the generally accepted belief of the profession 
to-day in regard to that matter? 

A. I think the general belief is that it is not inherited. 

@. Is the physical condition of children of tuberculous parents 
such that they are liable to be more susceptible to the disease ¢ 
_ A. That is true. 

@. You would say, then, ‘doctor, that practically everybody 
who has consumption gets it by infection? 

Ae, Thats my belief; yes. 

@. Now, how is it with the profession? Isn’t that the gener- 
ally accepted belief of the most prominent and best physicians? 

A. It is among the gentlemen that I know; most of them. 

@. Then, following out your theory, if the sputa could be abso- 
lutely controlled and destroyed the disease could be exterminated ? 

wan NO: 

Q. Practically exterminated ? 

A. It could be very largely limited. It isn’t only the sputum 
that is the source of the infection. 

@. What do you say of the other sources of infection? 

_ A. The transmission by food, food materials. They must be 
controlled, also, before it can be hoped to exterminate tubercu- 
losis. 

_ @. Then, as well as in the lungs, consumption may be produced 
through the digestive organs; is that true? 

A. Tuberculosis. Consumption is the form of tuberculosis 
occurring in the lungs, and, as a rule, the tuberculosis occurring 
from food supplied does not manifest itself in the form of pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis. It is tuberculosis in some other part of the 
body. | 
_ Q. Then the disease may be transmitted by inoculation in other 
parts of the body, excepting the lungs? 

A. Yes. 

@. Have you ever had a well-marked case of that kind? 
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A. I have seen a case. 

. In what part of the body? Do you recall? 

A. This particular case was in a finger. 

@. And that was produced, you believe, by inoculation? | 

A. Inoculation. 

Q. From the external surface ? 

A. From the external surface. 

@. Have you ever seen or known of an experiment where a 
patient has coughed upon a mirror and an examination been made 
for the bacilli on the mirror afterwards ? 

A. Yes, but the examination has been unsuccessful and the 
bacilli not found. 

@. You never have been able to find from the breath, in that 
way, the bacilli? 

A. Well, no, never have been able to find them, but that 
doesn’t mean that a great many experiments have been made. So 
far as I know, only a very few have been made; it has been tried 
only a very few times. 

@). Is there any danger, doctor, of the bacilli reposing upon the 
beard of a patient affected with the disease and being carried from 
there by the air, wind, breath? 

A. Being carried by the breath from the beard? 

OnaVess pil. 

A. Yes, I suppose there is some danger. 

@. What is the ordinary method used for disposing of the 
sputum? How is it taken from the patient? 

A. Well, I can only answer for myself such a question, of 
course. ‘The method I always adopt is to make the patient either 
use the common paper sputum cups, as they are called, and to spit 
into them and then to burn the cup and contents, or if they are 
tco poor — as not infrequently happens, of course, at the hospital 
— to even buy those cheap sputum cups, they are directed to use 
pieces of paper, and after the expectoration is completed the paper 
is folded in on itself, and burned, in the same way. In some in- 
stitutions they don’t go as far as that, but use china and crockery 
sputum cups in some form and burn the contents, in so far as they 
can get rid of them in that way, and sterilize, as it is called, what 
is left behind by the use of chemicals. 

@. So long as the sputum is kept wet there is no ) danger, I un- 
derstand you: ? 

A. No danger at all. 

@. It is only when the sputum becomes,dry and gets into a 
shape where it can be blown about? 

Al Yes; sir. 

@. Is there more danger of contagion where people are crowded 
together? 

‘A. Where what? 

@. Where people are crowded together ? 

A. The general statistics of the occurrence of the disease show 
that it occurs more commonly in crowded localities than in Spatsehy 
settled localities. 

@. Is there any difference in the susceptibility of subjects to 
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this disease because of age? Are children or older people more 
susceptible? 

A. I think that the children are more susceptible to the diges- 
tive form of tuberculosis, and the young and middle-aged more 
susceptible to the pulmonary form. 

@. Can you tell me whether or not the disease is more prevalent 
near the sea or inland? 

A. I have no actual figures that I remember, but the disease 
is — I have the impression that the disease is more common on the 
sea-coast than in the interior. It certainly is more common in 
low-lying lands than in high altitudes. 

Q. In your judgment, “doctor, are out-door exercise and air 
prime factors in the treatment-of the disease ? 

A. Unquestionably so. 

@. What do you say as to the question of ventilation in hospi- 
tals for the successful treatment of the disease ? 

A. As for all other diseases, the ventilation should be of the 
best. 

Q@. Is it not more essential to the treatment of this than of any 
other ? : 

A. I don’t think so. 

@. It is fully as essential as in the treatment of any other? 

A. I think so; yes. 

@. (By Mr. Botxies.) I would like to ask the doctor only one 
or two questions. I understand that, according to the better belief 
at present, and practically according to the true fact, consumption 
is not inherited ? 

A. That I stated as my belief. 

@. Yes, sir. Well, I understood that that was the accepted 
belief of the most educated part of the profession at the present 
MMe. Ali 

A. I didn’t say that. 

@. Well, is that true, doctor? 

A. I said that I thought it was true of such of my friends as I 
had discussed the subject with. 

@. Are there any people who do not believe as you do, doctor, 
who stand especially high in the medical profession? Have you 
any exceptions in mind of importance? 

A. No, I said I knew of none, but I do not make that state- 
ment about the profession at large, because I have not had sufti- 
cient conversation with them. 

@. So that in your own belief, and so far as you know — 

A. So far as I know. 

@. —the profession believes that consumption at the present 
time is not an inherited disease? 

A. That is so; yes. 

@. That being so, everybody who suffers from consumption at 
the present time “has contracted it by contagion or infection? 

A. That I believe; yes. 

Q. That you believe to be true? That is, the sufferers have 
contracted it in some way from germs or bacilli transmitted by 
some other person? 
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A. That is true. | 

@. Now, doctor, these premises being true, if all the channels 
for transmitting the bacilli were stopped up and prevented, then 
the disease of consumption might in time be practically extermi- 
nated. 

A. Theoretically that is perfectly true. If that could be done 
tuberculosis would stop with this generation. 

@, Then the disease which in fact causes more deaths than any 
other one disease would be practically exterminated if we could 
confine these bacilli which the suffering patients are throwing off 
all the time? 

A. That is true. 

@. And in your opinion, as a physician and as a citizen, it of 
course is of the greatest importance that these bacilli should be 
imprisoned the minute they are imparted from any human being, 
is it not? 

A. True. 

@. Now, the better treatment for people suffering with con- 
sumption, I understand you to state, is to have all of the out-door 
air and moderate exercise which they can take in pleasant, 
weather f 

A CBs 

@. While they are able to do so, and in proper seasons of the 
year, they ought to be out-doors as much as they reasonably can 
be, ought they not? 

A. Perfectly true; yes. 

(. And the pleasanter the day and the drier the atmosphere 
the more*important and fitting it is that they should be out-doors? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And the drier the weather the more dangerous these germs 
become, do they not? 

A. Not of necessity, because it takes a long time for the ex- 
pectoration to dry sufficiently to become dust. 

@. But where the expectoration has dried, the germs are in 
their prime condition of danger? 
til Y es: 

@. And when these germs are kept wet or moist their danger- 
ous qualities are not so active? 
A. Well, they are just as active, but their transmission is not 

so great. 

@. Not so easily transmitted —so that in their dry condition 
is the best condition for their transmission ¢ 

TA ealies. 

@. And, of course, taking all things together, their dry condi- 
tion would ordinarily exist in the driest, pleasantest weather, 
would it not? 

As ties} 

@. So that, as a, matter of fact, the very time when the patient 
ought to be out-doors is the time when other people would be in 
mnore danger from his being out-doors? Is that not true? | 

A. Yes. 

@. Well, then, to draw some line on what is best for the patient 
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and what is the best for the public, the patients should be taken 
care of in some place so appropriate to their comfort that they can 
have all the out-door exercise they want, roam about as much as 
they need, and in a place so large that the chances shall be greatly 
diminished that these germs may be communicated to areas outside 
of their own premises. Is that true? 

A. That is true. 

@. Therefore it is highly important, is it not, doctor, for the 
public good that where large numbers of tuberculous patients are 
assembled they should be assembled on premises which have a 
large area, and better still if those premises are surrounded by a 
small population. That is true, is it not? 

A. Yes, I think so. 

@. Yes—and that is doubly true: it is true for the patient, 
who needs a large out-door opportunity, and it is true for the com- 
munity, who need to be a long distance away from the patient — 

The CHarrman. — Let me interrupt you to suggest that you sit 
down, doctor, if you see fit to do so. 

Dr. Ernst. — Thank you, sir; I would be perfectly willing to 
stand. 

@. (By Mr. Boturs.) There is a popular idea, doctor, that it 
is not well for consumptive people to be near the salt water. That, 
I suppose, is well founded, is it not? 

A. I think it is well founded, for the simple reason that, as a 
rule, those cases do better in a higher altitude. 

@. And the same popular idea is that it is better for them to be 
more inland and on elevated and dry spots; and that idea is well 
founded, is it not? 

A. I think so, in most cases, sir. 

@. So that in a proper spot, 20 miles or 40 miles from Boston, 
in an appropriate spot, a patient would average to receive better 
care and opportunity to recover than he would within a half a mile 
or a mile of the Atlantic ocean, wouldn’t he? 

A. I don’t think necessarily better care. 

@. I didn’t mean better care. I meant better opportunity for 
improvement ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. That is, 20 miles in or 40 miles inland, in a proper place, is 
very much better for a patient than half a mile or a mile from 
Boston harbor. Isn’t that true? 

A. Other things being equal. 

@. Other things being equal, yes. Now, doctor, when the 
weather conditions are dry and the sputum exists and there is op- 
portunity for the bacilli to be wafted about, they can be carried, 
I suppose, an indefinite distance, can they not? 

A. Yes. There have been experiments in regard to the trans- 
ference of dust. JI think some were made at the Mont Souris 
Observatory in Paris some years ago, showing that dust had prob- 
ably been transmitted 10 miles. 

Q. Well, it wouldn’t be out of reason at all to expect dust, and 
dust laden with bacilli, to be transmitted a mile or more in the 
varying conditions of weather we have, would it? 
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A. Not with some of our winds. 

@. And a half a mile or more would be a very reasonable and 
probable distance, would it not, for its transmission in summer 
weather ? 

A. I suppose so; yes, sir. 

@. And I think you said that the life of the bacillus is quite 
long? : 

A. Yes. 

@. And when it is deposited it still lives where it is deposited, 
and it is subject to be taken up again by another zephyr or wind 
and carried on, is it not? 

A. It is quite possible. 

@. Subject to be eaten in the grass by cattle? 

A. Well, I think not enough to make any difference to the 
cattle. 

Q. How do the cattle acquire tuberculosis, doctor? 

A. I don’t think thev ever acquire it excepting where they are 
confined in the close atmosphere of sheds and stables. Cattle on 
the plains are practically free from tuberculosis. 

@. Well, they acquire it from each other, of course, by infec- 
tion, the same as human beings? 

se wes: 

@. They probably acquire it by the means of some intermediate 
conveyance ¢ 

A. Probably by means of dirty stalls and their food being 
drawn along, dragged in. 

@. And Tf herding together in a pasture they may acquire it 
from the saliva of cows affected, acquire it from eating grass? : 
A. Well, that is a theoretical possibility, but I should think it 

would be a very far-fetched supposition. 

Q. Well, now, doctor, in view of the fact that consumption is 
the largest factor of mortality among mankind, and very large in 
populated places, and in view of the fact that it is so easily infec- 
tious where people are herded together, don’t you think it is pro- 
per, don’t you thinka proper regard for public safety should require 
that hospitals for the treatment of consumption should be estab- 
lished under the control of some established board or authority ? 

A. Not necessarily, sir. 

@. Well, they should be conducted with the greatest possible 
care, should they not? 

A. That undoubtedly. 

@. Undoubtedly? 

A. That undoubtedly. 

@. Should be conducted with the greatest possible care, and 
that means that there should be somebody always who sees that 
they are so conducted and understands its importance and the details 
of proper conduct, does it not? 

A. That is true. 

@. And if there is no such board sufficiently public-spirited 
and energetic the managers of institutions do not always conduct 
them as they they should be conducted, do they? 

A. Not of all institutions. 
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@. Of course the destruction of the sputum and things of that 
kind have got to be seen to and carried out by the employees in 
hospitals, who are not always of a high grade of intellect. We 
understand that. It is part of the labor of hospital, is it not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you wouldn’t feel that it was safe to rely on their 
judgment and care as a class, would you? : 

aA. No, but — 

@. No. So that it should be under the care and control of 
some person who is responsible to society, should it os ? 

A. That is true, also; yes, sir. 

Q. Now, doctor, do you think that hospitals ro a disease, a 
contagious or infectious disease of this kind, to treat large num- 
bers of people, should be located by chance, according to the con- 
venience or notion of charitable people, or should it be located as 


a result of discretion and judgment in regard to centres of popu- 


lation ? 

A. Of course, it should be located, if everything that were 
desirable were possible, in accordance with the best judgment that 
could be brought to bear.. 

Q. The best judgment in view of the public safety and in view 
of the comfort and care, the welfare. of the patients? 

A. Certainly. But Iam also of the opinion that there should 
be hospitals. , 

@. Oh, yes, there is no doubt of that. 

@. (By Mr. Nason.) No matter where they are located, I 
understand. you? 

At SX€8, SIT. 

@. (By Mr. Bortes.) Do you mean that they should be 
located everywhere? 

A. Not necessarily everywhere, but I believe the need of con- 
sumptive hospitals is so great — 

@. I don’t think anybody would doubt that, doctor. 

A. —thaf, rather than give them up, avery poor locality is 
better than none. 

@. Rather than have no hospitals at all you would prefer to 
have one on Boston Common? 

A. Very much. 

@. And rather than have none at all you would have one on 
Commonwealth avenue? 

A. If I could get it there. 

@. But you would only consent to have it in either of these 
places on the ground and as a condition that it couldn’t be put in 
any other proper place? 

A. That is it, exactly. 

Q. If it could be put in any other proper place, doctor, as a 
doctor or a citizen you would not tolerate either on Common- 
wealth avenue or the Public Garden, would you? 

aN. 

@. (By Mr. Dana.) I should like to ask you, doctor, in 
reference to the bacillus, whether it is easily destroyed or not — 
whether it is destroyed by cold? 
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A. No, cold has no effect upon it. 

@. Can it be frozen and still live? 

A. Yes; itis one of the most difficult bacteria to destroy. 

@. (By Mr. Botirs.) Do I understand you, doctor, that it 
will live through the winter? 

A. Yes, sir; I think that is so. That is, I have no experi- 
mental knowledge of that fact, but it resists cold so long, and 
extreme cold so long, that it will live through any ordinary winter. 

@. And come up smiling in the spring, with all its dangerous 
possibilities ? 

A. Exactly. 

Q@. (By Mr. Dana.) It has been known to live five years, you 
say? 

A. In dried sputum. 

@. (By Mr. Bo.ves.) You stated, I think, to Brother Reed 
that the bacilli of other diseases did not live so long? 

A. Some do not at all. 

Q. Well, such as diphtheria ? 

A. Diphtheria, only lives a few days. The cholera spirillum 
lives only a few hours, lives dry only a few hours. 

@. Of course, in the case of diphtheria patients, that is a dis- 
ease of great energy and short duration? 

WAS Yes \sirs 

@. Got to be treated instanter, if possible, on the spot? 

Aw. Yes,-sirs 

(. And the same of scarlet fever — that has got to be treated 
instanter and for a little while? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. But in the case of consumption the progress of the disease 
ordinarily is slow, and may be quite slow, — may run from one to 
ten years, may it not? 

A. Yes. The cases that last ten years are rare. 

@. There used to be in old times a quick consumption and slow 
consumption, but that, I suppose, is a vulgar distinction. What is 
the average, if there be an average length of time, for the full 
development of consumption ? 

A. Running to the fatal termination, you mean? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I suppose between two and three years. 

Q. That would be the average period ¢ 

A. That is the average period. Of course, there are many cases 
that terminate fatally before that time, and there are some that 
last longer. 

@. So that in the case of scarlet fever or diphtheria the person 
is in a condition for two or three weeks only to do the damage, and 
then is in a condition where he practically cannot be moved, or 
moved much, while in the case of consumption his period of danger 
to mankind is, on the average, three years. 

A. Yes. 

@. And there is another difference between the danger of a 
. consumptive patient and a patient suffering with scarlet fever or 
diphtheria — the latter, and diseases of that kind, are always con- 
fined in a house, are they not? 
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A. Yes, generally. 

Q. And, as a matter of fact, in a bed, are they not? 

A. We have begn discovering of late a good many cases of 
ambulant diphtheria. 

@. But diptheria, as generally known, and scarlet fever — 

A. Always confined when they discover it. 

@. And they are confined in a house? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And their treatment requires that they should be confined in 
a house? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Sothat we have the bacilli from them imprisoned in the walls 
of the house itself? 

a. Yes, sir. 

@. And, of course, under the sanitary regulations, the room is 
fumigated frequently and immediately after the patient is well, 
whereas the treatment of the patient suffering from tuberculosis re- 
quires him to be out of doors and not in the house; so that in all 
its aspects, both in the fact that the patient is out-doors, or 
should be, a large part of the time, instead of in the house, and 
the fact that he isin a condition to infect. others for three years 
more or less, instead of for a few days or weeks, it renders 
the infectious nature of consumption much more dangerous than 
the infectious nature of these other diseases — I mean to the com- 
munity ¢ 

A. More liable to dissemination. 

@. Yes; that is what I mean. It is more liable to dissemina- 
tion in the case of consumption than in these other cases? 

A. Yes. 

@. And, as a practical thing, that makes it a more dangerous 
form of disease in regard to infecting others than scarlet fever or 
diphtheria ? 

A. I think so. 

@. Yes. One thing more, doctor. Of course, the large class of 
consumptives who go to Homes go there on account of their pecu- 
niary condition. In other words, they are practically included 
among not the pauper class, but among the poorer classes, and 
I would like to ask you, doctor, if it is not the fact that the pauper 
class und the poorer classes, who have had the least education and 
who have in a certain sense the least feeling of responsibility to 
the community, are not a harder class to controi than those living 
under different conditions in society ? 

A. Oh, very much harder. 

(). So if you have a hospital with 300 or 400 pauper consump- 
tives there, or poor consumptives that have no other place, you 
have a class of people that it is difficult to control in all their 
walkings about, have you not? 

me Yes. 

@. They don’t submit easily to regulations, — they think it is 
foolish, don’t they, and things of that kind, — so that it is really a 
very difficult thing to prescribe or establish any form of regulation 
which shall be absolutely carried out by large numbers of people 
of that class? Isn’t that true? 
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A. It is true. : 

@. In faet, it is almost impossible, isn’t it, doctor, to take a 
large herd of humanity suffering from that disease and practi- 
cally control them while they are out-doors and around on the 
premises. 

A. Practically impossible to control those suffering with any 
disease at all times. 

@. Yes—and that is one other reason and a strong reason, 
isn’t it. why they should be collected in proper areas, so that their 
conduct when abroad, even if they do not comply with the strict 
regulations, shall not endanger the community? 

_A. It is a reason, sir. 
@. And it is a strong reason, isn’t it, doctor? 
A. It seems to me it is. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Nason.), I suppose, doctor, the same character- 
istics in a hospital in the care of the poor patients which my 
brother has designated are especially marked in the care or con- 
trol of patients in their own homes, are they not? 

A. I think quite as much so; yes, sir. 

@. Rather more so, aren't they? — that is, if left to their own 
judgment or left to their own control they are not so likely to 
follow directions and instructions left with them as people more 
intelligent ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. What do you mean by that? 

A. J answered your question exactly. 

@. Tell what you mean by it? 

A. I mean that they are not as likely to follow directions in 
their own homes. 

@. Is your practice, doctor, a general or a special one? 

A. It is almost nothing now. I have practically withdrawn 
from practice. It was a general practice. 

Q. Up to what time? 

A. About a year and a half or two years ago. 

@. And in what localities did your practice exist? 

A. Well, I live in Jamaica Plain. My practice extended 
through Boston and Dorchester, Brookline. 

@. Isuppose you have had some experience in those districts 
you have described as crowded, where there are people crowded 
together? 

A. Qh, yes. 

@. Where the tenements are — what would perhaps be known 
as the tenement-house district? 

A. I served as dispensary physician in the South Cove district 
for some time. 

@. And the conditions that prevail there are especially fruitful 
of these dangers which you have described in the case of con- 
sumptives? 

A. I think so. 
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@. How is it in regard to the existence of consumption as a 
disease? Is it readily recognized or does it sometimes progress 
quite a ways before it is known to be consumption? 

A. Qh, I think that is quite common, that it does so progress 
without the knowledge of the family, but I think any reputable 
physician makes a diagnosis of consumption very early. 

Q. Yes, but I mean that the ear-marks of the disease are not 
so plain as in the case of scarlet fever, for instance? 

A. No, I don’t think they are, in the early stages. 

@. Not in the early stages. I understand you to say that in 
the young there is greater susceptibility than in the old? 

A. Greater susceptibility to the tuberculosis from food 
materials. 

Q. It is rare that young children have consumption? 

A. I think so; yes. 
 @. In the cases that you have known have they not occurred 
among the poor coming from the tenement-house district? 

A. In children? 

@. In children ; yes. 

A. I have only my recollection to go by, and I should say no. 
I have seen a number of cases of pulmonary tuberculosis in children 
under ten that have occurred in my service at the Massachusetts 
Hospital, but they have not been among the paupers, they have 
been among fairly well-to-do people. 

@. I don’t mean paupers as such, but the poorer classes? 

A. They were fairly well-to-do people — working people of 
course. 7 

@. Are you familiar with the location of some of the largest 
hospitals in England? 

A. I know the Brompton Hospital. 

Q. Where is that situated ? 

A. It is in a crowded locality. 

q@. And whether it is near or distant from the seashore? 

A. Not any nearer than London. It is a few miles from the 
seashore. 


Q. Two miles from the seashore? 

A. A few miles. 

@. You don’t know how many miles? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. Well, it is near the seashore, as you understand it, it is not? 
A. Well, it is in the neighborhood of the shore — not as near 


as we are here. I haven’t any idea exactly. 
@. Are you aware that in Japan consumption is a rarity? 
A. I was not aware of that fact. 
@. Do you know anything about the prevalence of consumption 
in Japan? 
No, only a very general impression. 
You wouldn’t undertake to speak of that? 
No. 
Too far away? 
Yes. 
I understand you to say, doctor, that the location of a Home 
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or hospital near the sea, near the seashore, would be objectionable 
on account of the dampness likely to prevail? Am I correct in so, 
understanding you? 

A. I have “forgotten exactly what I did say. 

Q. You wouldn’ t go to that extent would you — wouldn’t say 
that? 

A. That the dampness is an objection? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Not necessarily so. I think, if I remember rightly, that I 
said that the inland localities were better because they were more 
elevated. 

@. Because they were more elevated? 

A. Because they were more elevated. 

@. You mean so far as the patients are concerned? 

A. I beg pardon? 

Q@. So far as the patients’ interests go such a hospital would be 
better for that purpose? 

A. So I should suppose; yes, sir. 

Q. But in high, in elevated, spots, where the air is dry, the 
spread of germs is more likely, is it not? 

A. I suppose theoretically it might be said to be; yes, sir. 

@. So that, as far as an anxious neighborhood is concerned, a 
damp locality near the seashore would ie the safest place to put a 
sanatorium, would it not? 

A. I suppose so. 

Q. I so understood the way you put it. ,Now, doctor, do you 
think there is any difference between the kind of care bestowed in 
a hospital under the control of public authorities and a hospital 

controlled by persons who are influenced purely by unselfish 
interests, the desire to do the most good that can be done for the 
sufferer ? 
I think there is very apt to be a great difference. 
In favor of which? 
In favor of the private hospital. 
In favor of the private hospital? 
Yes, sir. 
What, in your opinion, doctor, is the best way to care for 
and treat the patient—and by that I mean with regard to the 
welfare of the patients associated with him and the neighborhood 
—- in the course of his disease? 

A. An answer to that’ would be very long. 

@. Well, I don’t know as we object to the length, because 
that is what we are here for? 

A. Itis rather a blanket question. It is too long. 

Q. Too much to be answered? 

A. Yessir: 

@. Well, will you give us in a condensed form your views on 
that? That is the issue before this committee, as I understand it, 
— one of the issues. 

A. Generally speaking, what, of course, I suppose you mean is 
my idea whether patients with pulmonary consumption should be 
Collected together or no, and if that is what you mean I think that 
hospitals for consumption are a very necessary thing. 
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@. Yes, that is what I expected. 

A. As you expressed it you wanted my ideas in regard to the 
treatment of individual cases. : 

@. Now, to go a step beyond that: with the understanding that 
it is a very indispensable thing to have hospitals for such purposes, 
as to the manner of looking after the sputum and the oppor- 
tunities for danger in that regard in the management, in the system 
of management, of such a place? 

A. I gave my ideas in regard to that in my other testimony, in 
my direct examination. Of course, I can only give my own ideas 
and what I.do myself, which is to direct my patients to use a 
paper sputum cup, or, if they are poor, as they frequently are at 
the hospital, and cannot afford to buy those sputum cups, use 
pieces of paper, expectorate upon them, and burn them afterwards, 
before the sputum is dried. 

@. Are there any other approved methods? 

A. Why, certainly. ‘There are methods of disposing of it by 
using chemicals, disposing of the expectoration by means of 
chemicals of all sorts and kinds, from the patented mixture to the 
ordinary carbolic-acid solution. 

@. How much greater would be the danger of spread of the 
disease through a crowded locality — that is, a crowded city where 
the tenement house prevailed, the tenement house, overcrowded 
with families huddled together— than where the patients or the 
victims were taken from such homes and put into a properly con- 
ducted sanatorium? 

A. Well, J can’t say how much greater. I should think it would 
be less if they were taken to the sanatorium than if they were left 
in the crowded localities. 

@. It would be very much less, would it not? 

A. I should certainly think it would be less. 

@. What would you say, doctor, would be the danger, if any, 
from a properly conducted sanatorium for consumptives, situated 
upon high land, or a tract of land of something more than three 
acres, where the surrounding estates were not closely built upon 
and the greatest amount of watchfulness possible was exercised in 
the care of the patients? 

A. If that care were exercised I should not think the danger 
would be great. 


Re-direct Examination. 


Q. (By Mr. Botrzs ) Just a moment, doctor. Referring to 
the last question which my brother Nason asked you in regard to 
the danger from a sanatorium containing about three acres of 
eround, where the surrounding buildings were not near to the prem- 
ises, and. your reply that the danger would not be great, it would 
depend somewhat. would it not, doctor, on the number of people 
who were cared for at the Home? 

A. Yes; and also the qualification that I put in —if the care 
were exercised. 

@. If the care were exercised ; and it would depend also on the 
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amount of travel by and around that place would it not, the num- 
ber of people who might come in contact with the premises ? 

A. IT don’t think L quite understand what you mean. 

Q@. The extent of the danger would depend in part upon the 
number of people who passed by, through the streets in front of 
that and around it, as well as the number of patients within it, 
would it not? 

A. Oh, yes; certainly. | 

@. Now, if this Home which he has spoken of, situated on three 
acres, sat back from the street about 100 feet, and there were to 
to be 125 people there in the full condition of tuberculosis, 
if it were a principal street in the part of Dorchester which is 
nearest to Boston, and if there were two churches On one side of 
those premises within three minutes’ walk and three schools on the 
same side within three minutes’ walk, and a parochial school, and 
on the other side there was a railroad station within four minutes’ 
‘walk where there were thirty trains a day stopping each way to 
and from Boston, and also a primary school for children within 
300 or 400 feet, the total number of children in these schools 
being between 1,400 and 1,500 and the total attendance at these 
churches being in, the neighborhood of 1,000 wouldn’t you 
consider that such a Home, so located, was a source of danger in 
a community so inhabited and so traversed ? 

A. I should think it might be. 

@. Yes. And do you believe, as a practical thing, that 100 or 
125 pauper consumptives, roaming about within an area of two or 
three acres, can be so governed and controlled that the bacillus 
shall be imprisoned and exterminated without getting beyond the 
borders of that estate ? 

A. They can only be —I cannot say about that. I believe it 
can be done. 

@. Well, I mean as a practical question can itbe done. I don’t 
mean to have 100 attendants to 100 patients, to watch them every 
minute, but in running an institution of that kind can it be done? 

A. If they were of the pauper class I should say it could not 
be done. ; 

@. So that that would be a source of danger to such a commu- 
nity as that, would it not? 

A. I should think it might be. 

@. My brother spoke about the favorable influences of the 
ocean, as tending to exterminate or repress the energies of the 
bacilli. Dampness does to a certain extent so tend, does it not? 

A. To prevent its spreading? 

Q. Yes, to a certain extent? 

A. Yes; but I think such an interpretation of what I said was 
very far fetched. 

Q. Of courseit was. You wouldn’t recommend placing a Home 
for 100 people in the city of Boston, in the midst of 300,000 in- 
habitants, within half a mile of the sea for public safety, rather 
than to put it in some town fifty miles away, where there were 
9,0U0 inhabitants, would you? 

A. I suppose I must answer that, and of course I must say no. 
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@. That is, the presence of the sea is no such public protector 
as that, that we prefer to have such a Home, for our own safety, in 
the centre of 300,000 rather than to have it in the centre of 
10,000. I don’t suppose my Brother Nason meant that. 


Re-cross Hxamination. 


@. (By Mr. Nason.) I suppose, doctor, where the spirit of 
the management is to prevent the spread of the disease and to do 
what can be done to procure comfort on the part of the consump- 
tives, so that the watchfulness and the care will correspond with 
the demand upon it and with that desire, with a Home so regulated 
and energetically looked after there would not be that ‘danger 
which was suggested by the question of my brother in regard to 
that large number of paupers roaming at large around the erounds. 

A. Of course, the more care that is exercised and the more the 
watchfulness the less the danger is. 

@. Yes. Really the purpose of the management of such an in- 
stitution is to exercise care and to prevent spread of the disease, 
and when that is carried out danger is eliminated, is it not? 

A. Itis not eliminated. It is limited — lessened. 

@. Well, it is purely a matter of care —if the care is sufficient. 

A. If the care were perfect, of course the danger would be 
eliminated. 

@. Of course, if they have enough attendants? 

A. Enough attendants, and if the attendants exercise sufficient 
care the danger would be eliminated. 

@. In pursuance of, the purpose for which the institution is es- 
tablished and carried out, the danger is eliminated —must be, 
mustn’t it? 

A. If it is carried out it is eliminated; yes, sir. 

Q. That is my question —if it is? 

A. Yes, sir; if it is done. 

Q. How long does consumption run, as a rule, before the sub- 
ject reaches the end of life — before it runs its course? 

A. I said that in my opinion the average duration of cases 
before the fatal termination was about three years. 

@. Well, now, if a patient was outside and was not intelligently 
eared for —if there was a case in the neighborhood of this Home, in 
a private family, and the victim was at large without exercising 
those precautions — he would be a much greater source of danger 
to the community than the existence of such a Home? 

A. 1 should think so; yes, sir. 

. Yes. He would be capable of spitting about two billions of 
those energetic germs daily right around that neighborhood ? 

A. Well, but then, it is to be remembered that — 

@. I would like to ask you, doctor, after an acquaintance of 
five years that you have had with one of these individuals, under 
what conditions he existed? You said one of these germs existed 
five years, that you know of? 

A. I said I know about some of them — not one. It would be 
very difficult to handle one of them by himself, 
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@. I should think the identity would be rather mixed? 

A. Buta specimen of the sputum containing these bacilli was 
in my own laboratory. 

@. Under what conditions was it kept? 

coe Loe an. 

@. Away from sunlight? 

A. Well, part of the 1 time — part of the time in sunlight. 

Q. Well, isn’t it a fact that one of these germs exposed to the 
air and to the sunlight cannot live longer than two days? 

A. Qh, yes, but ‘then — 

@. Oh, pardon me. That is all I asked, you know. 

A. I would prefer to answer, to fill out the answer. When 
they are exposed in sputum, out-doors, there is a drying up of the 
sputum, and the conditions are different. © But in pure cultures it 
is a very different matter. The destruction of bacilli in a pure 
culture is a different matter from their destruction in expectoration, 
and the length of time that it would take to destroy them by ex- 
posure to sunlight in the one case is very different from the length 
of time it would take in the other case. So I don’t want any 
more misinterpretation of my answers. . 

@. Well, I think that is all, doctor. 


Re-direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Bottzs.) One word, doctor, in regard to the care 
of consumptives at a Home. ‘The substance of what you said in 
reply to Brother Nason is this: that if human conduct were always 
perfect then there would be no danger, isn’t it? 

A. That is about it, precisely. 

@. That is it precisely. 

A. About what I was trying to express; yes, sir. Given one 
side of the equation perfect, the other side would be perfect. 

Q. nes oe other thing, doctor. Suppose that at a Home such 
as both Mr. Nason and myself have described, on a lot containing 
something over three acres, situated in Dorchester, every year 
in the summer season they have what is called a lawn party, 
beginning sometimes in the day, extending through the 
afternoon and up until eleven o'clock at night, which lawn 
party is attended, without exaggeration, by 15,000 people, 
who, during the lawn party, are all congregated on these two or 
three acres, roam over the ground promiscuously ; that the hospital 
is open for their inspection ; that there is entertainment; that re- 
freshments of various kinds, both in liquid and solid form, are 
furnished in abundance ; and that everybody has a splendid time, 
with two bands of music making all the breeze that two bands 
can, whether or not you would think those were conditions favor- 
able to the dissemination of consumption through the city of 
Boston ? 

A. They would not be unfavorable. I should not anticipate 
great danger from it. 

(@. Not unfavorable. In other words, it is an improper pro- 
ceeding to have take place at the Consumptives’ Home, is it not? 
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A. I don’t think it is the best management. 

Q. And whether or not that would be any evidence to your 
mind that the people who manage that concern did have this 
spirit which my Brother Nason has described — this spirit of per- 
fect management? 

marr’ | don’ t know that he actually meant that the management 
was perfect. There is no such thing as perfect management. 

@. But that is a careless and imprudent thing to do, is it not — 
to invite people about in such crowds that it takes ten minutes to 
go fifty feet on those grounds? ‘That is an imprudent thing to do, 
is it not? 

A. I think it is an imprudent thing to do; yes. 

@. I think that is all, doctor. 

The CHarrman. — Does any member of the committee desire to 
ask the doctor any questions? 


Re-cross Examination. 


(By Mr. Nason.) Doctor, the peace of mind, the mental 
comfort, of the patient has a good deal to do, does it not, with 
the recovery in the case of a consumptive? 

Ara Ole iyes. 

@. And you would consider, would you not, that having a 
hospital so situated that it was accessible to the friends of the 
poor people would be quite a factor in the beneficial result from 
having such a hospital or Home? 

A. I should hardly know how it would work in that case. 
The experience I have had with hospitals has shown that it is 
much better to have them away from the friends not in consump- 
tion. 

@. Not in consumption — you make an exception there? 

A. Yes, I say not in consumption. I have had no experience 
in hospitals for consumption. 

@. And you wouldn’t assume to answer that question, on the 
ground of inexperience. Is that it? 

A. Yes. 

@. Have you had even aslight experience in a hospital for 
consumptives ? 

A. Notas an attendant pbysician, no, sir. 

@. Then I suppose you would not undertake to say whether 
attendants had ever taken consumption while in their service 
there ? 

A. Not of my own knowledge, no. I would undertake to say, 
however, that members of the same family have taken consump- 
tion. 

@. Assuming that persons attending that lawn party, that in 
the number which my brether stated, 10,000 or 15000, some 
large number, there had been no case of consumption in that 
neighborhood since that Home had been established — 

Mr. Bouties. — They don’t come from that neighborhood. 

@. (By Mr. Nason.) You would’nt say that there was any 

danger from that particular lawn party ?

Mr. Bortes. — They don’t come from that neighborhood, 
Brother Nason. 

Mr. Nason. —I think you were there. 

Mr. Borties. —I was there once, and it took me half an hour to 
get out, there was such a crowd. 

Mr. Nason. — We don’t lay that up against you, either. 

@. I don’t know whether that question is before you, doctor, or 
not, or whether you nodded assent or not? 

A. I didn’t answer it. Didn’t understand it. I was going to 
ask you to repeat it. 

@. Iwasgoing to ask you if, out of this vast concourse of 
people who congregated there at that-lawn party, to the number of 
10,000, there had been no sickness from consumption resulting 
therefrom from that day until now, whether you would now say 
that the danger did not exist at that particular lawn parly ? 

A. No, sir; I should not say. 

@.- Of course not. 

A. I should not say that the danger did not exist at all. I 
should simply say that I know nothing about the results. 

@. I am assuming that there were no results? 

A. Well, if that be true, I should still not say that the danger 
did not exist, but that the danger had produced no results. 

@. Well, supposing that for six years there had been these 
lawn parties and that no sickness had resulted therefrom, would 
not the vanishing point be nearly reached in regard to danger? 

A. If that were true, if the supposition were true. 

@. You may assume that that assumption is true? 

A. Allright. If that assumption be true, yes. 


Re-direct Examination. 


Q. (By Mr. Borres.) It is suggested, doctor, that you might 
give us information, might perhaps tell us generally —I don’t 
mean the particular place, necessarily, but generally — where you 
would establish sanatoriums for consumption, provided you had the 
autocratic power to do so. Where would your judgment as a 
physician, a specialist in regard to its treatment, lead you to es- 
tablish homes for consumption — I mean cases arising in Boston? 
I don’t mean out West, or anything like that, but supposing you | 
were going to provide in eastern Mussachusetts some place for 
consumption, in what general locality or kind of place would you. 
establish a sanitarium ? 

A. Well, that is rather a rather difficult matter for me, to limit 
myself to eastern Massachusetts, because 1 know comparatively 
little about the topography of the State, but on general principles 
I should choose a place rather remote from the seashore and a 
place where there was not what is called subsoil moisture, or as 
little as possible, and would reach as high an altitude as could be 
obtained. 

@. And where with respect to centres of population? 

A. As nearly as possible in a wild country. 

@. I think that is all, doctor. 
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Re-cross Examination. 


Q@. (By Mr. Nason.) Doctor, in that light, supposing a hos- 
pital were located in the suburbs of Boston which was caring for 
the very poorest class of people, in a locality easy of access for 
their poor relatives to visit, and sufficiently near to get the service 
of the best medical attendants, that being gratuitous, whether such 
a place would not be a desirable and suitable place for a properly 
conducted sanatorium ? 

A. As I said earlier in my testimony, if I couldn’t get the best 
I would take the next best, and the next, and so on. 

Q. Yes. 

A. I think that the hospitals for consumptiues are a very great 
necessity. As the question is put, if I had the power and couldn’t 
put it anywhere else I would put a hospital on Boston Common. 

_Q. Yes. Of course, if you could, if you had the power and 
could control it, you would perhaps send them to Colorado or 
somewhere, and pay their expenses and look after them. But I 
mean considering the question of getting to and from the hos- 
pital, doing the greatest amount of good to the greatest number, 
and the people being the poor people who cannot pay, wouldn’t 
such a place as I have supposed commend itself as a place for such 
people? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. Yes. 


Re-direct Examination. 


Q. (By Mr. Bortes.) That is, if you couldn’t get any better, 
doctor? : 

A. Certainly. 

Q. You wouldn’t recommend, doctor, putting it on Boston 
Common to accommodate certain doctors who attended it without 
charge, would you? 

A NOs 

@. And the question my brother put, involving the element of 
physicians attending without charge, ought not to enter into the 
question of where the hospital is “located ? 

A. Unfortunately it does enter into the question very much, as 
a practical matter. 

@. But ought not to? 

A. No, but unfortunately it is a matter of necessity, because 
the hospitals must have the best attendance, and in order to do 
that must be near centres of population. 

@. When you say ‘‘ near centres of population” you a 
‘mean exactly that, that they should be somewhere near such 
centres. 

A. Certainly. 

@. And you would call twenty-five miles near a centre? 

A. Yes; certainly. 

Q. (By Ald. W. J. Donovan.) Doctor, I would like to ask 
you if you can give the committee any information in reference to 
how many hospitals there are in Boston for consumptives? 
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A. You mean for consumptives by themselves ? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I cannot give you the exact number ; I think there are three 
or four. 

@. Have you any idea how many patients those hospitals would 
hold, accommodate ? 

A. No. I think one of them holds about thirty. 

Q. On an average? 

A. My impression is that that is the largest. 

Q. Now, have you any idea how many consumptives there are 
walking the streets of Boston, approximately ? 

A. Oh, not the slightest. J can only form an idea of their 
number from the number coming to me at my clinic at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital. 

@. What would be your idea of the number approximately in 
Boston? 

A. I couldn’t give you the number at all, at that clinic. I 
suppose three or four new cases a day, in four months. 

@. You have given to the committee figures of contagious dis- 
eases, so I thought you might have the information I got by 
looking over the report of last year? 

A. It isin the Board of Heaith report. 

@. Yes. That gives approximately about 6,000 walking the 
streets of Boston with this disease? 

Pie Yes: 

Mr. Dana. — That is the State, isn’t it? 

Ald. W. J. Donovan. — No, the city of Boston. 

Mr. Bours. — Six thousand die in the State annually. 

@. (By Ald. W. J. Donovan.) I didn’t know whether you 
knew the fact or not? 

A. I knew it was a very large number. 

@. So if 6,000 are walking the streets every day and these 
homes take care of 25 each their removal would practically do but 
very little to materially reduce the danger of consumption? 

A. Very little. There are not nearly enough of them. 

Ald. W. J. Donovan. — Not nearly enough, exactly. 

@. (By the CHarrman.) Doctor, are you aware of the nature 
of this hearing? Do you know the purposes of the hearing? 

A, Very indefinitely, sir. J have had no special information 
about it. 

(). The reason I asked was to get from you, perhaps, advice as 
to what would be your position if you were in the position we are 
in. What would you advise as to the policy of the city of Boston 
so far as it would relate to the matter of consumptives’ homes? 

A. If you would give me the opportunity, sir, I should be very 
glad to study up and answer the question at some other time. 

(). We would be very much pleased to have yon do so? 

A. I would much rather do it some other time than now. 

Q@. Very well. 

A. I am not coming on the stand again, I hope. 

Mr. Nason. — I suppose the statements ‘will be made publicly? 

Mr. Dana. — Made in writing. 
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Dr. Ernst. — Submitted to the committee, as I understood it. 
As I understood it, the committee asked me to give my advice to 
them, sir? 

The CHarrman. — We should like to have an expression of 
opinion from you. You can place it before us in any way you 
wish, doctor. 

Dr. Ernst. — In writing? 

The Cuairman. — In writing, of course. It can be sent to the 
committee, I suppose. 

Dr. Ernst. — Yes. 

‘Mr. Boies. — There will be a number of hearings, doctor. 

The Cuairman. — We are much obliged to you, doctor. ‘The 
hearing will now stand adjourned, subject to the call of the Chair.

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ORDINANCES OF 1897— CHAPTER 2, 


CONCERNING THE 


ESTABLISHMENT OF A DEPARTMENT OF 
MUNICIPAL STATISTICS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety-seven. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF 
1892 BY PROVIDING FOR A STATISTICS DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


A department of municipal statistics is hereby established, 
to be in charge of a board of six members, of whom the 
City Engineer shall; ex officio, be one, and the remaning five 
members shall be appointed by the mayor. The members 
of said board may be appointed by the mayor at any time 
after the date of the passage of this ordinance, to serve 
until the first day of May next. On or before said first day 
of May, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, the mayor shall 
appoint, subject to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen, 
one member to serve for the term of five years, one for the 
term of four years, one for the term of three years, one for 
the term of two years, and one for the term of one year, 
each term beginning with said first day of May; and annu- 
ally after the current year one such member shall be ap- 
pointed as aforesaid for the term of five years, beginning 
with the first day of May in the year of his appointment. 
Said board shall collect, compile, and publish such. statistics 
relating to the city of Boston, and such statistics of other 
cities, for purposes of comparison, as they may deem of 
public importance.

I transmit herewith a communication from the Chief of 
the Electrical Construction Division relative to his estimate 
of cost of equipping the four ferry-boats now lighted by 
lamps with electric lights. 

This communication seems to fully account for the differ- 
ence between the cost of installing electric lights upon the 
ferry-boats General Hancock and East Boston, and the esti- 
mated cost of installing upon the other ferry-boats electric 
lighting plants of double the capacity and of much superior 
character.

DEAR Sir: I herewith respectfully submit a statement 
regarding the installation of electric light plants on the 
ferry-boats. 

Cost of first ferry-boat (General Hancock), $1,728; 
capacity 50-16 c. p. lamps, steam pressure 385 lbs. Cost of 
second ferry-boat (East Boston), $1,278; capacity 50-16 
c. p. lamps, steam pressure 100 lbs. Both of those plants 
are engines driving dynamos by means of belts. 

The request which this division received from the Superin- 
tendent of Ferries asked for the installation of a 100-light 
plant on each ferry-boat, which is double the number of 
lights on either of the above ferry-boats. It was also 
specified that the dynamos should be connected direct with 
the engines, which would make a more expensive outfit. 

The difference in price of the two plants previously 
mentioned, is due to the fact that in the case of the General 
Hancock it was necessary to provide an engine capable of 
doing the work with 35 lbs. steam pressure, which requires 
a large cylinder and separate condenser, while in the case 
of the East Boston the engine operates at 100 lbs. steam 
pressure and exhausts into the main condenser. An engine 
to run at 85 lbs. pressure is much more expensive than one 


for 100 lbs. The four other boats have only 35 lbs. pressure 


and we were therefore obliged to figure on large engines 
and the necessary condensers. ‘The work done on each of 
the boats was in its time first-class in every particular. 
The same style of work would not at the present time be 
acceptable to either the Wire Department, the Board of 
Fire Underwriters or to this Division. 
These are the facts in the case — trusting that same are 
satisfactory.

Str: In reply to the request of the City Council, to be 
be informed “ when the North End Park will be completed 
and in readiness for public use,” we beg to say that we have 
recently awarded contracts for the administration building 
and women’s bath-house and for the piers, both of which are 
expected to be completed July 1, 1897. 

A contract has yet to be made for the men’s bath-house, 
which, as it will extend out upon the pier, cannot be com- 
pleted until the pier is finished 

The surfacing of the ground and the planting will also 
have to await the completion of the works now in progress, 
as the ground will be occupied by the contractors. 

Work on the Copp’s Hill terraces is under contract to be 
completed June 1, and they, together with the beach, the 
promenade piers and the women’s bath-house will doubtless 
be available for public use a large part of the coming season.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of perform- 
ing the duties and exercising the powers of the city of 
Boston and the county of Suffolk, payable during the finan- 
cial year 1897-8, beginning with the first day of February,

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MINORITY REPORT. 


City oF Bosron, 
In Boarp OF ALDERMEN, March 29, 1897. 


The undersigned members of the Committee on Market 
Department respectfully dissent from the recommendation 
of the majority of the committee, and are strongly of the 
opinion that the rents charged for the stalls and cellars in 
Faneuil Hall Market are much too low. 

There certainly is no desire to in any way hamper the 
city’s tenants in the market, but there are many circum- 
stances which convince the committee that an advance ~ 
should be made in the rentals. In 1877 the rents were 
reduced 20 per cent., on the ground that the times demanded 
it. Real estate was at a very low ebb, and business was 
ereatly depressed, and parties owning property in the 
vicinity had lowered their rents about the same percentage, 
and the city acted only in fairness in treating their tenants 
the. same as private property owners. While rents have 
increased in property owned by private parties there has 
been no increase in the rentals of Faneuil:Hall Market since 
Test (bc 

While it may seem strange, your committee are to a 
certain extent actuated in recommending an increase of 
rentals, from evidence submitted by lessees of some of the 
stalls in the market. While it is claimed generally by those 
who favor renewal at present rates and others interested 
that it would be a hardship to make an increase, yet the 
members of the committee recommending an increase do so 
on evidence presented by the lessees of these stalls. In 
every instance where a transfer or sub-lease has been made, 
the opinion of the original lessee as to the value of the 
stall or cellar is very much at variance with his opinion as 
to what the city should charge him for its use, for in every 
instance a very large bonus has been obtained for these 
transfers, and we believe it is reasonable to presume that 
the evidence submitted by the lessees themselves is sufficient 
to warrant the City Council in increasing the rentals. 

Then again it is claimed that the market pays the city a 
net income on the total valuation of about five per cent., 
and the figures apparently verify this statement, but in: 
reality the income does not net three per cent. on the valua-. 
tion. Furthermore, if the market was kept up to the 
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standard that would be established by a private corporation 
maintaining it, the net income at the present rentals would 
be very much less than three per cent. on the total valuation. 
Faneuil Hall, which is beyond question the most historic 
building in the United States, if not in the world, certainly 
is entitled to the very best of care. The hall proper is in a 
pretty good state of preservation, but the ante-rooms on the 
same floor as the hall are certainly a disgrace to a civilized 
community. Time and again money has been asked for the 
putting in proper condition of these rooms, but no money 
has been available. Now it is not unreasonable to ask that 
these rents should be increased so as to provide fer reasonable 
repairs. 

It is well known that the drainage of new Faneuil Hall 
market is in a very deplorable condition, and it is not an 
exaggeration to state that no private individual would be 
allowed to maintain drainage such as is operated in connec- 
tion with this market. Here again the difficulty has been no 
funds. Indeed, your committee unhesitatingly state that the 
lessees of the stalls and cellars would be willing to pay 
some increased rental, provided they could be guaranteed a 
reasonable amount of repairs in the market. 

There is no question but what there are many reputable 
business men who would willingly pay a much larger rental 
for these stalls and cellars than the city is now obtaining. 
If the policy is to be adhered to of keeping the rents at their 
present or lower prices, or, in other words, if the City 
Council considers the market leases in the nature of a 

eratuity, then in the disbursement of the trust they should 
at least establish the condition that none but citizens of 
Boston should receive such gratuities. It is a fact adversely 
commented upon by many of our best citizens that the 
majority of the lessees of the market are non-residents and 
non-taxpayers of the city. It is possible, perhaps, that this 
is something that the City Council, under the ordinances 
as at present in force, may not be able to change, but they 
ean at least express the sentiment of a large majority of the 
citizens of Boston, with the wish that His Honor the Mayor 
may instruct the Superintendent to consider the wishes of 
bona-fide residents and citizens in preference to non-residents. 

An increase in the rentals would give the citizens of 
Boston an opportunity to obtain ‘these stalls and cellars if 
the statement that the rents are now too high is a correct 
and valid one. 

Since 1892 fifty transfers have been made, four-fifths of 
which were to non-residents. It is not surprising that the 
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persons who bought these leases and paid heavy bonuses 
should strenuously object to any increase in the rentals, and 
it is not unnatural that the other lessees should join in the 
opposition to any increase. It may be argued that times 
are hard and that business is depressed, but we have been 
assured by the press of the country that confidence has been 
restored and that a revival of business is at our doors. ‘To 
hold an opinion to the contrary is an admission of lack of 
confidence in President McKinley and his administration. 
We feel that from the knowledge obtained of the policy 
of private individuals and corporations owning property in 
the same vicinity, and the assurances of prosperity that the 
undersigned are warranted in recommending an increase in 
the rentals of at least 50 per cent. This would only be a 
net increase of 20 per cent. on the rents as established prior 
to 1877: 
We accordingly recommend the passage of the accompany- 

ing order.

Certain changes which have resulted in improvement were 
made in the methods of the Water Department last year. 
With the commencement of this year a beginning was made 
of extending the same principles to District 4 and the Meter 
Division. 

It was reported to me that there were some old meters, 
unfit for use, stored at the Eastern Division yard. In re- 
sponse to my inquiry as to whether they could be repaired 
or not, the following report was sent, under date of February 
12, by the foreman of the Meter Division (its responsible 
head), Mr. Samuel H. Turner:

DEAR SiR: Your request to have me report on the prac- 
ticability of having the one hundred or more Metropolitan 
meters now in the shop repaired has been received. I would 
say that there is no doubt but the meters can be repaired, 
but they will have to be sent to the factory where they were 
made. These meters were all changed for cause, and some 
of them were serious, such as entire stoppage, no force, ete., 
mostly caused by connecting rods on piston rusting off, 
ratchet gear wearing out, intermediate or counter gear wear- 
ing. They are generally filled with rust, and the cost of 
changing meters every year or two and removing rust is

quite an item. If these meters are repaired the same causes 
for complaint would soon occur, and I do not think it would 
be economy to have them repaired.

Acting on that report I ordered the meters sold. The 
sale was duly advertised, and, in addition, notices were sent 
to the dealers in old metal. The National Meter Company 
was the only bidder. The bid accepted was $6, cash, for 
each meter. | 

I am informed that the practice in the past was to break 
up old meters and throw them in the junk pile. When dis- 
posed of in this way the prices received for meters, similar 
in size to those which are the subject of the above order, 
averaged less than $2 each. 

The original cost of the meters sold was, for the 34-inch 
size (of which there were 110), $34 each, and for the 1-inch 
Size (of which there were nine), $48 each. There were sold 
two lots, consisting of sixty and fifty-nine meters, respectively. 

I submit a detailed report from Mr. Samuel H. Turner, 
foreman of meters, in regard to the sizes, registered num- 
bers and makes of the meters, with the reasons for condemn- 
ing same. Mr. Turner is a veteran of the war, has been em- 
ployed in the Meter Department twenty-seven years, and 
has been in charge of it for some years. I am of the opinion 
that he is a competent authority to decide whether a meter 
should be condemned or not, and whether it would be ex- 
pedient to have it repaired or otherwise disposed of.

avenue, with all necessary cross-overs, switches and connec- 
tions connecting with the existing tracks of said company ; 
said tracks and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan 
made by A. L. Plimpton, dated October 8, 1896, and depos- 
ited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 
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The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance — 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and 
void.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
PURCHASE OF THE MUNICIPAL PRINTING 
PLANT. 


City oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE MAyor. 


Ciry Haut, April 5, 1897. 
To the Board of Aldermen : 


An order passed by the Common Council, at its last meet- 
ing, providing that “the joint standing Committee on Print- 
ing be directed to investigate the recent purchase of a 
printing plant for the city, to inquire into the terms of said 
purchase and the condition of said plant and its appurte- 
nances at the time thereof, with authority to employ a 
stenographer, give public hearings, and report their findings 
in print,” will be presented to your Board at its meeting 
to-day, and I desire to request you to concur promptly in 
the passage of this order, so that the proposed inquiry may 
be made at once. I shall be glad to afford every facility for 
such an investigation. 

At the last meeting of the Common Council one of the 
members made himself responsible for the statement that 
“the total valuation of this establishment of Cashman & 
Co., when it was purchased by the city, at a liberal estimate 
in every respect, is $10,767.75,” and after reading an in- 
ventory, with appraisals, he made the further statement 
that “this whole municipal printing plant is a fraud upon 
the city.” As these charges come from a member of the 
City Government, are specific, and of a grave character, I am 
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anxious that he should be given the fullest opportunity to 
prove them, particularly as a leading morning newspaper of 
this city has editorially endorsed them. 

If I have remained silent heretofore as to the current 
charges respecting the printing plant, it has not been be- 
cause of the least unwillingness to have all of the facts con- 
nected with it probed to the bottom in any proper manner, 
but because I wished to have the charges come from some 
responsible source before dignifying them with any notice. 
I have every confidence that any fair inquiry will show 
that the whole transaction connected with the purchase of a 
printing plant was carried through conscientiously, carefully, 
and in a business-like manner, and that the city secured a 
fair and satisfactory bargain. 

Without undertaking at this time to anticipate the investi- 
gation, I desire to place before the City Council and the pub- 
lic certain salient facts, in order that it may not be rashly 
assumed in any quarter that because an investigation is to 
be held something is wrong. It was argued in the Common 
Council that “ where there is so much smoke there must be 
some fire”’; but in these days of sensational journalism that 
does not always hold true. 

First. — Before anything was done in the matter of pur- 
chasing a plant I requested the Merchants Municipal Com- 
mittee to designate one of its members to act upon a 
committee of three persons to assist the Superintendent of 
Printing and myself in making the purchase. One of the 
members of this committee was to be a business man, one 
was to bea practical printer, and the third was to be an expert 
on printing presses. In compliance with this request, the Mer- 
chants Committee designated its chairman, Hon. Jonathan A. 
Lane, to serve in this capacity, and he subsequently accepted 
this duty. This may be regarded in certain quarters as the 
initial step in the perpetrdtion of a “fraud upon the city.” 
Mr. H. Thomas Elder, the President of the Typographical 
Union, a foreman for many years in the office of the *“* Boston 
Herald,” and also well known in connection with co-operative 
banks, in which he has long been an officer, was selected as 
the practical printer; and Mr. W. A. Tarbett, of the firm of 
Dennan & Tarbett, who are dealers in second-hand printing 
machinery, and have often been employed as experts by in- 
surance companies and others in connection with the ap- 
praisal of second-hand printing plants, was the third member 
of the committee. It may be conceivable that an experienced 
and successful merchant might allow himself to be so hood- 
winked as to be made a tool to palm off a $10,000 plant 
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upon the city of Boston for $30,000; but as it is not con- 
ceivable that Messrs. Elder & Tarbett were so ignorant of 
the value of type and presses as to innocently appraise 
a plant for nearly three times its real value, I presume that 
they are charged with being parties in some manner to the 
‘“¢ fraud.” 

Second. — The plant of Cashman & Co. was neither pur- 
chased in secrecy or without competition. The second step 
in the alleged “fraud,” after the appointment of the commit- 
tee, was to advertise publicly for proposals for the sale of 
second-hand printing plants to the city, and four bids were 
received in answer to such advertisement. 

Third. — The lowest bid received was for the sum of 
$30,000. Mr. Cashman’s bid, as presented, being for the 
sum of $31,000. The $30,000 bid was from Rockwell & 
Churchill, and this bid involved the joint occupation of cer- 
tain buildings between the city and themselves; their lowest 
bid, on the basis of a Separation of their plant and the occu- 
pation by the city of a distinct building, was $33,500. The 
price paid to Cashman & Co. was, therefore, as low as any 
second-hand plant was offeréd for, and if the reasons for pre- 
ferring their plant to a portion of that of Rockwell & 
Churchill are desired they will be forthcoming, and will be 
found amply sufficient. 

Fourth. —'The one person in the city of Boston who has a 
fuller knowledge than any other of what is needed for a plant 
adequate to do the work of the city is Col. Horace T. Rock- 
well. He was not only willing, but anxious to sell a por- 
tion of his plant to the city, and therefore presumably made 
his price a low one. His first proposition, before bids were 
advertised for, on the basis of joint occupancy, was $43,000 ; 
and by some differences in the machinery and material cov- 
ered by the proposition, he brought his final bid, on the basis 
of joint occupancy, down to $30,000. This certainly is 
pretty fair evidence from a well-informed and reliable source 


that $30,000 was not an exorbitant price for a plant adequate 


for doing the work of the ctiy of Boston. 

Fifth. — The Cashman plant is, in respect to presses, more 
than adequate for doing the printing of the city, and in 
respect to type and miscellaneous furnishings it is substan- 
tially adequate. One double Hoe newspaper press is included 
in the plant, which is not needed for the work of the city. 
This was well understood in advance, and responsible dealers 
have offered to allow $2,500 for this press on the purchase 
of new machinery. In my communication to the City 
Council, informing it of the purchase of the Cashman plant,

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I stated that some additional type would have to be provided, 
and since purchasing the plant the sum of $2,104.99 has been 
expended in the purchase of new type, type stands, leads and 
rules and rollers. The presses are all in good working 
order, and are capable of turning out first-class work. Only 
a small portion of the type has been found to be sO WOIN as 
to impair its quality. 

Siath.— Mr. Tarbett’s appraisal of the printing presses, 
machinery, shafting, boiler, engine, piping, etc., amounted to 
the sum of $21,855, and Mr. Elder’s appraisal of the type 
and composing-room furniture amounted. to the sum of 
$6,349.20, making the total appraised value of the plant 
$28,194.20. On the basis of this appraisal the plant was 
purchased, with the approval of all three members of the 
committee, for the sum of $30,000. 

Seventh. — Before bids were advertised for Cashman & Co. 
had been approached, through a business man acting in be- 
half of the Superintendent of Printing, and the lowest price 
which he could succeed in getting them to name, without 
knowledge on their part as to who the purchaser would be, 
was $31,000. 

Eighth. —In the year 1894 the plant of Cashman & Co. 
was valued for assessment by the city of Boston at about 
$22,000, and this valuation has not since been changed, 
although the plant has been materially added to. Plants of 
this character are notoriously assessed for rather less than 
their real value, as is indicated by the fact that the whole 
plant of Rockwell & Churchill is only assessed for $40,000. 
It hardly seems likely that Cashman & Co. would have sub- 
mitted, without protest, to paying taxes upon more than twice 
the value of their plant. 

Ninth. — It is very possible that if this plant had been put 
up for sale at auction, or if it had been sold by piecemeal, it 
might have brought somewhat less than the city paid; but it 
was not for sale in that manner. The price paid was for the 
plant as a whole in operation. ‘The appraisal was based 
upon the value of the plant for continued use, not the value 
of its constituent parts, to be sold separately or sent to the 
melting pot or the foundry. I have no doubt that alleged 
experts can be found to appraise the plant for $10,000 or 
even for $5,000, upon the basis of a forced disposition. It is 
easy to depreciate the value of any machinery or property in 
this manner. 

Tenth. — It must be remembered that the city acquired 
not only a printing plant, but a power plant, and a lease | 
which was considered of considerable value. The ques- 
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tion of reut and cost of power was an important one in 
connection with the purchase of a plant. The arrangements 
of Cashman & Co. in these respects, as will-be clearly shown 
on investigation, were so advantageous that they gave an 
added element of value to their plant. I believe that the 
facts will show that, as compared with the proposition. of 
Rockwell & Churchill, the city will in ten years save in rent 
and power the whole cost of the printing plant. The present 
lease runs until Jannary 1, 1900. It was considered, under 
all the circumstances, a valuable asset, and was allowed for 
as such. 

There may of course be room for a fair difference of 
opinion as to whether it was better policy for the city to 

purchase any second-hand printing plant rather than to start 
with an entirely new outfit; but it can be demonstrated be- 
yond question that the cost of a plant adequate to do the 
work of the city would have been much greater if it had been 
purchased new, and it seemed a wise and conservative policy 
in initiating the experiment of a municipal printing plant to | 
keep the cost down to the lowest possible point. Nothing 
has developed as to the condition of the plant since it has 
been in use by the city to indicate that this will not prove to 
be good economy in the long run, as well as for the time 
being. The city has a plant which will compare favorably with 
others in the city, and experience will demonstrate that there 
is no reason to be ashamed of it in any respect. The plant 
is to-day affording adequate facilities for the employment of 
some seventy persons in executing the printing of the city. 

I may point out, in conclusion, that the proposition 
to establish a municipal printing plant excited intense op- 
position, not only among the Master Printers, but in other 
quarters. ‘The reasons for this opposition need not now be 
gone into, but its existence is obvious, and this should lead 
both the City Council and the public to be slow in accepting 
the statements to which interested parties have been zealously 
endeavoring to give currency. 

I transmit herewith the inventories and appraisals prepared 
by Messrs. Elder and Tarbett, the two propositions of Rock- 
well & Churchill, and a letter from Mr. C. H. Collagan, of 
the Boston Type Foundry, giving an independent valuation 
of a portion of the Cashman plant.

Sir: The Board of Street Commissioners respectfully re- 
port upon the order of the Board of Aldermen of March 195, 
1897, of which a copy is sent herewith, that it is hardly pos- 
sible to make an estimate of what money would be required 
to establish a twenty-foot building line upon Beacon street, 
between Commonwealth avenue and St. Mary’s street. Be- 
tween the avenue and the railroad bridge the expense would

be equivalent upon the south side certainly to the value of 
the land restricted, and, in addition, upon parts of that por- 
tion of the street, a very considerable damage to remainders 
would have to be provided for. West of the railroad, upon 
the north side, is some shallow land, which would be practi- 
cally useless under a twenty-foot set-back, and adjoining 
that is a large apartment house, built to within ten feet of 
the street line. Other houses, already erected, are constructed 
back of the twenty-foot line, and their owners would probably 
release any claim for damages from an established building 
line. Where the street widens to one hundred and sixty feet 
there is a set-back on the north side of twenty feet, but the 
land on the south side, from Audubon Circle to St. Mary’s 
street, is vacant and unrestricted, and the owners, the Com- 
missioners understand, would claim damages if the city of 
Boston established any building line upon it. 

It will be therefore seen that without consultation and 
agreement with all the owners concerned, it would be very 
difficult for the Commissioners to report what sum would be 
required to meet the expense of establishing the building 
line referred to in the order.

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MESSAGE OF THE. MAYOR 
RECOMMENDING 


LOAN OF $37,500 FOR PURCHASING AS A PLAY- 
GROUND AND SMALL PARK A PORTION OF 
THE GIBSON SCHOOL FUND LAND IN DOR- 
CHESTER. 


Ciry or Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
City Haut, April 21, 1897. 


To the City Council: 


I desire to recommend that a loan appropriation of $37,500 
be made to the Park Department, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing as a playground and small park the lot of land (con- 
taining about 250,000 square feet) bounded by Dorchester 
avenue, Park street and Bourneside street, Ward 20, and 
intersected by an extension of Geneva avenue. This land 
is held in trust by the city under the will of Christopher 
Gibson, the proceeds of the trust to be used for the “ use 
and purpose, benefit and behoof, of the schools of learning 
in the ‘Town of Dorchester.” In order to avoid any legal 
questions connected with this trust, it is desirable to have 
the land taken by right of eminent domain, under the Play- 
ground Act. 

This land seems to be most conveniently located for the pur- 
pose of a playground and small local park, and I understand 
that there is a general agreement among the citizens of this 
locality that a playground could not be located in a more suit- 
able position. In addition to the general arguments in favor 
of establishing local playgrounds which I have heretofore 
strongly urged upon the City Council, the fact that the money 
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paid for this particular land will go into a fund held fora 
public purpose constitutes a strong additional consideration 
in favor of this taking. The income of the sum of $37,500, 
expended in accordance with the directions of the will, will 
be of benefit to the schools of the Dorchester District. The 
Gibson Trust also owns land ou the opposite side of Dorches- 
ter avenue, and the value of such land will certainly be 
materially increased by taking the lot proposed for a play- 
ground. 


The amount of the appropriation recommended allows for 


payment for the land at the rate of fifteen cents per foot. 
While this is lower than its present assessed value, it is 
claimed that this is a fair price for the tract as a whole, 
under the circumstances. 

I trust that the desirability of making this recommendation 
will commend itself to the City Council, and that it may be 
possible to secure this land very shortly.

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A REGULATION 


CONCERNING THE 


PROJECTION OF BAY WINDOWS.

Chapter six of the Revised Regulations of 1892 is hereby 
amended by inserting after section thirty the following new 
section : 

SECT. 31. No bay window shall project over a public 
street in said city when said street is thirty feet or less in 
width, unless bay windows already exist on said street. No 
bay window shall project over a public street of thirty feet 
or more in width more than eighteen inches over said street, 
unless bay windows already exist on said street, and no bay 
window shall project more than three feet over a public way.

TRANSMITTING 


LOAN ESTIMATES OF DEPARTMENTS. 


City oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE MAyor, 
City Hatt, April 30, 1897. 


To the City Council : 


It has seemed to me desirable to inaugurate the practice of 
having the different departments prepare requests for loan 
appropriations, in the same manner as the department esti- 
mate for current or maintenance expenses, to be provided for 
out of the annual tax levy, are made up, and to have such 
department loan estimates laid before the City Council for 
consideration by it, and by the Committee on Finance. I[ 
accordingly issued a circular, under date of April 1st, 
‘requesting heads of departments to prepare and send to me 
their estimates of the different loan appropriations needed in 
connection with the work of their several departments during 
the current year. I now transmit these loan estimates to the 
City Council, and I trust that they may be fully and care- 
fully considered in connection with the preparation and pas- 
sage of a general loan order. 

Of course the appropriations asked for by the different 
departments amount in the aggregate to considerably more 
than the city has the right to borrow during the current 
year. The task of weighing the relative importance and 
urgency of the different loan appropriations requested is a 
difficult one, but I feel that every effort should be made to 
determine and provide for the most urgent necessities in con-. 
nection with the work of the different departments, before 
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appropriations are made for local improvements. I refrain 
at the present time from making definite recommendations 
myself as to the appropriations of the whole amount which 
the city is now authorized to borrow. 

I trust that the City Council will appreciate the impor- 
tance of having a general loan order passed at an early date.

Hon. JostAnd Quincy, Mayor ; 


Str: In reply to your Circular No. 18, I most respect- 
fully report that the permanent requirements for this de- 


- partment are as follows: 


A house to be built on land already bought for the purpose 
near Grove Hall, Dorchester, which will cost, in my opinion, 
with equipment, about twenty-three thousand (23,000) 
dollars. My reason for urging this addition to the depart- 
ment is the rapidly increasing number of buildings .in the 
vicinity, as well as the distance of any present ladder service. 

Engine 30, on Mt. Vernon street, West Roxbury, has been 
pronounced by the Building Commissioner as unworthy of 
repairs, and certainly is not large enough for the apparatus 
needed to properly protect that village; many of the boxes 
to which they respond are at a distance; and, in order to 
satisfactorily do its duty, the engine equipment should be 
strengthened, which cannot be done in the present restricted 
quarters ; a properly constructed house could, in my opinion, 
be built for twenty thousand (20,000) dollars. 

The house occupied by Ladder 13, on Washington street, 
near Dover, has several times been condemned, and should, 
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as soon as possible, I think, be replaced by one fitted for the 
work laid out for this important piece of apparatus, the 
estimated cost of which is about twenty thousand ( 20,000) 
dollars. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the importance 
of new quarters for a Veterinary Hospital, the present old 
piece of a barn, hired in Roxbury, being unfit and inadequate 
for this important branch of our service, and suggest that 
the eleven thousand four hundred and five dollars and forty- 
one cents ($11,405.41) saved from the appropriation of 
$30,000 made for building Ladder House 12, on Tremont 
street, be transferred for the purpose. x

Hon. JOSIAH QuINcy, Mayor: 

Sir: Replying to your communication respecting needs 
for a loan appropriation for the purposes of this depart- 
ment, the Board of Health desires to call attention to the 
necessity of more adequate urinal accommodations for the 
public throughout the city. 

This department has maintained some twenty public con- 
veniences, a number of which have been ordered removed by 
the City Council, owing to the complaints of people living in 
the vicinity of the urinals, and by the construction of the 
subway. All the urinals hitherto maintained by the city 
have been erected above ground and have been an annoy- 
ance, more by reason of sentimental considerations than on 
account of any actual nuisance arising from their use. ‘This 
department is convinced that the time has come for the 
erection of a larger number of these establishments in differ- 
ent parts of the city, and for a new departure in the methods 


of construction. By locating the urinals under ground the - 


chief objection to their existence on the part of the public is 
removed, and they can be made more adequate for their pur- 
poses, and maintained in a better manner. The expense of 
the erection of urinals under ground, however, would be 
much larger at the outset, and it would require a consider- 
able sum of money even to initiate the change.

We would respectfully suggest that a loan of not less than 
$25,000 be set apart for this purpose. 

The Board of Health has hitherto had charge of the con- 
struction and care of the public urinals in the city, but does 
not wish it understood from this communication as desiring 
to undertake the work involved in this new departure, if it 
is thought desirable to place it in charge of a special com- | 
mittee. ‘The latter course has been adopted in New York - 
City where a very large number of bath-houses and * Public 
Comfort Stations,” so-called, are now in process of erection, 
under direction of the Mayor’s special committee. The sub- 
ject is one that would require special investigation before 
proceeding with the work.

Str: In addition to the communication presented to your 
Honor on April 6, in regard to additional appropriation in 
the special loan, the Trustees beg leave to call your atten- 
tion to their various communications of last year, in regard 
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to establishing a down-town Relief Station. The estimate 
as presented by the Trustees at that time was, that to equip 
and maintain a Relief Station for the first year would require 
an appropriation of $45,000, and after it was. established, 
$25,000 for maintenance annually. It is not necessary for 
me to present to you any further argument in regard to the 
desirability of such a station. I might say, however, that 
the Trustees are frequently spoken to by leading citizens 
and others pressing the necessity of such a station, and the 
recent large accidents that have occurred in the business 
parts of the city prove the wisdom of establishing such a 
station in connection with the Boston City Hospital. 

The Trustees have for three years had attheir disposal a 
special appropriation of $4,000 for the placing of elevators in 
our buildings. The Trustees, however, deemed it wise to wait 
until such time as we should have our own electric plant, 
because, acting under the advice of consulting engineers, 
they came to the opinion that it was better to run the ele- 
vators by electricity. The amount of $4,000 would only be 
sufficient for a part of the elevator service, and the Trustees 
believe that the whole cannot be done short of $9,000, and 
therefore beg to call your Honor’s attention to the fact that 
$5,000 additional appropriation will be necessary to put the 
elevator service in complete, as it should be. This is prac- 
tically the only Hospital of any size, with buildings of three 
stories, that has not elevators for the conveyance of patients, 
nurses and doctors. The Trustees have repeatedly asked for 
money, and deem this item an absolute necessity for the 
comfort of the Hospital workers.

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


Boston, APRIL 3, 1897. 
Hon. JostAH Quincy, Mayor: 


Sir: In answer to your circular No. 18 under date of 
April1, 1897, I am directed by the Trustees to state that 
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their requests for consideration in the proposed Loan Bill 
would embody two items: 

Ist. An additional sum not exceeding $100,000 for 
“construction’’ purposes for the completion of the new 
Library building. | 

2d. A sum sufficient for the purchase of land, and the 
erection of a building and equipment for the East Boston 
Branch Library. 

The reasons leading to the latter of these requests are 
fully set forth in a communication addressed to you under 
date of March 27. The needs of an additional sum. for 
‘‘construction ”’ purposes in connection with the new Library 
building, as set forth in our annual report, shortly to be sub- 
mitted to you, were communicated to you in a copy of the 
passage, forwarded to you by the Librarian, under date of 
March 81. 

To the above statement we beg to add the enclosed pas- 
sages from the Report of the Examining Committee for the 
year 1896-97, which was submitted to us yesterday. The 
first passage relating to the East Boston Branch, the second 
to the completion of the new Library building. 


COMPLETION OF NEW LIBRARY BUILDING. 


[Abstract from report of Examining Committee submitted to the Tiustees, 
April 2, 1897, John E. Hudson, Chairman. | 

“The building appropriation for the new library is, or 
when all bills are paid will be, exhausted, and a considerable 
additional sum is imperatively necessary to fit the building 
for its intended uses. It is a structure so large and so diffi- 
cult to adapt to the best administrative methods, that certain 
changes are unavoidable. Besides these, additional heating 
and lighting apparatus have been found indispensable, the 
ventilating devices have needed improvement, rooms left 
unfinished have been put into use, additional furniture has 
been needed, and other expenditures have been found neces- 
sary to complete and furnish the building. These facts make 
it desirable that a considerable amount be added to that here- 
tofore available for the purpose of putting the building into 
thoroughly usable condition,—not including, however, the 
completion of important decorations, which may well be left 
for gradual treatment, as funds are available for that purpose.” 

The Sub-Committee on Finance, of the Examining Com- 
mittee, consisted of Everett W. Burdett, Joseph J. Corbett, 
and John L. Bates. 
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EAst Boston BRANCH. 


[Abstract from report of Examining Committee submitted to the Trustees, 
April 2, 1897, John E. Hudson, Chairman. | 

“The condition of the East Boston Branch seems to the 
committee imperatively to demand attention at the earliest 
possible opportunity. ‘This branch is unfortunate (a) in its 
room, which is dull and dingy by day, poorly lighted by 
night, and unattractive and ill-ventilated all the time; (0) in 
its material equipment, both of books and furniture ; (¢) in its 
surroundings, being over a municipal court room and oppo- 
site a police station; and (d) in its location with reference 
to the centre of the population it is meant to serve. 

‘¢ Meanwhile the circulation of 63,443 books during the 
past year places the branch fourth on the list, and shows the 
eagerness of the demand for books. 

«The committee recommend most strongly that a special 
appropriation be granted to relocate and properly equip this 
branch. This is in their opinion the first and most important 
change to be undertaken by the Board of Administration 
with regard to the branches.” 


From DRAFT OF ANNUAL REPORT OF TRUSTEES FOR 1896-7. 


The Trustees would draw attention to the need of an 
appropriation for certain additional work at the Central 
Library, which may be considered as “construction,” and 
therefore properly chargeable to construction account. 

One hundred thousand dollars, at least, are needed for 
these purposes. It was not to be expected when the designs 
of this great Library building were made, that everything 
needed for the accommodation of the institution could be 
foreseen and supplied. Experience was required of new and 
developing uses. 

We would refer to some of these unanticipated demands. 
It was found, as we have hereinbefore said, that the heating 
apparatus was insufficient to warm certain parts of the build- 
ing. This defect could not have been foreseen when the 
plans of the apparatus were made, because certain structural 
peculiarities in the building presented conditions affecting 
the efficiency of the apparatus which could not be taken into 
account at the outset of the plan. 

The scheme for ventilation, notwithstanding the time and 
study given to it by its designer, proved wholly inadequate 
for the desired result, and we were compelled to expend 
largely in improving it. 
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The apparatus is not yet what it should be, as we have 
stated, and further moneys are required to perfect it. 

We were obliged to purchase an auxiliary engine and 
dynamo for heating, lighting, and power purposes. New 
wiring for electric lights in the periodical and other rooms 
were required; also additional fixtures for the delivery 
room, the children’s room and other departments. Standard 
lamps were needed for the bookcases in Bates Hall. The 
cost of them was $1,400. 

Certain work should be done on the roof-platform and 
other parts of the exterior of the building, which is properly 
‘construction’ and chargeable to construction account and 
not to maintenance. 

Two freight elevators are greatly wanted for the conve- 
nient performance of the work of-the Library. 

Certain portions of the building which have never been 
completed should be fitted up for administrative purposes. 
A large room over the bound newspaper room should be pre- 
pared as a duplicate room, and nearly half the basement 
fitted for storage shelving and other library accommodations. 

As the room occupied by the Patent collection is wanted 
for a reading room, a gallery floor must be put up in the 
newspaper room for the accommodation of this collection. 

The ceiling of the delivery room has never been finished, 
and if it is to be made as designed to correspond with the 
rest of the room, the cost will be large. 

Certain important changes, involving considerable expense, 
must be made in some of the administration rooms, espe- 
cially in the branch rooms where only facilities were made for 
sending out about 5,000 volumes a year, but now there 
should be provision for sending out at least 800,000. This 
change would require the remodelling of one of the stack 
floors at much expense. ‘The domed rooms, those occupied 
by the Barton, Ticknor, and Fine Arts collections, should 
have lights around the domes. 

The above are only some of the needs of the Library; 
many more and pressing ones might be named which daily 
experience shows are made indispensably requisite by the 
growth of the Library, the constant increase of those who 
use it, and the development of new uses. 

It is obviously impossible to defray the cost of all these 
and other necessary improvements from our appropriations 
for maintenance. We should have a further special “ build- 
ing appropriation.” 

Of late, when an item of such work properly chargeable 
to “construction ”’ has been so pressing that it cannot be 
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delayed, we have been compelled to borrow for the time the 
means for payment from our Furnishing appropriation to be 
returned hereafter. 


‘SPECIAL REPORT UPON THE NEEDS OF THE EAST 
Boston BRANCH. 


“ To the Trustees : 


“I beg to call your attention to the need of immediate 
action towards the improvement of the East Boston Branch. 

‘¢’This branch is the sole public library for a population of 
over 42,000 people. It has, of all the branches, the largest 
population to serve, the poorest collection of books, and the 
poorest facilities with which to serve them. ‘The branch 
still occupies the small rooms in which it was organized 
twenty-seven years ago. These rooms are inconvenient in 
location geographically. In addition, their location over a 
criminal court and directly opposite a police-station is a posi- 
tive detriment, the library being frequented so largely by 
women and children. ‘Their location on the second floor of 
the building and in connection with a school building with- 
draws the library from general notice, and prevents its use by 
men. ‘The rooms themselves have a floor area of but 2,200 
square feet, where at least 6,000 feet is the minimum for the 
work to be done. < 

“In spite of these poor facilities and of the fact that of the 
12,000 books at the branch, the majority are old and bat- 
tered, this branch circulates over 65,000 volumes a year. 

“Considering that this section of the city is, in effect, a 
city by itself, remote from the Central Library, it seems to 
me urgent that better facilities should be provided. They 
were recommended in the report of the Examining Com- 
mittee for the last year, and the recommendation is, I under- 
stand, to be even more urgent this year. I believe it to be 
the judgment of such of the Examining Committee as have 
inspected the branches, that the improvement of this branch 
should not be merely the next in importance of the enter- 
prises to be undertaken, but should be undertaken imme- 
diately. 

‘The three essentials are these: 

“1. The removal of the branch to a covenient location. 
It may be that Central square, representing the junction of 
Meridian, Bennington, Porter, and Liverpool streets, and in 
other ways a point of convergence, would offer such a loca- 
tion. 

- 2, Rooms for the branch, ample in size, light, and on 
the ground floor. These rooms equipped with shelving, 
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desks, tables, chairs and other furniture and modern appli- 


ances for administrative purposes. 

«©3. New books, to the value of from $7,000 to $10,000, 
to substitute for material in the present collection, worthless 
for present use. 

“The branch has not a single copy of its catalogue for 
distribution, nor is its service properly organized. A new 
catalogue and reorganization of the service, and the addition 
of new departments of work not now undertaken could come 
promptly upon our part, provided the above three essentials 
be secured. 

‘In 1896, an order was introduced into the City Council 
for a loan of $75,000 for the purchase of land and the erec- 
tion of a building for this branch. It was referred to the 
Finance Committee and not reported back. The city ex- 
_ pended nearly $100,000 in the building and equipment of 

the West End Branch. 

“Tf a separate building cannot be provided, the next in 
effectiveness would be rooms, if ample, upon the ground floor 
of some present building. It is not wise to locate a branch 
intended for the general public in a school building. We 
pay $2,500 per year for the rental of the rooms occupied by 
the South Boston Branch. 

“For new books (if not classed as permanent improve- 
ment, which they might well be), some special appropriation 
must apparently be asked. 

‘It is not because other branches have no present needs 
that I make this special report (the Brighton Branch, for 
instance, is pressingly in need of $5,000 for new books to 
take the place of what is obsolete in its present collection), 
but because the needs at the East Boston Branch are per- 
emptory. 

‘It is evident that out of the general appropriation the 
conditions there cannot be bettered. We cannot erect a 
building, nor rent rooms, nor buy new equipment, nor add 
adequate books, nor materially better the service. 

“I beg respectfully to urge that an appeal be made for 
special funds in favor of this branch.

Sir: Under date of April 3, 1897, the Trustees of the 
Public Library have, at your invitation, submitted to you 
specifications of certain needed expenditures for this depart- 
ment, requiring consideration in the forthcoming loan bill. 
They specified the sum of $100,000 as necessary to the 
“completion of the new Library Building.” This sum is 
in fact a moderate one for the work needing to be done. In 
view, however, of the pressure of the needs of other depart- 
ments, it may be possible for the City Government to pro- 
vide but a portion of the above sum at the present time. If 
this be the case, certain of the work needing to be done upon 
the Library Building must of course be deferred. 

But we beg to reiterate that the items for which at least 
half of the above sum is needed will not admit of delay. What 
we refer to are items of machinery and equipment for admin- 
istrative purposes, such as service (freight) elevators, etc., 
and certain alterations and additions indispensable to the 
convenience of the public and the actual work of distribution 
of books. In our communication a few of these were referred 
to as examples. ‘There are two not mentioned, and the plans 
for which have but just matured, which we feel should be 
urgently impressed. One is a system of intercommunication 
between the stacks—requiring an additional staircase, 
additional electric book-elevators, and auxillary system of 
pneumatic tubes ; the other is the enlargement of the room 
(termed the “tube room ’”) behind the delivery counter, from 
which the issue of books takes place. 

The issue of books through this department has reached a 
volume not provided for by present facilities. Under present 
conditions the force works to excessive disadvantage; the 
issue is at times clogged, and long delays occur, to the ex- 
treme inconvenience of the public. Towards remedying 
these, three things are imperative: Service elevators, a sys- 
tem of intercommunication between the stacks, and the en- 
largement of the space for issue. 

The summer is the time of the year when in a library such 
changes are feasible without excessive inconvenience. The 
Trustees would deplore delay for another year in these im- 
provements, which touch the Library at its vital point, 
concern the comfort of thousands of readers, and affect the 
reputation of the institution upon its administrative side. 

In their behalf, I beg to urge these considerations upon your 
attention.

This department most urgently needs a chapel and a 
suitable office building. Both of these buildings, we believe, 
are not only necessities, but a distinct move in the direction 
of a proper business equipment for the department. The 
chapel is a matter which directly appeals to several thousand 
lot holders, as the department has no place suitable in which 
to hold services over the dead. 

The present office building, of wood, constructed a number 
of years ago, is incongruous in shape, and wholly inadequate 
for the needs of this department, and is not a safe repository 
for the department records. 

The Chief of the Architect Division of the Public Build- 
ings Department, has been consulted in reference to a chapel 
and office building, and has given the matter careful consid- 
eration. As a result, he submitted a scheme, combining a 
chapel, business lodge, and entrance gate, to be constructed 
of stone, which meets the requirements, both as to our needs 
and with due regard for ornamentation. 

This Board first considered the construction of a chapel, 
without reference to an office building, but it is dem- 
onstrated that in the combination of a chapel, an office 
building and an entrance gate there would be a saving in 
the cost of construction, and also that which is necessary at 
the present time would be provided. 

The cost on the scheme as submitted, subject to certain 
changes, is estimated at $20,000.

Str: In view of your request that applications for loans 
be made for purposes deemed necessary by departments, we 
beg to remind you that the loan for public parks has been re- 
duced by expenditures and liabilities for which the statutes 
require us to hold a large sum in reserve, so that the amount 
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available for further work will not exceed $200,000, which 
sum is not more than sufficient to pay for day labor during 
the coming year. 

The erection of buildings at Franklin Field and Franklin 
Park, which are much needed for the accommodation of the 
public, must necessarily be postponed until further appropri- 
ations are available. In order to erect these buildings at 
once a further loan of $50,000 would be required. ‘The de- 
mands for playgrounds in Charlestown, Dorchester and South 
Boston will probably require $150,000 more, so that a further 
appropriation for parks and playgrounds of at least $200,- 
000 should be made.

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PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 


Oxup CourtT Hovussg, Boston, April 5, 1897. 
Hon. JosIaAH Quincy, Mayor: 

During the winter of 1896 a new sewer was constructed in 
North Market street, for the purpose of providing drainage for 
Faneuil Hall and Quincy Market Houses, at an expense of 
$10,000. 

In order to utilize the same, connection should be made 
with the various stalls in both markets. 

At present all the drainage is carried into cesspools and has 
to be removed at short intervals, which involves considerable 
expense, and the work has to be done at night. 

I would recommend, as requested in your circular No. 18, 
that $20,000 be provided in the new loan for plumbing and 
connection tor the new sewer, that being my estimate there- 
for.

ELECTRICAL CONSTRUCTION DIVISION.

-Srr: In reply to circular No. 18, I would say that the fol qj 
lowing items should be included in the next loan bill: ‘ 
1. Faneuil Hall, for necessary reconstruction, and for — 
wiring the hall and anterooms and armory of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, $5,000. 
One of the principal reasons for doing this work is the fact 
that the present wiring in the market is lable to cause a fire — 
at any moment, and rob Boston of her historical landmarley 


* 
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and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of many 
valuables. ‘This wiring was done many years ago, and is de- 
cidedly unsafe. In laying out the work for the hall especial 
attention has been given to the preservation of the old colo- 
nial effect, and also the furnishing of sufficient light to light 
the place properly, something which is not accomplished with 
the present gas system. The armory of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company is also sadly in need of im- 
proved lighting, the gas jets being very obnoxious and poorly 
arranged. 

2. New Court House, Pemberton square, to put wiring 
in condition, $1,600. 

This building was wired several years ago, when the con- 
duit system of wiring was first introduced, and before the 
weak points of the system had been remedied. The result is 
that a great many of the circuits are heavily grounded, owing 
to the fact that the conduits have rotted away, and left the 
wires imbedded in the damp floors and walls. The leakage 
due to this decay has been costing the county from $1,000 to 
$1,200 a year, and has made it necessary to cut out several 
sections of the wiring which were especially bad, thus depriv- 
ing those sections of all use of electric light. There are 
many more sections which are leaking more or less, and which 
will sooner or later have to be cut out, and it is therefore very 
essential that this matter be attended to at once. 

3. For construction of new engine and dynamo-room, 
under Court square, according to plans and estimates pre- 
pared by the City Engineer, the sum of $17,000 is required, 
and I estimate the cost of an electric-light plant, adequate to 
light the City Hall, Old Court House, Probate Building, and 
Historical Society Building, at $25,000; the installation of 
this plant is most desirable and would result in a material 
saving. |

In explanation of the above paving items, I would state that 
Philadelphia, New York and other large cities have in the past 
two years spent large sums for repaving the business sections. 
In addition to the fact that many of the downtown streets of 
Boston have not been repaved for many years, owing to the 
large number of excavations for the purpose of putting in 
various forms of underground structure, the streets have been 
badly displaced; and but little money has been appropriated 
for paving. ‘The condition of some of our heaviest-travelled 
streets has become such that some attention is absolutely nec- 
essary, and the items asked for represent the most pressing 
at this time. 

In regard to the items for Washington and Lamartine 
streets, I would say that these streets are main thorough- 
fares, and that it would be a great saving of money to have 
them paved, and they would then be in presentable condition 
always. Last year we macadamized this section of Washing- 
ton street twice, and it is impossible to keep it in condition 
unless it is paved.

In regard to the above-mentioned items, I would state that 
the Kemp-street outlets are a very necessary thing, and should 
be built immediately; the old outlet having gone to pieces, 
and being at the present time of no practical use. This is 
the last large overflow that is to be constructed for the relief 
of the Boston intercepting sewer system. 

The $50,000 asked for the Breed’s Island interceptor is to 
start the intercepting system for that portion of Boston known 
as Breed’s Island; the total estimated cost of the interceptor 
is $140,000. The people of this section can have no drain- 
age until this is built, although the city of Boston is paying 
the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission rent for the East 
Boston interceptor; and it seems to me that this portion of 
the interceptor should be built so that the people can have 
the benefit of the same for the money they pay. 

The item of $24,000 for the Metropolitan connections in 
East Boston, and the item of $19,000 for the Metropolitan 
connections in Charlestown, are to finish up the connections 
that are asked with the Metropolitan system in these locali- 
ties ; and until these connections are mace, the city of Bos- 
ton will continue to discharge sewage onto the flats. 

The item of $100,000 for the West Roxbury low level 
sewer, is to construct the large low level sewer from Boyls- 


ton street to the Hyde Park line. It will be impossible to | 


furnish house drainage for the people of this section until 
this much-needed sewer is constructed. Attention is called 
to the fact that this section of Boston is rapidly developing, 
and the demands for sewers are great. 

The sum of $75,000 for the Canal-street relief sewer is to 
continue the much needed relief for this section. The 
money for this sewer at the present time is exhausted, and 
the sum asked for would, in all probability, finish the work. 
In consideration of the urgency of the demand for this 


sewer, it seems to me that this sum should be provided, and — 


that immediately. 
The item of $15,000 for the Lyons-street pumping sta- 
tion is for the erection of a brick building, and a tall 


———— 
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chimney at this place. The present building only covers the 
engines and pumps, and is nothing but a wooden shed, put 
up temporarily for the winter; and something must be done 
this coming summer to make a permanent structure. 

In addition to the above, it is very important to furnish 
this division $50,000 to put the pumps and machinery in 
condition at the pumping station, and also $300,000 for the 
purpose of doubling the capacity of the storage basins at 
Moon Island. It should be understood that these last items 
are almost compulsory.

In regard to the above items, I would respectfully state that 
on Warren-avenue bridge the timbers under the tracks are 
badly decayed, and should be replaced by new ones. © Three 
new trucks are needed, new waterway, decking on pier, con- 
erete sidewalk, down-stream side, also guards on both sides. 
A small engine and winch, to assist large vessels through the 
draw, thereby saving time to the public, are also needed. 

The pier and bed of the Mt. Washington-avenue draw- 
bridge should be raised about two feet, as at high tide all the 
machinery is covered with water. ‘The guards are in a dilapi- 
dated condition. ‘The decking of the pier is decayed, and in 
a bad state. A new foundation for pier on the South Boston 
side is also required, as well as a steam-engine or electric 
plant to substitute for hand-power. 

The timbers under the engine-house of Congress-street 
bridge, on the pier, must be replaced; also the pier decked 
and waterways repaired, and new tracks provided for the 
drawbridge. The roadbeds and sidewalks are also in bad 
condition, and in great need of attention. 

The sidewalks and roadbed of Malden bridge need to be 
decked in many places, and the pier should be entirely recon- 
structed and extended about forty feet, as the end is now 
sinking in the water. ‘The tracks and gearing also require 
to be put in condition. 
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Columbus-avenue bridge needs to be sheathed, decked, and 
painted, and new timbers placed underneath. 

On Broadway bridge the waterway, decking and piling, the 
span over the railroad, sidewalks, decking, part of the roadbed 
on. South Boston side, and also the span from the drawbridge 
to Lehigh street, Boston side, all require to be put in condition.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
-in the streets of the city of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain and use tracks, curves and 
connections in Haymarket square and its junctions with 
Washington, Canal, Sudbury, Charlestown and Haverhill 
streets, said tracks and turn-outs being shown by red lines 
on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated Dec. 28, 1896, 
and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, 
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the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality 
of material used in paving said tracks, shall be under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Streets, and shall be approved by him. Also upon condition 
that said West End Street Railway Company shall accept 
this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply. 
with the conditions herein contained, and shall file said 
acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty 
days from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be 
null and void. | 
The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within ninety days from the date of the passage of this order.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO OFFICE HOURS AND WORK. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


SECTION 1. Every officer or board in charge of a de- 
partment shall close his office on Saturday at twelve o’clock, 
noon, throughout the year, and no officer or board in charge 
of a department shall transact, or allow to be transacted, 
any work for the city on Saturdays after that hour. 

SEcT. 2. All city employees who are allowed the Satur- 
day half-holiday in accordance with the provisions of the 
preceding section shall be granted the same without loss of 
pay and in part compensation for their services to the city 
of Boston.

Hartwell, Director of Physical Training in the Boston Pub- 
lic Schools, in connection with a visit which he was making 
to Europe for other purposes, to examine into the organiza- 
tion and management of the leading municipal statistical 
offices upon the Continent. Dr. Hartwell, who was re- 
cently appointed a member of the newly-established Board 
of Municipal Statistics of this city, has now made to me a 

valuable report, giving the results of his investigations 
abroad. I transmit this report herewith, and recommend that 
ye be printed as a city document.

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REPORT ON MUNICIPAL STATISTICAL OFFICES 
| IN EUROPE. 


To His Honor JosIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of Boston: 


During my visit to Europe in the summer of 1896, which 
was undertaken primarily for the purpose of studying mu- 
nicipal baths, playgrounds and_ public-school buildings, I 
also visited several of the leading municipal statistical offices 
in Europe, in accordance with your request, with a view to 
ascertaining the main facts relating to their organization 
and management, and the character of the work undertaken 
by them. I visited the statistical offices of the cities of Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna, and Budapest. Being provided with creden- 
tials from yourself, I had no difficulty in obtaining the infor- 
mation sought, and was uniformly treated with consideration 
and courtesy. I desire to express my thanks to the di- 
rectors of the statistical offices of Paris, Berlin, Vienna 
and Budapest for many kindnesses, for copies of publi- 
cations of their several offices, and for series of blanks 
relating to the principal subjects of which those offices take 
cognizance. 

I visited several of the principal cities of Great Britain, 
but found no organization in any of them corresponding 
to the municipal statistical office which has now become 
a usual feature of municipal administration in the leading 
cities on the continent. But it should be said that 
the London County Council has organized a statistical 
department. 3 

Usage in Great Britain is somewhat similar to that which 
obtains in this country. More or less information of a 
statistical nature is published from: time to time by various 
departments of the city government. The statistics relating 
to financial affairs and to public health are sometimes pre- 
sented in a summarized and compact form. Very much of 
the statistical information contained in the corporation re- 
ports and publications of such cities as Glasgow, Liverpool 
and Manchester is interesting and valuable, though from the 
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point of view of the statistical expert it is diffuse and undi- 
gested. The municipal statistical offices of the continent 
are organized for the purpose of bringing together in compact 
and convenient form data tending to show the whole range 
of municipal activities so far as they can be represented in 
numerical tables. The census of the city is commonly 
taken by the city statistical bureau. 


GENERAL CHARACTERISTICS OF MUNICIPAL STATISTICAL 
OFFICES ON THE CONTINENT. 


The principal municipal statistical offices in Europe have 
been organized so long (though as a class state and ministe- 
rial statistical offices are much older) that their usefulness 
and efficiency is fully recognized, both by those engaged in 
the practical administration of municipal affairs, by students 
of such affairs and by the educated portion of the general 
public. The example of the larger cities in establishing 
statistical bureaus is being gradually followed by the smaller 
cities upon the continent. The directors of such bureaus 
constitute a highly trained class of expert civil servants. 
The dignity and importance of their position is generally 
recognized, and their tenure of office is conditioned on’ 
efficiency and good behavior —not on political activity or 
‘influence.’ In Germany, for instance, there is an associa- 
tion of city statisticians which meets periodically, usually 
annually, to consider. questions relating to their profession. 
At the meeting of the association held last autumn twenty- 
one German cities were represented. In the case of Ger- 
man cities, the directors of municipal statistical depart- 
ments have arrived at so good an understanding with 
each other that they have combined to issue a “ Statisti- 
eal Year-book of German Cities,” which presents. compara- 
tive tables for most of the principal cities in Germany 
regarding matters which receive fuller -treatment in the 
city statistical year- poo whose characteristics I shall speak 
of further on. 

In general, the Pritepal statistical offices of the continent 
are under the responsible charge of a director, though cer- 
tain general matters connected with departmental appropri- 
ations and the general policy of the office are taken cogni- 
zance of by a statistical commission or deputation, composed 
of certain representative city officials, or of representatives of 
the city government and of representatives of various scientific 
bodies. In the larger statistical offices the immediate sub- 
ordinates and assistants of the director are scientifically 
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trained statisticans, usually university graduates, besides 
whom a permanent force of calculators and clerks is. 
maintained. From time to time, as exigencies arise, as, 
for instance, at the time of taking the city census, the 
office force is increased by additional temporary clerks and 
assistants. 

The oldest department of municipal statistics belongs to 
the city of Paris, whose “Service de la Statistique Muni- 
cipale’’ constitutes a department of the Prefecture of the 
Seine. Between the years 1816 and 1850 statistical publi- 
cations concerning the city of Paris to the number of six 
volumes were published. For a time, between 1856 and 
1864, statistical activity languished; but in 1864 a new 
series of monthly publications, containing general statistical 
information relating to the city of Paris and its administra- 
tion, was established. This series continued until 1879, 
when a ‘Bureau Central de Statistique’ anda Municipal 
Statistical Commission was organized by the Prefect of the 
Seine. The “Annuaire Statistique de la Ville de Paris” 
has been published since 1880. Weekly bulletins have been 
published since 1880,and monthly statistical tables since 1885. 
-Besides these, the census of population, taken in 1881, 1886 
and 1891 has been published by the bureau. The bureau 
has also published a graphical atlas of statistics, which ap- 
peared in 1890. The cities of Amiens, Bordeaux, Havre, 
Lyons, Nancy, and Reims, publish «« Annuaires Statistiques” 
or statistical year-books; and Bordeaux and Lille have sta- 
tistical offices; but for the most part the cities of France do 
not possess thoroughly organized offices for statistical 
purposes. 

In Belgium the Bureau of Hygiene and Democp ie 
Statistics of Brussels was established in 1860. 

In Germany the oldest of the municipal statistical offices 
date for the most part from the decade 1860-70. They are 
more numerous in Prussia and Saxony, having developed more 
slowly in Central and Southern Germany. ‘The city statis- 
tical office of Berlin, which is recognized as a model institu- 
tion, dates its beginnings from 1862. It was maintained 
provisionally for ten years. It was permanently organized 
in 1872. Dr. R. Bockh has been its director since 1875. 
The statistical publications concerning Berlin are as follows : 
Yearly report of the Statistical Office of the Royal Police 
Department of Berlin, 1852 to 1854; Statistical Year-Book 
of the City of Berlin since 1868; weekly and monthly re- 
ports, concerning the movement of population, with annual 
supplements, since 1872; census reports, 1861, 1864, 1867, 
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1871, 1875, 1880, 1885, 1890 ; movement of population from 
1869 to 1878, and wages statistics since 1880. All but the 
first mentioned have emanated from the city statistical office. 

The principal municipal statistical offices at present exist- 
ing in Germany are found in the following-named cities : 
Altona, Berlin, Breslau, Chemnitz, Cologne, Dresden, 
Frankfort, Goerlitz, Leipzig, Mainz, Magdeburg, Miinich, 
Strassburg and Stuttgart. 

Bremen, Hamburg and Liubeck, which were formerly free 
States or city States, maintained statistical offices, which 
were State offices before those towns were absorbed in the 
empire of Germany. 

In Austria-Hungary the municipal statistical offices of 
Vienna and Budapest hold the leading rank. Cracow, 
Prague, Lemberg and Trieste, among Austrian cities, also 
have municipal statistical offices. 

In Russia, St. Petersburg has a municipal statistical office 
which has issued a statistical year book since 1882, and a 
bulletin since 1881. Moscow, Odessa and Warsaw also 
have municipal statistical offices, and Reval and Riga issue 
statistical publications of one kind and another from time to, 
time. 


PERSONNEL AND BUDGETS OF SOME GERMAN STATISTICAL 
OFFICES. 


Below are given some facts which may serve to indicate 
the character of the personnel and the cost of maintenance 
of the statistical offices in certain leading cities of Germany: 


I. Altona. In 1892 the personnel of the statistical bureau of the 
city of Altoua consisted of a director, essistant director, two spe- 
cially trained assistants, and two other assistants. Its budget for 
1892-93 amounted to 8,950 marks, 7,900 marks being for salaries and. 
1,050 marks for bureau expenses. In 1890 the sum of 7,743 marks 
was expended for extraordinary assistance in making a census of 
population and’real estate. 

II. Berlin. Statistical office of the city of Berlin. (a) Main- 
tenance of personnel. The budget for the fiscal year 1890-91 in- 
cludes the following principal items: Salaries and allowances for 
director and assistant director, 15,960 marks; salaries for bureau 
chief and two magistral secretaries, 10,500 marks; wage allowances 
for 24 assistants, 21 of: whom were engaged for the entire year, 36,- 
317 marks; servants’ wages, 1,230 marks; extra work, etc., 452.90 
marks. Total, 64,459.90 marks. (6) Ordinary expenses. Printing 

of regular publications, 3,592.81 marks; ditto, including paper for 
record cards, 454.90 marks: ditto, year- “book, 4. yo271.09 marks; ditto, 
inquiry as to wages, 941. 90 marks; purchase of books, 800 marks: 
bookbinding, etc., 1,313.62 marks; meteorological observations, 
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400 marks. Total, 11,430.82 marks. Actual cost of making the 
census of 1890 was set down at 47,479 marks. 

Ill. Breslau. The statistical office of the city of Breslau in 1892 
consisted of a director and two scientifically trained assistants, two 
permanent officials in the line of promotion and six others, besides 
five temporary clerical assistants, engaged in preparation of census 
material, and one bureau servant. 

The appropriation for 1892-93 for salaries, wages, etc., was 
22,039 marks; rent of office, 1,900 marks; publications, 3,675 marks; 
sundry expenses: library, heating, lighting, etc., 1,266 marks. ‘Total, 
28,880 marks. Extra allowance for work upon census material, 
2,500 marks. | 

IV. Chemnitz. The statistical office of Chemnitz in 1892 in- 
cluded a director and two permanent assistants. The appropria- 
tions for statistical purposes for 1892 were 4,470 marks; salaries, 
furnishing of books, etc., 300 marks; printing, 1,500 marks. 

V. Cologne. The statistical office of the city of Cologne, 
personnel: Director, scientific assistant, two permanent officials, and 
ten subordinate officials. Salaries, 8,900 marks; clerical assistants, 
6,000 marks; books, 150 marks. ) 

VI. Dresden. The statistical office of Dresden was established 
in 1874. It consisted in 1892 of a director and director’s assistant, 
and a further force of eleven persons, three of whom are permanent 
officials in the line of promotion. 

The appropriation for 1892 included salaries, etc., 14,500 marks; 
office expenses, 3,600 marks; cleaning, heating, and lighting, 740 
marks; work on census of 1890, 3,600 marks. 

VIL. Frankfort. The personnel in 1892 of the statistical office of 
the city of Frankfort consisted of a director and ten assistants of 
subordinate rank. 

The total appropriations for the maintenance of this office in 1892- 
93 amounted to 25,750 marks. 

VIIL. Leipzig. The personnel of the statistical office of the city 
of Leipzig consisted of a director, two permanent officials, and four- 
teen other assistants. 

The appropriations for the maintenance of this office in 1892 
were: Salaries, director, 4,800 marks; secretaries, 2,280 marks and 
1,320 marks, respectively; clerk, 1,200 marks; total, 9,600 marks. 
Clerical assistants, 7,600 marks; printing, 800 marks; postage, book- 
binding, etc., 950 marks; insurance, 400 marks; extraordinary 


expenses in connection with census, 3,000 marks; total, 22,350 


marks. 

IX. Magdeburg. The statistical office of the city of Magdeburg 
dates from 1886. In 1892 it had a director, one permanent official, 
and one other assistant. 

X. Miinich. The statistical office of Miinich, in 1892, consisted 
of a director, director’s assistant, two permanent officials, three sub- 
ordinate officials. The ordinary salary charge amounted to 14,400 
marks ; extraordinary appropriation on account of census work, 
2,000 marks; ordinary office expenses were 3,600 marks, and ex- 
traordinary office expenses equalled 2,500 marks.

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STATISTICAL BUREAU OF PARIS. 


The annual publication of the Statistical Bureau of Paris, 
entitled “ Annuaire Statistique de la Ville de Paris,” for the 
fourteenth year of the series, 1898, was published in 1895. 
It includes G86 pages, quarto; 688 being text and the re- 
mainder index, besides a considerable number of lithographic 
charts. ‘The principal rubrics under which the material is 
arranged are as follows : 


First Part. — Meteorology and climatology, public ways and prom- 
enades, water service, navigation, scavenging, sewers and disposal 
of sewage. 

Second Part. —Demography. Marriages and divorces, births and 
still births, deaths, and still births. 

Third Part. — Various matters, such as municipal finances, in- 
cluding budget and accounts of the city of Paris, octroi, direct 
taxes, provisions, cattle market, abattoirs, Halles centrales, cen- 
tral wholesale market, Bercy entrepdt, public scales, bread, wheat, 
flour, municipal chemical laboratory, consumption of articles of food, 
burials, morgue, lighting, post and telegraph, savings banks of Paris, 
« justice commerciale, election statistics, transportation, education, 
city libraries, public assistance, the insane, city night refugees, pub- 
lic charity, night medical service, assisted children, morally aban- 
doned children, protection of. young children, work of minor boys 
and girls employed in industry, pawnshops, | insanitary dwellings, 
classified business establishments, arrests, courts and tribunals, ser- 
vice of identification of the prefecture of the police, civil prisons of 
the Seine, municipal police, fire-brigade, fires, and recruiting. 


The population statistics, educational statistics, statistics 
relating to transportation and traffic, and the statistics 
relating to markets and the sale of provisions in Paris, are 
particularly well classified and full. In many matters of 
importance, As, for instance, births, marriages, and deaths, 
statistics are given for the different sections of the city, which 
correspond to our wards and precincts. In the case of many 
important tables it is possible to Bat the totals with the 
totals for the five previous years. ‘The budgetary financial 
accounts are remarkable for their condensation and compre- 
hensiveness. ‘The statistics regarding passenger and freight 
traffic of the different railroads entering Paris are also note- 
worthy, on account of the amount of information which they 
contain in conveniently presented shape. ‘The statistics 
relating to public institutions, particularly hospitals, are 
full and interesting. 

The weekly bulletin of municipal statistics, ‘ Bulletin 
Hebdomadaire de Statistique Municipale,’ published by the 
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bureau, of which Dr. J. Bertillon is chief, treats of the 
following subjects:

Deaths are analyzed according to the principal causes of 
death, for persons ; under 3 months of age, 3 to 11 months, 
12 to 23 months, 2 to 4 years, 5 to 19 years, 20 to 39 years, 
40 to 59 years, 60 years and above, and with respect to sex. 
Death rates at certain selected ages, according to the week 
in question, eg., 84th week of 1896, and also according to 
the mean for five years, are given at the foot of the table; 
these serve to give a clearer idea of the real meaning of the 
figures in the table than if only the absolute numbers were 
given. The table shows also the changes in the hospital 
population suffering from the principal epidemic and con- 
tagious diseases for the week. A table showing the number 
of marriages, births, still births, infants placed out at nurse, 
pupils in schools attacked by epidemic diseases, is classified 
according to sex for each of the twenty arrondissements of 
the city. A table is given also showing similar facts for the 
hospitals and prisons. Another table is devoted to showing 
the distribution of deaths, according to the cause of death 
and residence, during the week in eighty separate residence 
districts. In this table the population at the last census for 
each of the eighty districts is shown as aiding the interpre- 
tation of the number of deaths occurring in each district, 


which deaths are classified, also, according to the principal 


eroups of causes. Ln this table deaths occurring in hospitals, 
are apportioned to the quarters where the decedents had thewr 
residence. 

The Bulletin also contains a diagram showing the number 
of deaths from certain specified contagious and infectious 
diseases in each of the eighty residence quarters of the city. 
[t contains also the report of the municipal disinfection ser- 
vice, analyzed according to diseases, source of demand for 
disinfection, and by arrondissements. It contains also a care- 
fully analyzed report by residence districts of the operations 
of sanitary police concerned in the report and isolation of 
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cases of infectious disease. It contains a diagram showing 
fluctuation in the number of cases of the principal infectious 
diseases for the four weeks previous. 

The character of the contents of the monthly tables relat- 
ing to the municipal statistics of Paris, “ Tableaux Mensuels 
de Statistique de la Ville de Paris,” is indicated by the fol- 
lowing rubrics taken from the issue for March, 1896. This 
includes forty pages of printed matter devoted to tables ar- 
ranged under the following principal heads : 


Climate. — Meteorology. Summary of remarks in the weekly 
reports; height of water in the Seine; microscopical analyses of the 
air and water; chemical analyses of air and water; chemical and bac- 
teriological analyses of sewage water, etc.

Gas; distribution of water; water supply; scavenging; sew- 
erage; irrigation; liquors; savings banks of Paris; postal savings 
banks; pawn shops; declarations of insolvency; market for horses, 
vehicles, and dogs; permits to build; circulation-traffic: general 
omnibus company, movement of passengers; tramways and rail- 
ways belonging to the omnibus company; tramway traffic of other 
companies than the omnibus company; passenger traffic of the belt 
railways of Paris; movement of passengers in the great railway sta- 
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tions of Paris; movement of travellers at hotels, boarding-houses, 
etc.; Paris boats, movement of shipping in the canals of Paris; fires, 
their principal causes, means taken to extinguish them; arrests, 
service of identification by anthropometric means. 


City STATISTICAL OFFICE OF BERLIN AND ITS 
PUBLICATIONS. 


The estimate of expenses for the fiscal year beginning 
April 1, 1896-97, for the maintenance of the office was as. 
follows:

The Berlin office publishes from time to time, as occasion 
may demand, supplements containing special statistical 
studies, as, for instance, .** Supplement I. for 1894,” contains 
tables showing the movement of the population of the city 
of Berlin in the year 1894. This supplement comprises 66 
_ pages, folio. It includes four general rubrics — (a) births 
and legitimations, (b) deaths, (c) marriages and announce- 
ments of intention of marriage, (d) departures from and 
arrivals in Berlin.

The census of the city of Berlin is prepared and published 
by the City Statistical Office from data secured by it. The 
city census in Paris, Vienna and Budapest is also conducted, 
and its results prepared and published by the statistical 
office of the cities named. 

The character of the municipal statistical service of Berlin 
is well indicated by the following analysis of the contents of 
the “‘ Statistical Year Book of the city of Berhn.

VIENNA DEPARTMENT OF STATISTICS. 


The municipal statistics of Vienna are gathered, treated 
and published by the Statistical Department of the Vienna 
Magistracy, the head of which, Dr. 8. Sedlaczek, is a member 
of the magistracy, and is entitled magistrdtsrath or magistral 
councillor. ‘The work of this department is in general sim- 
ilar to that of the statistical bureaus or offices of Budapest, 
Paris, Berlin, and other German cities. The department has 
issued monthly statistical reports since 1874. The principal 
publication of the Vienna statistical department is a statisti- 
cal year book. The latest number published bears the date 
of 1895; it relates to the statistics for the year 1893, and con- 
stitutes the eleventh number in the series. The Statistical 
Year Book for 1893 comprises 731 pages, arranged under

THE MUNICIPAL STATISTICAL BUREAU OF BUDAPEST. 


This bureau was organized in 1869. Its organization was 
determined upon because of the census ordered to be taken 
following the restoration of the Hungarian Constitution. 
Mr. Joseph K®orési was chosen director of the bureau, and 
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has continued in that capacity to the present time. He was © 
elected for life. | 

In 1870, a statistical commission was appointed, consisting 
of twenty-two members, including the director of the bureau. 
The commission appears to have fallen soon into desuetude. 
After the census of population was completed in 1870, 
Director Kor6si’s plan for conducting the special business of 
the bureau was adopted by the city council and the magistracy, 
and he was empowered to secure the requisite data from 
various offices and institutions, the city to prepare the 
necessary formularies for the required reports. The follow- 
ing subjects of inquiry were authorized: 

Matters of finance, revenue, taxes and rates, city property, | 
rental of houses, lighting, poor affairs, pavements, military 
recruiting, common school affairs, police affairs, moral sta- 
tistics, births, deaths, marriages, consumption of provisions, 
statistics of prices, trade and traffic, exchange, banking 
institutions, insurance affairs, local traffic, post and telegraph 
affairs, newspapers, public libraries, theatres, meteorology, 
building operations, statistics of dwellings, vaccination, water 
‘supply, forestry, public vehicles, morbidity statistics. 

The bureau was given jurisdiction over the entire city 
when Buda was united to Pest. The general field of activity 
of the bureau was defined in the act organizing it, as follows: — 
«The duty of the statistical bureau is the observation and 
regular exposition of the salient phenomena.in the communal 
and social life of the city, in order to aid the administration 
of the city, and to afford information, so far as it can statis-— 
tically be given, concerning the interests of the capital.” 
The director has the rank of a magisterial councillor, and is 
a member of the representative chamber of the city. He 
edits the publications of the bureau, and is alone responsible 
for them. ‘The act provided for four official positions, — 
special assistant, two subordinate assistants, and a technical 
assistant. It provided for the publication of a weekly report 
and for monthly and quarterly summaries, also for a year- 4 
book, and for further independent pe on special 
subjects. a 

The bureau seems to have been understaffed, as the year- 
book, which was provided for by the original act constituting 
the bureau, appeared for the first time in 1873, between 
which date and the publication of the year-book, No. 1 in 
the new series, in 1896, the publication was suspended. 

The statistical bureau of Budapest employs the card cata- — 
logue method in all its larger operations. The principal 
subjects treated according to this method are: Mortality 
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statistics, legitimate births, infectious diseases, marriages, 
vacant dwellings, the opening and termination of business 
undertakings, public instruction, ete. 

Experience has shown that by means of this ae the 
work is simplified, and is quickly and easily carried out; and 
that much more diversified use of the material is made pos- 
sible through its adoption. 

The extent of current work may be gathered from the 
number of notifications received in 1894. Weekly returns, 
122; for the entire year, 6,344; monthly returns, 249; for 
the entire year, 2,988; annual returns, 283. In addition to 
this, the card catalogue material is as follows: Birth bulletins, 
12,000; death bulletins, 15,000; bulletins relating to still 

born, 2,000; building licenses, 2,000; statistical returns 
concerning buildings, 1,000; public school bulletins, 40,000 ; 
industrial school bulletins, 8,000; returns concerning vacant 
residences, 8,000. In 1894 about 98,000 notifications requir- 
ing to be worked over were received, or about twice as many 
as in the year 1883. 

The collection of data by the bureau is conducted in ac- 
cordance with strictly drawn up instructions, especially pre- 
pared for the purpose. Such instructions exist for the 
following branches of municipal statistics: (1) Statistics of 
mortality; (2) of building operations; (3) income tax; 
(4) of instruction; (©) enumeration of school children; (6) 
statistics of financial institutions and stock companies; (7) 
natality statistics. 

In addition to the ordinary matters of registration, the 
following books are regularly kept in the bureau. 

1. A register of births (including weekly registration by wards, 

_as to religion, sex and legitimacy). 

2. A register of marriages, 7.e., monthly registration by wards, 

age, civil position and religion. 

8. Register of births and marriages, annual summary. 

4, <A register of deaths, including: 

(a) Weekly registration according to sex. 

(b) Monthly registration of deaths, classified according to the 
day of death, sex, age, civil condition and religion of 
the decedents. 

(c) Yearly registration of deaths by age and occupation of 
decedents. 

(d) Yearly registration of deaths by age, sex, situation of 
dwelling. 

5, Register of railroad and shipping traffic, including: 

(a) Weekly register for the grain trade. 

(b) Monthly register of grain, freight, and passenger traffic. 

(c) Register of ‘market prices. 

6. Register of banks, including monthly registration of deposit 

accounts, loans, cash on hand, and condition at end of 
month. 
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It is the business of the bureau to furnish information to 
the public concerning all of the matters which fall within its 
jurisdiction ; therefore, to this end, all publications of the 
statistical bureau on the day of their appearance are sent to 
the daily and special journals in order that they may give 
the material wider publicity. Special information is also 
furnished at a fixed official tariff for cost. Information on 
questions submitted by the magistracy or where the repre- 
sentatives of the city government are concerned, are, natu- 
rally, furnished without special charge. 


The budget of the Bureau in 1894, was: Expenses for. 


the personnel, two places being vacant, 8,000 florins, print- 
ing 8,000 ; office expenses, 3,000 ; library, 250; total, 14,250 


florins. (The florin is about 40 cents.) Since the first of — 


January, 1872, the chief work of the Bureau has been the 
systematic collection of statistical data of the most diver- 
sified character. The regular publications of the collected 
material have continued from the beginning of 18738 in the 
form of “Weekly Bulletins,’ and the ‘ Monthly Sum- 
maries.” Both of these publications have already reached 
their twenty-fourth year. ‘They are published only in the 
Hungarian language. The monthly summaries, however, 
until the end of 1893, contained extracts in French; and 
since the beginning of 1894 the tabulated material has con- 
tained notes in German. 


PUBLICATIONS OF THE BUDAPEST STATISTICAL BUREAU: 


1. Weekly Bulletins, which appear every Thursday in 


folio form, contain information under the following heads. 


(a) Movement of population: living births by sex, legitimacy 
and religion; still births by sex and legitimacy; deaths by 
sex, age-classes, legitimacy and wards; the principal causes 
of death. 

(b) Morbidity: The number of cases in public hospitals; infec- 

; tious diseases, classified by city wards. 

(c) Market traffic: Traffic and prices upon the produce ex- 
change; cattle market and prices; horse market. 

(d) Freight traffic: Export and import movement of principal 
wares with specifications as to business houses. 


2. Monthly Summaries include from two to four signa- 
tures. They constitute a regular monthly report, with inde- 
pendent articles relating to different phases of municipal 
life. The regular monthly report contains: 

(a) Movement of population: Mortality by days, wards, sex, 

age, religion, civil condition; principal causes of death; 
infectious diseases; births, according to sex, legitimacy, 
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religion; still born by religion; miscarriages; marriages 
by religion and civil condition; births and mortality in 
twenty-nine Hungarian and seven foreign cities. (Extract 
out of the weekly bulletin of International Statistics — 
** Bulletin Hebdomadaire de Statistique Internationale.’’) 

(b) Meteorological observations, by days. 

(c) Traffic in goods: The inward and outward movement of 
forty-one principal articles; Danube traffic, and goods- 
traffic through the customs lines. 

(d) Grain trade and prices. 

(e) Traffic of the entrepots and elevators, analyzed with respect 

, to 27 kinds of wares. 

(f) Financial institutions: Condition of deposits, exchange, 
pawn shops; and loan and cash balances by individual 
institutions. 

(g) Sundry matters: Passenger traffic on railroads and boats; 
business of pawn offices; business of the tax offices; con- 
sumption of water; height of water in the Danube; use 
of municipal baths; free baths on Danube; market 
prices of 218 articles of consumption; market receipts; 
horse market; local passenger traffic; receipts in local 
passenger traffic; current prices of thirty-four stocks; at- 
tendance on public libraries and the national museum; 
building licenses; work of the voluntary society for aid in 
emergencies; work of the disinfection institute; the num- 
ber of strangers entertained in the hotels; fires; poly- 
clinic for lying-in cases; graphical tables concerning the 
deaths from infectious diseases. 


_ The independent articles in the monthly publications sum- 
marize statistical information for an entire year, and at 
times afford comparisons of an international nature. Such 
summaries appear regularly concerning living births, still 
births and miscarriages, marriages, mortality, infectious dis-. 
eases, hygienic work of the municipality, passenger traffic 
on railroads and boats, local traffic, strangers in the city, 
freight traffic, traffic in grain on the exchange, building oper- 
ations, vacant residences, the milling industry, financial 
institutions, stock companies, opening of new business con- 
cerns, intermediate schools, common school affairs, compul- 
sory school attendance, cattle trade, horse market, slaughter- 
house, city baths, free baths, tax affairs (direct taxes, taxes 
on articles consumed, taxes on rents, tax executions), con- 
sumption of provisions, consumption of water, pawn shops, 
disinfection institute, ete. 

3. Periodical publications. Beside the regular publica- 
tions of the bureau, from time to time larger independent 
works are issued relating to the principal branches of munic- 
ipal life. In this series of publications (amounting to 25 
volumes in 1894) have appeared the census and conscription 
of population, 1857 to 1869, 1881 to 1886, 1891, seven 
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publications; building operations from 1870 to 1894, four 
volumes ; school affairs, 1871 to 1888, five volumes; mortality — 
from 1872 to 1885, four volumes; infectious diseases, 1881 
to 1892, one volume; studies in relation to tax affairs, 1870 
to 1874, three volumes; Statistical Year Book, 1878, one 
volume, and Statistical Year Book No. 1, second series, 1896. 

4. International Publications, concerning movement of pop- 
ulation and financial statistics concerning the principal cities 
in Europe, and a few cities in the United States. From 1877 
to 1886 Mr. Korosi edited “ Bulletin Annuel des Financesdes 
Grandes Villes,” and has issued the “+ Bulletin Hebdomadazre 
de Statistique Internationale” since 1878. The editions of the 
publications of the bureau are as follows: Of the weekly 
bulletins, 450 copies; monthly reports, 800 copies; Interna- 
tional bulletin, 450 copies; of publications in Hungarian, 
800 copies, and in German, 600 copies. 

The total number of separate publications issued by the 
bureau, 1870 to 1894, numbered 1381. 

The library of the bureau was established in 1870. The 
magistracy voted 400 gulden for it, then, until 1873, 150 gulden 
annually, and from 1874 on, yearly, 250 gulden for its in- 
crease. From such a scanty appropriation, it would never 
have been possible for the bureau to become the possessor of 
a half-way necessary technical library; but the most valuable 
part of the library has been secured through the exchange of 
publications of the statistical bureau with kindred institu- 
tions elsewhere. In 1877 the library included 2,207 works, 
numbering 8,711 volumes; in 1894 it contained 6,074 works, 
numbering 14,790 volumes. The books in the brary relate 
to most matters which are made the subject of statistical 
investigation and include a great number of special works 
in the principal civilized languages. Access to the library 
is allowed to specialists, and to the representatives and — 
officers of the city government. 

The monthly bulletins are received by the city councillors, 
the magistracy, and other city officials, the principal daily 
journals, the statistical bureaus of numerous countries and 
large cities, the directors of the railroads entering Budapest 
and the Danube Steamship Company. 

The weekly bulletins and their supplements are sent to all 
the principal daily journals, to representatives of the city 
government who desire them, to such statistical bureaus as 
publish weekly bulletins, the statistical bureau of the State, 
the city magistracy, the city health department and a num- 
ber of Hungarian and foreign cities. 

The organization of the bureau on the first of Sentai 
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1894, was as follows: Director, salary and allowances, 3,300 
_ florins; vice-director, salary and allowances, 2,100 florins ; 

technical assistant, place unfilled, 1,500 florins; three ordi- 

nary assistants, respectively, 1,100, 1,000 and 800. florins, 

third place unfilled; scientific assistant, 912 florins; clerk, 
. O47 florins; clerk, 730 florins; office servant, 540 florins. 

Dr. Albert Shaw, in his “ Municipal Government in 
Europe,’ characterizes the establishment of the Budapest 
Bureau of Statistics, as ‘“*one of the most fortunate features 
of the municipal reorganization that followed Hungary’s 
assumption of home rule,” and goes on to say, “the social 
and sanitary reforms of Budapest have followed the lines laid 
down by the statistical bureau. Until Mr. Kordsi’s work 
began the mortality of Budapest was not known. _ Its 
citizens thought it an extremely healthy place. The statis- 
tical office was denounced as slandering and injuring the 
city when it first discovered and published the facts. But 
Mr. Korési persevered, and his remarkable census of 1871 
attempted to account for the high mortality. He madea 
thorough study of the condition of the population, and found 
overcrowding very prevalent, and, worst of all, a very large 
element of the population in damp, underground residences ; 
then followed a series of regulations to prevent these evils. 
Living in cellars was forbidden, and new quarters for the 
poor were constructed * * * as a result of the various 
efforts to improve the health and social condition of the 
people, put forth intelligently and humanely by the public 
authorities, Budapest is fast exchanging its Oriental un- 
wholesomeness for the comparative healthfulness of an occi- 
dental city. Meanwhile, Mr. Korosi’s elaborate statistical 
analyses throw light from time to time upon every doubtful 
point, and his unequalled library of inter-municipal statistics 
enables him to furnish his constituency into stimulating 
comparative data.” 

Few cities in the world have achieved such striking suc- 
cess in reducing their death-rate as has Budapest since 1870. 
Pest, in that year, had a population of 200,476, and a death- 
rate of 43.1 per thousand living. In December, 1875, 
Budapest had a population of 580,169, including 14,147 
soldiers, and a death-rate of 24.6 per thousand of all inhabi- 
tants, or of 22.6 per thousand, leaving strangers out of 
account. Not only have Koroési’s studies and recommen- 
dations in regard to sanitation and municipal housekeeping 
borne fruit in better housing of the poor, purer water 
supply and a diminished death-rate, but the influence of the 
statistical bureau is traceable, also, in reforms relating to 
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elections, the management of public instruction and of tax- 
ation, and in improved commercial conditions. 

The “ Statistical Year Book of the Capital and Residence 
City Budapest, the first year, 1894, with a survey from 
the year 1874 to 1893, edited and prepared by Professor 
Dr. Gustav Thirring, Vice-Director of the Municipal Statis- 
tical Bureau, member of the Statistical Council, pub- 
lished by the Statistical Bureau of the Capital and Residence 
City Budapest, price 4 gulden, Budapest and Berlin, 1896,” 
is a model of its kind. 

The table of contents includes seventeen principal rubrics, 
covering 331 pages of text, and nine pages of indexes. The 
work is published in Hungarian, with German equivalents 
for the principal and detailed rubrics. The principal rubrics 
are as follows:

and according to their number of stories, and the 
cost of building operations by wards for the years 
1874 to 1894.

The character of the publication is indicated 
by the following description of the report of Stockholm’s 
municipal government for the year 1894. The volume in 
question, published in 1896, is the 27th UE its series and is 
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practically a statistical year book.

The population statistics may be taken as an illustration of 
the fulness of detail contained in the statistical analysis in 
many of the tables included in this work. For instance:

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Table 7 shows the number of male and female inhabitants 
in Stockholm, analyzed with respect to civil status, in each of 
the census years from 1800 to 1880, and by single years 
from 1880 to 1894. The census years were 1800, 1805, 
1810, etc. 

Table 8 contains a classification of the population of Stock- 
holm on Dec. 31, 1890, according to occupation, principals 
in business or employees, assistants and laborers. 

Other tables show the distribution of population in the 
various districts or wards of the city. Table 10 shows” 
the population of the several principal wards of the city 
by single years from 1865 to 1894, inclusive. Table 11° 
shows the population in the smaller districts of the city, 
nineteen in number, at the beginning of the year 1894, with 
the increase in population in each ward from births and immi- 
erants, and also the diminution of population in each ward 
through death and emigration from the ward, with summary 
statements under the headings just given for the years 1890 
to 1894, inclusive. ‘Table 13 shows the number of emigrants 
from the city, classified according to sex, and also by the 
countries to which they migrated, for the years 1890 to 1894 
inclusive. 

The mortality statistics of Stockholm are worthy of notice. 
Table 14, for instance, shows the number of deaths from the 
most important infectious diseases, classified according to the 
calendar months of decease, for the years 1886 to 1894, 
inclusive. Table 15 is a summary table, showing the absolute 
and percentage number of births and deaths to the number 
living, classified by civil status and sex, for the census years 
1800 to 1885, and by single years from 1885 to 1894. Table 
21 shows the number of deaths in the principal districts of 
the city —the military barracks, foundling hospital, ete. — 
for each of the calendar months, quarters and years, in 1890 — 
to 1894, inclusive. 

In general, it may be said that the population and mortality 
statistics in the Stockholm Year-book are more instructive 
and intelligible than the population and vital statistics as 
commonly published in this country, by reason of the fact 
that percentages are given in addition to absolute numbers, 
under the different rubrics and sub-heads. Table 25 is of par- 
ticular interest, because it gives the number of deaths from 
alcoholism and insanity, classified according to civil and © 
military hospitals and residence at home for each of the years 
from 1870 to 1894, inclusive. In this table absolute num- 
bers of cases admitted and percentage of deaths are given. 
Table 29 is of interest, as showing the number and kind of 
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baths taken in various bathing establishments of the city for 
the years 1885-4. 

The tables concerning school attendance in the common 
schools of the city are remarkable for their fulness of detail. 
Table 36, for instance, shows the distribution of pupils by 
districts according to classes, and according to the subjects of 
instruction. They also show what is rare in school statistics -— 
the percentage amount of time lost in the schools of the 
several districts by reason of illness, as well as from excused 
and unexcused absence. . 

The industrial statistics show the number of mechanics 
and laborers engaged in different branches of industry 
classified according to sex for the decade 1890-94. The 
statistics of manufactures for the same period are also 
models of statistical summarization. ‘The statistics relating 
to occupied and unoccupied dwellings are very compre- 
hensive, and present analyses by wards and precincts of pas- 
senger and freight traffic by land and water. The tables 
relating to the city’s finances are remarkable for their num- 
ber, variety and comprehensiveness, and also for their 
lucidity. | 

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Municipal statistics are more comprehensive, various and 
scientifically presented on the continent of Europe than is 
the case in Great Britain or the United States. The con- 
tinental municipal statistical offices present certain char- 
acteristics, as a class, that are significant and noteworthy. 
(1) They are comparatively independent and self-contained; 
(2) they are more closely connected with the executive and 
administrative departments of the city government than with 
any other; (3) they are organized as permanent scientific 
bureaus, under the responsible charge of highly trained 
specialists, who, by reason of their character, ability, and 
standing, command the respect of their colleagues and of 
the public; (4) their jurisdiction is so well defined, and 
their work so systematized, that they accomplish a great 
amount of routine work and of independent research with a 
comparatively small staff of subordinate assistants and 
clerks; (5) their publications, being models in respect to 
-comprehensiveness, conciseness and trustworthiness, are of 
more than local value, and are serviceable for the purposes 
of the comparative student of municipal life and develop- 
ment, be he sanitarian, politician, economist or sociologist. 

The statistical offices of the leading German cities are so 
well organized that, through the co-operation of their 
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directors, there is now published a: “Statistical Year-Book 
of German Cities,” which was established in 1891. This 
work contains a valuable series of comparative tables upon 
certain standard subjects of statistical inquiry, such as are 
contained in the statistical year-books whose rubrics I have 
enumerated; and from time to time special subjects of statis- 
tical interest are contained in this year-book. | 

So far as Iam aware, it would be impossible, under present 
conditions, to publish a similar work for English cities or for 
American cities; yet both, in the case of British and Amer- 
ican cities, the public documents published by the various 
departments and bureaus of their respective governments, 
contain a great deal of statistical matter. But statistical 
information concerning the various departments of city 
activity and housekeeping is now so scattered in the pub- 
lications of our American municipalities that its value is 
materially diminished. It is manifestly in the interest of 
public policy that well digested statistical tables, both of 
detailed and summary nature, should be prepared by compe- 
tent hands, and set forth in compact, convenient form for 
the information of city officials and the electorate. 

The establishment by American cities of a statistical 
bureau, which should serve as a clearing-house for all their 
statistics, would conduce greatly to- increasing intelligent 
interest on the part of the citizens at large in public affairs, 
and would also facilitate what is greatly needed, — the 
dissemination of accurate official statistical reports for the 
benefit of students of municipal and economic affairs. At 
present, persons who desire complete information concerning 
city finances, school affairs, vital statistics, etc., etc., for a 
period of years, are obliged to search in a great variety of 
documents for the data necessary to afford a comparative 
view of the development of municipal housekeeping. 

It is especially noteworthy that the population statistics 
gathered and published by the municipal statistical offices 
on the continent are valuable and complete; much more so 
than is commonly the case with such statistics in this country. 
The fact that the census of cities like Berlin, Paris, Buda- 
pest, etc., are prepared by their respective municipal statis- 
tical offices under the direction of permanent and highly 
trained officials adds largely to their value. It is also note- 
worthy that statistics regarding movement of the population 
and the public health are much fuller, more detailed and 
valuable than those commonly published in this country. 
Not only are the vital statistics fuller, and more completely 
analyzed, but statistics regarding persons suffering from dif- 
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ferent forms of disease are more comprehensive than those 
usually found in the public documents which issue from A mer- 
ican city offices. ‘This is partly due to the more complete 
system of civil registration which obtains in all continental 
cities, but it appears to be also largely due to the fact that 
officials and the public are more interested in receiving 
complete and regular information concerning the ravages 
of death and the condition of the public health. The 
weekly, monthly and quarterly publications of most con- 


‘tinental statistical offices present remarkably full and well 


digested statements concerning morbidity as well as mortal- 
ity statistics. ‘The value of such statistics as a means to 
judging the condition of the environment of municipal 
population can hardly be overestimated. Reforms of far- 
reaching and permament value have been instituted in sev- 
eral instances as a result of the mortality and morbidity 
statistics published by municipal statistical offices. The 
showing of the statistical bureau of Budapest for instance, 
with regard to the amount of illness and death in low and 
ill-ventilated dwellings, has had a marked influence in caus- 
ing reform and improvement in the building laws of that 
city. The studies of Director Bockh of the Berlin Statis- 
tical Office, with regard to the comparative mortality of 
infants fed upon different articles of food are extremely 
interesting, and of great scientific value. 

It is possible for a well-conducted municipal statistical 
office to render most valuable assistance to the heads of all 


departments of city affairs, as well as to enable the chief 


magistrates of cities to acquire ready and accurate informa- 
tion upon a great number of subjects of vitalimportance. A 
catalogue of the special independent studies, published sepa- 
rately from the regular publications of the statistical offices, 
which I have considered, would indicate the helpful charac- 


ter of such offices in acquiring and spreading information of 


a special character upon subjects which are usually left 
with us to private students. 

In their aims, organization and achievements, the leading 
Municipal Statistical Offices on the continent of Europe 
betoken a more highly developed state of municipal life and 
organization than has yet been attained elsewhere. In the 
sphere of municipal administration such offices serve much 
the same purpose as does the “ headquarters staff” in the 
administration of modern military affairs. That is to say, 
being organized as ‘intelligence departments,” they furnish 
the executive department of the city government with such 
information as it requires for devising and conducting its plan 
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of campaign against ignorance, disease, crime, pauperism and 
extravagance. Through their publications, such offices are 
also capable of rendering important aid to the electorate in 
arriving at intelligent conclusions as to the degree of fidelity 
and efficiency shown by its public servants in the discharge 
of their duties. 

Experience has shown that city statistical offices, such as 
are described in the foregoing pages, constitute an important 
and effectual aid to the intelligent, practical and economical 
conduct of municipal business and housekeeping. The’ 
establishment by Boston and other great cities of the United 
States of similar offices could hardly fail to conduce to better 
government and a more enlightened public spirit, provided 
the teachings of the best European experience in this field 
were clearly apprehended and consistently applied in their 
organization and management.

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN DIED IN PHILADELPHIA APRIL 17, 1790, 
AND THE FOLLOWING WILL AND CODICIL WERE AD- 
MITTED TO PROBATE IN THE ORPHANS COURT OF 
PHILADELPHIA COUNTY, APRIL 23, 17%: 


I, Benjamin Franklin of Philadelphia, Printer, late Minis 
ter Plenipotentiary from the United States of America to the 
Court of France. now President of the State of Pennv*. do 
make and declare my last Will and Testament as follows - 

. To my Son William Franklin late Governor of the Jerseys 
I give and devise all the Lands I hold or have a Right to in 
the Province of Nova Scotia, to hold to him his Heirs and 
Assigns forever, I also give to him all my books and papers 
which he has in his Possession and all Debts standing against 
him on my Account Books, willing that no Payment for nor 
Restitution of the same be required of him by my Executors, 
The part he acted against me in the late War which is of 
public Notoriety will account for my leaving him no more 
of an Estate he endeavored to deprive me of. — Having 
since my return from France demolished the three houses in 
Market Street, between third and fourth Streets, fronting my 
dwelling House and erected two new and larger Houses on 
the Ground and having also erected another House on the 
Lot which formerly was the Passage to my Dwelling, and 
also a Printing Office between my Dwelling and the Front 
Houses now I do give and devise my said Dwelling House 
wherein I now live, my said three new Houses, my Printing 
Office and the Lots of Ground thereto respectively belong- 
ing, also my small House and Lot in Sixth Street which I 
bought of the Widow Hunmarsh, also my Pasture Ground 
which I have in Hickory Lane with the Buildings thereon, 
also my House and Lot on the North side of Market Street 
now occupied by Mary Jacobs together with two Houses and 
Lots behind the same and fronting on Pewter Platter Alley 
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also my Lot of Ground in Arch Street opposite the Church 
Burying Ground, with the Buildings thereon Erected, also all 
my Silver Plate Pictures and Household Goods of every kind, » 
now inmy said Dwelling House to my Daughter Sarah Bache 
and to her husband, Richard Bache, to hold to them for and 
during their natural Lives and the life of the longest liver 
of them, and from and after the decease of the Survivor of 
them I do give devise and bequeath the same, to all Children 
already born or to be born of my said Daughter and to their 
Heirs and Assigns forever, as Tenants in Common and not 
as Joint Tenants. And if any or either of them shall happen | 
to die under Age and without Issue the Part and Share of 
him her or them so dying shall go to, and be equally divided 
among the Survivors or Survivor of them, But my intention 
is that ifany or either of them should happen to die under 
(B. Franklin) 

Age leaving Issue, such Issue shall inherit the Part and Share 
that would have passed to his her or their Parent, had he she 
or they been living. And as some of my said Devisees may at 
the Death of the survivor ot their Father and Mother be of 
Age, and others of them under Age so as that all of them may 
not be of Capacity to make Division, I in that case request 
and authorize the Judges of the Supreme Court of Judicature 
of Pennsylvania, for the Time being, or any three of them not 
personally interested to appoint by Writing under their Hands 
and Seals three honest intelligent impartial Men, to make 
the said Division, and to assign and allot to each of my 
Devisees their respective Share, which Division so made and. 
committed to Writing under the Hands and Seals of the said 
three Men, or of any two of them, and confirmed by the said 
Judges, I do hereby declare shall be binding on and conclu- 
sive between the said Devisees. 

- All the Lands near the Ohio, and the Lots near the Benin 
of Philadelphia, which I lately purchased of the State, I give 
to my Son in Law Richard Bache his Heirs and Assigns for- 
ever; I also give him the Bond I have against him of Two 
thousand one Hundred and Seventy-two Pounds five Shil- 
lings together with the Interest that shall or may accrue 
thereon, and direct the same to be delivered up to him by 
my Executors cancelled; requesting that in Consideration 
thereof, he would immediately after my Decease, manumit 
and set free his Negro Man. Bob; I leave to him also the 
Money due to me from the State of Virginia for Types; I 
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also give to him the Bond of William Goddard and his Sister, 
and the Counter Bond of the late Robert Grace and the Bond 
and Judgment of Francis Childs if not recovered before my 
Decease or any other Bond then due except the Bond due 
from Killan of Delaware State, which I give to my 
Grandson Benjamin Franklin Bache; I also discharge him 
my said Son in Law from all Claim of Rent and Monies due 
to me on Book Account or otherwise, I-also give him all 
my Musical Instruments. 

The King of France’s Picture set with Four hundred and 
eight Diamonds, I give to my Daughter Sarah Bache request- 
ing however that she would not form any of those Diamonds 
into Ornaments either for herself or Daughters and thereby 
introduce or countenance the expensive vain and _ useless 
Fashion of wearing Jewels in this Country ; and that those 
immediately connected with the Picture may be preserved 
with the same. 

I give and devise to my dear Sister Jane Mecom a House 
and Lot, I have in Unity Street Boston, now or late under the 
Care of M’. Jonathan Williams, to her and to her Heirs and 
Assigns forever. I also give her the Yearly Sum of Fifty 
Pounds Sterling during Life, to commence at my Death, and 
to be paid to her annually out of the Interest or Dividends 
arising on twelve Shares which I have since my arrival in 
Philadelphia purchased in the Bank of North America, and 
at her Decease I give the said twelve Shares in the Bank, to 
my Daughter Sarah Bache and her Husband Richard Bache. 
But it is my express Will and desire that (B. Franklin) 
after Payment of the above Fifty Pounds Sterling annually 
to my said Sister that my said Daughter be allowed to apply 
the residue of the Interest or dividends arising on those shares 
to her sole and separate Use during the Life of my said Sister, 
and afterwards the whole of the Interest or dividends thereof 
as her private Pocket Money. 
~ I give the Right I have to take up Three thousand Acres 
of Land in the State of Georgia granted to me by the Gov- 
ernment of that State, to my Grandson William Temple 
Franklin his Heirs and Assigns forever; I also give to my 
Grandson William Temple Franklin the Bond and Judgment 
I have against him of Four thousand Pounds Sterling; my 
Right to the same to cease upon the Day of his Marriage, and 
if he dies unmarried my will is that the same be recovered 
and divided among my other Grandchildren, the Children of 
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my Daughter Sarah Bache, in such manner and form as I have 
herein before given to them the other parts of my Estate. 

The Philosophical Instruments I have in Philadelphia I 
give to my ingenious Friend Francis Hopkinson. 
~ To the Children Grand Children and Great Grand Children 
of my Brother Samuel Franklin that may be living at the 
Time of my Decease I give Fifty Pounds Sterling to be equally 
divided among them. 

To the Children Grand Children and Great Grand Children 
of my Sister Ann Harris that may be living at the Time of 
my Decease I give Fifty Pounds Sterling to be equally 
divided among them. 

To the Children, Grand Children and Great Grand Children 
of my Brother James Franklin, that may be living at the 
Time of my Decease, I give Fifty Pounds Sterling to be 
equally divided among them. 

To the Children, Grand Children and Great Grand Children 
of my Sister Sarah Davenport that may be living at the Time 
of my Decease, I give Fiftv Pounds Sterling to be equally 
divided among them. 

To the Children, Grand Children and Gort Grand Children 
of my Sister Lydia Scot that may be living at the Time of 
my decease I give Fifty Pounds Sterling to be equally 
divided among them. 

To the Children Grand Children and Great Grand Children 
of my Sister Jane Mecom that may be living at the Tine of 
my Decease I give Fifty Pounds Sterling to be equally divided 
among them. 

I give to my GrandSon Benjamin Franklin Bache all the 
Types and Printing Materials which I now have in Philadel- 
phia with the compleat Letter Foundery, which in the whole 
I suppose to be worth near One Thousand Pounds; but if 
he should die under Age and without Children then I do 
order the same to be sold by my Executors, the Survivors 
or Survivor of them, and the Monies thence arrising to be 
equally divided among all the rest of my said Daughters 
Children or their representatives, each one on coming of Age 
to take his or her Share, and the Children of such of them as 
may die under Age to represent and to take the Share and 
Proportion of the Parent so dying each one to receive his 
or her Part of (B. Franklin) such Share as they come of 
Age. 

With regard to my Books those I had in France and those 
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I left in Philadelphia being now assembled together here and 
a Catalogue made of them, it is my intention to dispose of the 
same as follows: | 

My History of the Academy of Sciences in Sixty or Seventy 
Volumes quarto I give to the Philosophical Society of Phila- 
delphia of which I have the Honor to be President. 

My Collection in Folio of Les Arts and Les Metiers, I give 
to the American Philosophical Society established in New 
England of which I am a Member. 

My quarto Edition of the same Arts and Metiers I give to 
the Library Company of Philadelphia. 

Such and so many of my Books as I shall mark on the said 
Catalogue with the name of my Grandson Benjamin Franklin 
Bache I do hereby give to him; and such and so many of my 
Books as I shall mark on the said Catalogue with the Name 
of my Grandson William Bache, I do hereby give to him; 
and such as shall he marked with the Name of Jonathan 
Williams, I hereby give to my Cousin of that Name. The 
residue and remainder of all my Books, Manuscripts and 
Papers, I do give to my Grandson William Temple Franklin. 

My Share in the Library Company of Philadelphia I 
give to my Grandson Benjamin Franklin Bache, confiding 
that he wiil permit his Brothers and Sisters to share in the 
Use of it. 

I was born in Boston, New England, and owe my first 
Instructions in Literature to the free Grammar Schools estab- 
lished there; I therefore give One hundred Pounds Sterling 
to my Executors to be by them, the Survivors or Survivor of 
them, paid over to the Managers or Directors of the free 
Schools in my native Town of Boston, to be by them, or 
those Person or Persons, who shall have the superintendance 
and Management of the said Schools, put out to Interest, and 
so continued at Interest foreever, which Interest annually 
snall be laid out in Silver Medals, and given as honorary 
Rewards anually by the Directors of the said Free Schools 
for the encouragement of Scholarship in the said Schools, 
belonging to the said Town, in such manner as to the 
Discretion of the Select Men of the said Town shall seem 
meet. 

Out of the Salary that may remain due to me as President 
of the State I do give the Sum of Two Thousand Pounds to 
my Executors, to be by them, the Survivors or Survivor of 
them, paid over to such Person or Persons, as the legislature 
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of this State, by an Act of Assembly shall appoint to receive 
the (B. Franklin) same In Trust to be employed for making 
the River Schuylkill Navigable. 

And what Money of mine shall at the Time of my Decease 
remain in Hands of my Bankers Mess’. Ferdinand Grand 
and Son at Paris, or Mess®. Smith Wright and Gray of 
London I will that after my debts are paid and deducted with 
the Money Legacies of this my Will, the same be divided 
into four equal Parts, two of which, I give to my dear 
Daughter Sarah Bache, one to her Son Benjamin and one to 
my Grandson William ‘Temple Franklin. 

During the Number of Years I was in Business as a Sta- 
tioner, Printer and Postmaster a great many small Sums 
became due to me for Books, Advertisements, Postage of 
Letters, and other Matters, which were not collected, when in 
1757 I was sent by the Assembly to England as their Agent, 
and by subsequent appointments continued there until 1775, 
when on my return I wasimmediately engaged in the Affairs 
of Congress and sent to France in 1776, where I remained 
Nine Years, not returning till 1785; and the said Debts not 
being demanded in such a Length of Time are become in a 
manner absolute, yet are nevertheless justly due: These as 
they are stated in my great Folio Leger KE. I bequeath to 
the Contributors to the Pennsylvania Hospital, hoping that 
those Debtors and the Descendants of such as are deceased, 
who now as I find make some Difficulty of satisfying such 
antiquated Demands, as just Debts, may however be induced 
to pay or give them as Charity to that excellent Institution. 
I am sensible that much must inevitably be lost, but I 
hope something considerable may be recovered. It is possi- 
ble too, that some of the parties charged may have existing 
old unsettled Accounts against me; in which case the Mana- 
gers of the said Hospital will allow and deduct the amount, 
or pay the Ballance if they find it against me. 

My Debts and Legacies being all satisfied and paid the rest 
and residue of all my Estate real and Personal not herein 
expressly disposed of, I do give and bequeath to my Son 
and Daughter, Richard and Sarah Bache. 

I request my Friends Henry Hill Esquire John Jay Esquire 
Francis Hopkinson, Esquire, and Mr. Edward Duffield of 
Benfield, in Philadelphia County, to be the Executors of this 
my last Will and Testament (B. Franklin) and I hereby 


nominate and appoint them for that purpose. 
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I would have my Body buried with as little Expense or 
Ceremony as may be. 

I revoke all former Wills by me made, declaring this only 
to be my last. 

In Witness whereof, I have hereunto set my Hand and Seal 
this Seventeenth day of July in the Year of our Lord, One 
Thousand seven Hundred and Eighty-eight. 

B. Franxuin [Seal. ] 
Signed sealed published and declared by the above named 
Benjamin Franklin for and as his last Will and Testament in 
the presence of us. (The Words “my Right to the same 
to cease upon the Day of his Marriage” being wrote on an 
Erazure and the Words “of the said Town” being interlined.

I, Benjamin Franklin, in the foregoing or annexed last 
Will and Testament named, having further considered the 
same, do think proper to make and publish the following 
Codicil or Addition thereto. 

It having long been a fixed political opinion of mine, that 
in a democratical State, there ought to be no Offices of Profit, 
for the reasons I had given in an Article of my drawing in 
our Constitution, it was my intention when I accepted the 
Office of President to devote the appointed Salary to some 
public ‘ses, accordingly I had already before I made 
my Will in July last, given large Sums of it to Colleges, 
Schools, Building of Churches &¢ and in that Will I be- 
queathed Two thousand Pounds more to the State for the 
purpose of making Schuylkill navigable: But understanding 
since, that such a Sum will do but little toward accomplish 
such a Work and that the project is not likely to be under- 
taken for many Yeurs to come; and having entertained 
another Idea, that I hope may be more extensively useful, I 
do hereby revoke and annul that Bequest, and direct that the 
(B. Franklin) certificates I have for what remains due to me 
of that Salary be sold towards raising the Sum of Two 
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thousand Pounds Sterling, to be disposed of as I am now 
about to order. 

It has been an opinion that he who receives an Estate from 
his Ancestors, is under some kind of obligation to transmit 
the same to their Posterity: This Obligation does not lie on 
me, who never inherited a Shilling from any Ancestor or 
Relation: I shall however, if it is not diminished by some 
accident before my Death, leave a considerable Estate among 
my Descendants and Relations.. The above observation is 
made merely as some apology to my Family, for my making | 
Bequests that do not appear to have any immediate relation 
to their advantage. 

I was born in Boston, New England and owe my first 
instructions 1n Literature, to the free Grammar Schools estab- 
lished there: I have therefore already considered those 
Schools in my Will. But I am also under obligations to the 
State of the Massachusetts, for having unasked appointed me 
formerly their Agent in England with a handsome Salary : 
which continued some years: and altho’ I accidently lost, 
in their service, by transmitting Governor Hutchinson’s 
Letter much more than the amount of what they gave me, I 
do not think that ought in the least to diminish my Gratitude. 

I have considered that among Artisans good Apprentices 
are most Jikely to make good ‘Citizens, and having myself 
been bred to a manual Art Printing, in my native Town, and 
afterwards assisted to set up my business in Philadelphia by 
kind loan of Money from two Friends there, which was the 
foundation of my Fortune, and of all the utility in life that 
may be ascribed to me, I wish to be useful even after my 
Death, if possible, in forming and advancing other young 
men that may be serviceable to their Country i in both those 
Towns. 

To this End I devote Two thousand Pounds Sterling, which 
I give, one thousand thereof to the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston, in Massachusetts, and the other thousand to the 
Inhabitants of the City of Philadelphia, in Trust to and for 
the Uses, Interests and Purposes hereinafter mentioned and 
declared. : 

The said sum of One thousand Pounds Sterling, if accepted 
by the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, shall be managed 
under the direction of the Select Men, united with the Minis- 
ters of the oldest episcopalian, Congregational and Presby- 
terian Churches in that Town; who are to let out the same’ 
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upon Interest at five per cent per Annum to such young 
married urtificers, under the Age of twenty-five years, as have 
served an Apprenticeship in the said Town, and faithfully ful- 
filled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain 
a good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, 
who are willing to become their Sureties in a Bond with the 
Applicants for the Repayment of the Monies so lent with 
Interest according to the Terms herein (B. Franklin) after 
prescribed. All which Bonds are to be taken for spanish 
milled Dollars or the value thereof in current Gold Coin. 
And the Managers shall keep a bound Book or Books wherein 
shall be entered the Names of those who shall apply and 
receive the benefit of this Institution and of their Sureties, 
together with the Sums lent, the Dates and other necessary 
and proper Records, respecting the Business and Concerns of 
this Institution. And as these Loans are intended to assist 
young married Artificers in setting up their Business, they 
are to be proportioned by the discretion of the Managers, so 
as not to exceed Sixty Pounds Sterling to one Person, nor 
to be less than Fifteen Pounds. And if the number of 
Appliers so entitled should be so large, as that the sum will 
not suffice to afford to each as much as might otherwise not 
be improper, the proportion to each shall be diminished so 
as to afford to every one some Assistance, These aids may 
therefore be small at first; but as the Capital increases by 
the accumulated Interest, they will be more ample. And in 
order to serve as many as possible in their Turn, as well as 
to make the Repayment of the principal borrowed more easy, 
each Borrower shall be obliged to pay with the yearly Interest, 
one tenth part of the principal, which Sums of Principal 
and Interest so paid in, shall be again let out to fresh Bor- 
rowers. And as it is presumed that there will always be 
found in Boston virtuous and benevolent Citizens w illing to 
bestow a part of their Time in doing good to the rising 
Generation by Superintending and managing this Institution 
gratis, itis hoped that no part of the Money will at any time 
lie dead or be diverted to other purposes, but be continually 
augmenting by the Interest, in which case there may in time 
be more than the occasions in Boston shall require and then 
some may be spared to their Neighboring or other ‘Towns in 
the said State of Massachusetts who may desire to have it, 
such Towns engaging to pay punctually the Interest and the 
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Portions of the principal annually to the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston. 

If this Plan is executed and succeeds as projected without 
interruption for one hundred Years, the Sum will then be one 
hundred and thirty one thousand Pounds of which I would 
have the Managers of the Donation to the Town of Boston, 
then lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the Inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges Aqueducts, 
Public Buildings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make 
living in the Town more convenient to its People and render 
it more agreeable to Strangers, resorting thither for Health 
or a temporary residence. The remaining thirty one thou- 
sand Pounds, I would have continued to be let out on Interest 
in the manner above directed for another hundred Years, as 
I hope it will have been found that the Institution has had a 
good effect on the conduct of Youth, and been of Service to 
many worthy Character and useful Citizens. At the end of 
this second Term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented 
the (B. Franklin) operation the Sum will be Four Millions 
and Sixty one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave 
one Million sixty one Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of 
the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston and Three Millions to 
the disposition ofthe Government of the State, not presum- 
ing to carry my views farther. 

All the directions herein given respecting the Disposition 
and Management of the Donation to the Inhabitants of Boston, 
I would have observed respecting that to the Inhabitants of 
Philadelphia: only as Philadelphia is incorporated, I request 
the Corporation of that City to undertake the Management 
agreeable to the said Directions and I do hereby vest them 
with full and ample Powers for that purpose ; and having 
considered that the covering its Grand Plat with Buildings 
and Pavements, which carry off most of the Rain and prevent 
its soaking into the Earth and renewing and purefying the 
Springs, whence the Water of the Wells must gradually 
grow worse, and in time be unfit for use, as I find has hap- 
pened in all old Cities, I recommend that at the end of the 
first hundred Years, if not done before, the Corporation of 
the City employ apart of the Hundred thousand Pounds in 
bringing by Pipes the Water of Wissahickon Creek into the 
Town, so as to supply the Inhabitants which I apprehend 
may be done without great difficulty, the level of that Creek 
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being much above that of the City and may be made higher, 
by a Dam, I also recommend making the Schuylkill com- 
pleatly navigable. At the end of the Second Hundred Years, 
I would have the disposition of the Four Million and Sixty 
one thousand Pounds divided between the Inhabitants of the 
City of Philadelphia and the Government of Pennsylvania, in 
the same manner as herein directed with respect to that of the 
Inhabitants of Boston and the Government of Massachusetts. 

It is my desire that this Institution should take place and 
begin to operate within one year after my decease ; for which 
purpose due Notice should be publickly given previous to the 
expiration of that Year, that those for whose Benefit this 
establishment is intended may make their respective appli- 
cations; And I hereby direct my Executors, the survivors or 
survivor of them, within six Months after my decease, to pay 
over the said Sum of Two thousand Pounds Sterling, to 
such Persons as shall be-duly appointed by the Select Men 
of Boston and the Corporation of Philadelphia, to receive 
and take charge of their respective Sums of One thousand 
Pounds each, for the Purposes aforesaid. 

Considering the accidents to which all human Affairs and 
Projects are subject in such a length of Time, I have perhaps 
too much flattered myself with a vain Fancy, that these Dis- 
positions, if carried into. execution, will be continued with- 
out interruption, and have the Effects proposed: I hope how- 
ever that if the Inhabitants of the two Cities should not think 
fit to undertake the execution they will at least accept the 
offer of these Donations as a Mark of my good-Will, a token 
of my Gratitude and a (B. Franklin) Testimony of my 
earnest desire to be useful to them even after my departure. 
I wish indeed that they may both undertake to endeavour the 
Execution of the Project : because I think that tho’ unforseen 
Difficulties may arise, expedience will be found to remove 
them, and the Scheme be found practicable: If one of them 
accepts the Money with the Conditions and the other refuses : 
my Will then is that both Sums be given to the Inhabitants of 
the City accepting the whole; to be applied to the same pur- 
‘poses and under the same Regulations directed for the sepa- 
rate Parts: and if both refuse, the Money of course remains 
in the Mass of my Estate and is to be disposed of therewith 
according to my Will made the seventeenth day of July 1788. 

I wish to be buried by the Side of my Wife if it may be, 
and that a marble Stone to be made by Chambers, six feet 
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long and four feet wide, plain, with only a small Moulding 
round the upper Edge and this Inscription.

Since my Will was made I have bought some more City 
Lots near the Center, part of the Estate of Joseph Dean: I 
would have them go with the other Lots disposed of in my 
Will and I do give the same to my Son in Law Richard Bache 
his Heirs and Assigns forever. 

In Addition to the Annuity left to my Sister in my Will 
of Fifty Pounds Sterling during her Life, I now add thereto 
Ten Pounds Sterling more in order to make the Sum Sixty 
Pounds. 

I give Twenty Guineas to my good Friend and Physician 
Dr. John Jones. 

With regard to the separate Bequests made to my Daugh- 
ter Sarah in my Will my intention is, that the same shall be 
for her sole and separate Use, notwithstanding her Coverture, 
or whether she be covert or sole, and I do give my Executors 
so much Right and Power therein as may be necessary to 
render my intention effectual in that respect only. This 
provision for my Daughter is not made out of any disrespect 
I have for her Husband.

The number of Selectmen in 1788, and up to the year

successors of the selectmen of the town, and the ministers 
of the above named churches acted as trustees and managers 
of this donation. 

After the Revised City Charter was adopted in 1854, the 
aldermen then being nine in number, with the ministers, 
and without the mayor, acted as such trustees and managers 
until the year 1890, and since and including 1890, the 
mayor, and the aldermen, twelve in number, with the 
ministers of the three churches named in Franklin’s will have 
acted as such trustees and managers.

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At a meeting of the persons acting as trustees and managers 
of the Franklin Fund held in City Hall, in the city of Boston, 
on Thursday, December 28, 1893, the followmg-named 
managers of said fund being present, viz., Aldermen Lee, 
Dever, Folsom, Fottler, Maguire, Mitchell, and Sanford, 
and Rev. Charles W. Duane, rector of Christ Church, fhe 


following vote was unanimously passed : 


“Ordered, That the sum set apart from the general Franklin 
Fund as due to the city of Boston on July 1,1893, viz., $322,- 
490.20 with its accumulations, be paid by the treasurer of 
the fund in January next to the City Treasurer, to constitute 
a special fund for the purchase of land and for the erection 
thereon of the Franklin Trades School and the equipment of 
the same; said expenditures to be made under the direction 
of such department as may for the time being be charged by 
the statutes and ordinances with the duty of erecting and 
furnishing public buildings in the city of Boston. The loca- 
tion of and plans for said school to be approved by the man- 
agers of said fund.” 


In accordance with this vote there was paid over to the 
City Treasurer of the city of Boston the sum of $329,300.48 
on the 17th day of January, 1894. 

By Chap. 449 of the Acts of 1895, Sect. 22, the Archi- 
tect’s Department and the office of the City Architect in the 
city of Boston were abolished, and since the first day of 
July, 1895, when said act went into effect, there has been 
no “department of the city for the time being charged by the 
statutes and ordinances with the duty of erecting and fur- 

nishing public buildings in the city of Boston.” The persons 
acting : as trustees and managers of the Franklin Fund have, 
at various dates, subsequent to the said payment of money 
into the treasury of the city of Boston, passed various votes 
in connection with the purchase of land, designed for the 
foundation of a trades school; but no money has been paid 
from the city treasury for this purpose. 

On the petition of Hon. Josiah Quincey, Mayor of the 
City of Boston, filed in the Probate Court of Suffolk county, 
February 19, 1896 with a copy of Franklin’s will and certain 
certificates printed, copies of which copy and certificates are 
hereinbefore set forth, the following decree was entered :

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railway Company 
to lay down tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to lay down, maintain 
and use tracks from its. present location on Grove street, on 
the westerly side of Washington street, across said Wash- 
ington street and along Grove street on the easterly side of 
said Washington street to the Dedham line; said tracks and 
turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan made by 
Hodges & Harrington, dated March 27, 1897, and deposited 
in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 
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The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and 
shall be approved by him. Also upon condition that said 
West Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railway Company 
shall accept this order of location, and shall agree, in 
writing, to comply with the conditions herein contained, 
and shall file said acceptance and agreement with the City 
Clerk within thirty days from the passage of this order; 
otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within one hundred and twenty days from the date of the 
passage of this order. 

Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen 
be hereby granted to the West Roxbury and Roslindale 
Street Railway Company to establish and maintain the 
electric system of motive power in the operation of its cars 
in the city of Boston, by the overhead system, so called, as 
follows: from its present location on Grove street on the 
westerly side of Washington street, across said Washington 
street and along Grove street on the easterly side of said 
Washington street, to the Dedham line. 

And permission is hereby granted to .the said West Rox- 
bury and Roslindale Street Railway Company to erect, 
maintain and use such wires and iron poles, of the height of 
not less than 20 feet, at the ‘places indicated by red circles 
or dots on the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent 
of Streets, dated March 27, 1897, as may be necessary to 
establish and maintain said overhead electric system of 
motive power: 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the -satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now 
possessed or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board 
of Aldermen of the city of Boston to make rules and 
regulations pertaining to the operation and maintenance of 
the electric system and the running of electric cars in the 
city of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions
